YORK AN IMPORTANT EVENT. 


HE GOES BACK TO GRAY GABLES WITH 
RENEWED CONFIDENCE OF SUCCESS 
—THE PARTY LEADERS IN THIS 
STATE MORE HOPEFUL THAN EVER 
—REPUBLICANS WORRIED. 


Ex-President Cleveland left this city via the 
Fall River Line at 5:30 yesterday afternoon, 
having concluded the business that brought him 
here. He was unaccompanied on the return 
trip except by his stenographer, Mr. O’Brien. 
He left the Victoria Hotel at 4:30 in a closed 
carriage with ex-Secretary Whitney, who went 
down to the pier to see him off. 

4s he stepped into his carriage a reporter 
asked him if he had accomplished the purpose 
of his visit. 

“Yes,” said the ex-President pleasantly, “I 
came here to see some of rity political friends 
and I have seen them.” 

In reference to another question Mr. Cleve- 
land expressed great confidence in the outlook 
and said that the prospects were very bright. 

His visit here and the brisk movements of the 
Pemocratic managers continued to annoy the 
Republican managers yesterday. As has been 
indicated in THE Timzs, these Republican mana- 
gers had been nudging each otherin great joy 
and whispering to their friends that the Demo- 
cratic canvass was at a standstill and that all 
things political were running in their direction. 
For the past two or three days they have been 
suffering from the rude shock of an unexpected 
awakening. 

Chairman Hackett of the Republican State 
Committee’s Executive Committee has heard 


trom all over the State of effective activity on 
the part of the Democratic County Chairmen 
end district leaders in all quarters. He has

SIR JOHN THOMPSON LIKELY TO BE 
CANADA’S FIRST MINISTER. 


ToRONTO, Ontario, Sept. 9.—A week ago Sir 
John Abbott announced that his failing health 
incapacitated him for Parliamentary work, and 
gince then rumor has been busy as to his suc- 
cessor in the office of Prime Minister of Canada. 
All the old aspirante to the office were men- 
tioned, but none seemed so likely to get the ap- 
pointment as Sir John Thompson, Minister of 
Justice in Mr. Abbott’s Cabinet, who has been 


member of the Government in the House of 
Commons since the death of sirJohn Mac- 
donald. ; 

Abbott's resignation has been Jooked for from 
day to day, but it was not known until to-day 
that the chiefs of the Conservative Party had 
agreed upon his successor. This decision was 
announ in the Jmpire, their organ here, 
which saidif the Premiership becomes vacant 
there can be no room for doubting that Sir John 
Thompson’s appointment would be the unan- 
imous choice of the Tory Party. 

The objections to Sir John Thompson on the 
score of his creed, and the contention that he 
would favor the Catholics in legislative 
matters as against Protestants, which seemed 
to have stood in the way of his receiving the 
Premiership on the death of Sir John Macdon- 
ald, have disappeared, and to-day the Globe 
says hie rligion will not and should not debar 
him from the Premiership. 

Sir John is eminently qualified for the posi- 
tion. He is an astute politician, an able de- 
bater, and a man of rare legal attainments. He 
favors closer trade relations between Cauada 
and the States, but is a strong supporter of the 
protectionist policy of the Tory Party. 





JOHNSON HAS AN UP-HILL FIGHT.

ONE OF THE PARTY ORGANS BOLTS HIS 
NOMINATION. 


CLEVELAND, Ohio, Sept. 9.—The factional 
feeling against E. G. Johnson, Republican can- 
didate for Congress in the Fourteenth Ohio Dis- 
trict, becomes more pronounced as the cam- 
paign grows in intensity. In its issue of Thurs- 
day the Norwalk Chronicle, an influential Repub- 
lican paper in the county seat of Huron Coan- 
ty, bolted Johnson in a long editorial and nailed 
Harter’s banner to the masthead. 

The editor, F. R. Loomis, has been a hard- 
working Republican heretofore, but Johnson’s 


bitterness toward the Prohibitionists and Har- 
ter’s admirable record on the silver question 
has prompted this course. 

The Chronicle’s defection oan hardly fail to 
win Harter many votes in that Republican 
county, while the factional fight in Lorain 
County, Johnson’s home, is certain to make in- 
roads in his Republican majority there. These 
counties are + my onto carry the district 
for Johnson, and any considerable defection in 
them will be fatal to his hopes. 

The prospect of Harter’s re-election grows 
steadily brighter. Harrison’s majority in the 
district was but 1,600, and Ryan two years ago 
had only 650. 

To-night everything points to the renomina- 
tion of T. E. Burton to make the race against 
Johnson. Burton is a clean man and a good 
lawyer. Four years ago he defeated Johnson, 
but two years ago Johnson defeated him, the 
districts being changed in the meantime. Now 
they will have still a different district to run in. 
The renomination of Burton will make the 
contest in the Twenty-first District very close. 





THE CREW WERE SAVED.

BUT THE WHALE-BACK STEAMER WET- 
MORE IS A TOTAL WRECK. 


PORTLAND, Oregon, Sept. 9.—The Oregonian’s 
(Empire City Oregon) special says: “ The whale- 
back steamer Wetmore is still on the North 
Spit, 600 yards north o’ Coos Bay Bar. The 
water where she lies is about 8 feet deep and 
heavy seas are continually breaking over her. 
She is laboring heavily and parties think she is 
breaking up, but cannot get close enough to be 
sure, as it is very foggy and the steamer can be 
geen only at times when the fog raises. 

** Capt. O’Brien says: 

“ ‘On the morning of the 8th,at 12:30, the com 
did not act right, probably caused by lightning. he 
tog was very dense. Bearings were lost. Did not 
think we were so close to shore until I struck 
beach. Life-saving] crew with three boats did 
good work and were just in time to resene all hands, 
as the sea was breaking heavily over the steamer.’ 

“There have been several pene by different 
parties to go on board the wreck in small boats, 
probably for salvage money, but without suc- 
cess. Bay steamers are running excursions 
down to the wreck from this place and Marsh- 
tield, but they cannot get within half or three- 
quarters of a mile of the wreck.” 





Sweeney on the Reading Situation. 

CHICAGO, Sept. 9.—Grand Master Sweeney, 
speaking to-night of the alleged danger of a 
strike on the Reading Road, said his information 
of the situation was as follows: 

“There have been several meetings held at 
Easton, Penn., by engineers, conductors, fire- 
men, and trainmen, at which an agreement was 
entered into by the employes of these depart- 
ments, and the same drawn up in writing, to 
stand by each other in the event of the manage- 
ment discharging any employe for belonging 
to any of the railway orders. Grand Master 
Sargent of the firemen received a copy of this 
agreewent, and I am informed that President 
McLeod also secureds copy. An order has been 
issued by the Reading officials that all employes 
must sever their connection with any union if 
they wish to remain in the company’s service.”

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WERTS DOES NOT WANT IT

THEREIN HIS CASE DIFFERS 
FROM JOEL PARKER'S. 


THE LATTER WAS GLAD TO HAVE THE 
NEW-JERSEY GOVERNORSHIP ON A 
CONDITION, BUT WERTS’S REFUSAL 
Is UNQUALIFIED — BLODGETT 
THOUGHT TO FAVOR YOUNG. 


TRENTON, N. J., Sept. 9.—‘* When, in urging 
his plea for the nomination of Judge Werts for 
the Governorship in spite of Judge Werts’s 
declination, Mr. James Smith, Jr., called atten- 
tion in this morning’s Times to what he con- 
siders the paralel case of Joel Parker’s nomina- 
tion several years ago after repeated declina- 
tions, he failed to lay bare the circumstances 
that destroy the paralel,” said .a conspicuous 
Democratic leader to THE TIMES’s correspond- 
ent to-day. 

“There is no similarity whatever, between 
the incident past and that which Mr. Smith 
would like to bring about. Mr. Parker was not 
averse to ‘he acceptance of the nomination 
except for the reason, as he said, that he could 
not afford to be Governor for the salary attached 
to the office at the time. 

“The Governor's salary then was put $3,000 
ayear. It cost Joel Parker more than that to 
live at home. He objected that he could not 
maintain the dignity of the Governorship on 
any such money. There was a real popu- 
lar demand for his nomination—not, 
as in Mr. Werts'’s cass, a fake boom 
worked by scheming political plotters—but a 
sincere public demand that he assume 
the chief office in the State; and, in 
order to meet the objections which he made to 
ite acceptance, an understanding was reached 
thet if he would permit the use of his name in 
the convention, the Legislature, to convene in 
the succeeding January, would increase the 
salary to $5,000 a year. 

*“ Upon that understanding Joel Parker con- 
sented to be nominated, and the Democratic 
Party kept ite faith with him by passing an aot, 
before he assumed theduties of the office, fixing 
the salary at the larger figure. 

“Now,”’ continued THr Timks’s informani, 
“Jet me point out to you the circumstances that 
destroy the parallel. In the first place, Mr. 
Parker's nomination by unanimous vote of the 
convention was assured; Mr. Werts’s nomina- 
tion, ifitcan be achieved at all, will be the 
offer of but a faction. 

**In the second place, Joel Parker did not re- 
fuse the ofnco because he did not want it, but 
only becaure the salary was not sufficiently at- 
tractive. Mr. Werts’s refusal of the nomination 
carries no conditions withit. He will not ac- 
cept the office for the reason that he does not 
wantit. His Judgeship is fully as attractive as 
the Governorship, and his future prospects are 
better, if he staya where he is. 

“In the third place, Mr. Parker consented to the 
use of his name before the convention met. The 
schemers, who are urging Mr. Werts’s nomina- 
tion, have been unable to move him from his 
determination not to run under any ciroum- 
stances, and are trying to induce the party to 
put him in nomination in spite of himself and 
then run the chance of his saying “no” to it 
afterward. 

* Bo yousee that there is really the widest 
difference between the circumstances under 
which Joel Parker was made the pominee and 
the circumstances under which the State House 
ne Se are wildly talking of putting Mr. Werts 

efore the people. And the result is certain to 
be just as different as the circumstances. Mr. 
Werts’s refusal to run is absolute and final, be- 
cause, no doubt, he does not believe that it is 
possible fora man whose candidacy is recog- 
nized as of Abbett origin % be elected.”’ 

Happily, there is no great danger of the party 
in ita convention next Wednesday falling into 
the trap that the State House managers are set- 
ting for it. There is not a Democrat in the 
State honestly working only for the success of 
the ticket but realizes that the campaign must 
be arranged with a view to the repudiation by 
the party of all sympathy with the scandais and 
oppressions that have attended the recent ad- 
ministratien of State affairs. 

** The logical result of Judge Werts’s nomina- 
tion, as the outcome of the machinations of 
Gov. Abbett’s household to control the State 
Convention, must be the specific indorsement, 
in its platform, of Gov. Abbett’s administra- 
tion, and the leading men of the party believe 
that such a deliverance, by its assembled rep- 
resentatives would be a dangerous handicap to 
the success of its State ticket. 


FREEHOLD, N. J., Sept. 9.—The Monmouth 
County Democratic primaries to elect delegates 
to the State Convention at Trenton on Wednes- 
day, Sept. 14, will be held in all the townships 


to-morrow. It is thought that the factional 
tights that characterized the Democratic pri- 
maries last Spring will not be repeated to-mor 
row. The Blodgett men apparently have their 
own way this Fall, and although there may be 
attempts by the Abbett faction to capture the 
primaries, the strife will be mild because of the 
aw that the Blodgett men will win in the 
end. 

The impression prevails that should the 
Blodgett men secure control of the Monmouth 
delegation this county will cast its ballot for 
E. C. Young of Hudson for the Gubernatorial 
nomination. The Abbett men do not seem to 
have any preference. They may possibly decide 
to “get square” by reserving their strength 
until election day. 

The Blodgettites are sure to have their way 
in the nomination of the county officers. David 
8. Crater, the eae Surrogate, and one of the 
shrewdest politicians in the State, is a member 
of the big Senator's faction. He will be tem- 
porary, and unquestionably rmanent, Chair- 
man of the County Copvention, which in itself 
will be a big thing in favor of the Blodgett men. 
Henry Stafford Terhune of Matawan, the recog- 
nized leader of the Blodgett forces in Mon- 
mouth, will be nominated for Senator. Aaron 
E. Johnston of Freehold is said to be the candi- 
date of the Abbett wing of the Democracy, but 
his chances are very slim. ‘Crater will, no 
doubt, receive a renomination for Surrogate. 

The Republicans mentioned in connection 
with the nominations for Senator and Surrogate 
are, respectively, ex-Mayor Wilbur A. Heisley 
of Long Branch and Counselor Edmund Wilson 
of Red Bank, ex-Senator Henry M. Nevine's law 
partner. 

The Democratic nominee for Congress, who 
will probably be a Somerset man, will receive 
the full Democratic vote in the county, and 
Cleveland will carry the county, at least, by the 
usual Demooratic majority, which is about 
1,200, 

TRENTON, N. J., Sept. 9.—The fight for the 
delegates to the Democratic Convention was 
made here this afternoon, and it resulted in

ority of delegates. His opponent is Gen. G. D. 
. Vroom, President of the Trenton Board of 
Public Works. Gen. Donnelly is himself a ean- 
didate, but Gen. Vroom is in the contest in the 
interest of E. F. C. Young of Hudson County. 


ELIZABETH, N. J., Sept. 9.—A hot fightis be- 
ing waged in this city and Union County for the 
delegates to the State Convention. Miles Ross 


is trying to carry Rahway and Plainfield for 
E. F. C. Young of Hudson County, while ex- 
Prosecutor Wilson is conducting in person the 
fight in this city on behalf of Young. 

The opposition is being led by Senator Marsh. 
Their cry is anything to beat the Hudson 
County candidate. Just now they are shouting 
for Judge Werts as their first choice, although 
the latter has declined to run. 

Rahway and Plainfield will likely elect dele- 
gates favorable to Young, as will Summit and 
some of the townships. Elizabeth wili likely 
send a majority of delegates antagonistic to 
Young and in favor of Werts, butit is hard to 
gay which faction will be in the majority when 
the entire county delegation meets. 

If Young’s delegates are in a majority, Mr. 
Wilson will be chosen Chairman of the State 
delegation from Union County, while Senator 
Marsh will be ite spokesman if the Werts men 
are in the ascendency. Both sides are working 
tooth and nail for victory, and there will be 
plenty of money in the field Monday night, it is 
said, to buy up purchasable voters. 





Mortally Wounded by an Enemy. 

PINEVILLE, Ky., Sept. 9.—Will Daniels, a 
young man belonging to a prominent family in 
this county, was shot and fatally wounded yes- 
terday on Pucket’s Creek, in Harlan County, by 
William Lee, a notorious character.

St. Louis, Sept. 9.—Chauncey I. Filley has not 
been placated, notwithstanding the reports 
to that effect given out by Major William War- 
ner and his campaign managers.

THE ORDER OF THE IRON HALL. 


JUDGE MARTIN OF BINGHAMTON AP- 
POINTS A RECEIVER FOR THIS STATE. 


BINGHAMTON, N. Y., Sept. 9.—In the Supreme 
Court, Chambers, in this city this morning, 
Judge Martin granted an order appointing the 
Binghamton Trust Company State Receiver to 
take charge of the Iron Hall funds. . 

This annuls the recent New-York City appoint- 
ment. Bondsin the sum of $400,000 must be 


given, as the company will handle about $250,- 
000 belonging to the order. * ‘ 

Senator O’Connor and Judge Arms appeared 
for the order. The receiver will take charge of 
all properties, chattels, and moneys belonging 
to the order in this State. Whether the receiver 
at Indianapolis will take action to secure pos- 
session of the funds for general distribution is a 
matter to be decided later. 

Representatives of the various branches of 
the order of the Iron Hall held a meeting here 
to-night for the purpose of taking steps to reor- 

anize the order. The attendance was large. F. 

. Somerby, Supreme Justice, addressed the 
meeting. Hespoke in favor of reorganizing, 
and recommended the State of Maryland, as- 
serting that the laws of that State are more fav- 
orable than any other State inthe Union. The 
order has a charter in Massachusetts. There 
has been some effort made to reorganize in the 
Btate, but, in view of strong opposition and the 
probability of a fight in the next Legislature, it 
was deemed wise to go to some other State.

DENVER, CoL, Sept. 9.—The Republican State 
Convention concluded its labors at Pueblo to- 
day and nominated the ticket printed above. 

In the resolutions adopted the belief is posi- 
tively expressed that President Harrison fa- 
vors free coinage of silver, and that he would 
not veto such a measure if it was passed by 
Congress. These resolutions read as follows: 

“ Resolved, That we interpret that portion of the 
Republican platform relative to silver coinage, 
where it says ‘the Republican Party demands the 
use of gold and silver as standard money, 80 to be 
determined by legislation,’ to mean that such wise 
legislation if passed by the legislative branches of 
the Government, which represents the people, would 
be sanctioned by the Executive. 

“ Resoived, That by his assertion in his letter of 
acceptance that he is thoroughly convinced that the 
free Ovinage of silver at such a ratio to gold wil 
maintain their equality in commercial usage of the 
two coined dollars and would conduct to the prosper- 
ity of all the great nations of the world. Presideat 
Harrison has placed himself equa ly upon record as 
favorable to the white metal, and has effectuaily 
disposed of the statements upon which are based the 
cawpaign of his exvemies in the State.” 

‘ Another plank in the platform reads ag fol- 
ows: 

“ Resolved, That we condemn the action of the Dem. 
ocratic Party in attempting tu take the duties otf of 
lead ore and wool, and we denounce the action of the 
Democratio House of Kepresentatives in the attempt 
to remove the duty on lead ores as a move that would 
eblige the miners of Colorado to compete direct with 
the felon labor of Mexico.” 

Senators Tellier and Wolcott both addressed 
the convention at length. While they did not, 
in 80 many words, indorse President Harrison’s 
Administration, they advised the disgruntled 
element in the Republican Party in Colorado to 
remain with the party, as only through the Re- 
publican Party could the free coinage of silver 
be secured. 

They openly admitted the disaffection in the 
Republican Party in Colorado.

NO ONE EXCEPTED.

ALL THE CABINET OFFICERS ARE TO BE 
PUT UPON THE STUMP. 


The fact which was published in THE Times 
two days ago, that nearly every member of the 
Cabinet would be required to turn out and help 
elect President Harrison by nmiaking campaign 


speeches, was officially announced at Repub- 
lican National headquarters yesterday. 

“ The Cabinet must help” has been the word 
passed around in the highest Republican circles, 
and some of the preliminaries for their cam- 
paigning have been arranged. In the unofticial 
statement given the other day it was 
said that Postmaster General Wanamaker 
and John W. Foster, the Secretary of State, 
were not to make an speeches. This, it 
appears waa based on the incorrect informa- 
tion of the man who made the announcement, 
for inthe official bulletin it is said that each 
member of the Cabinet will be asked to help. 

The information given out yesterday was in 
these words: 

“Chairman Hoahn of the Speaker’s Burean said 
that it was his aim, and he thought he wunld be suo- 
cessful in the undertaking, to have each one of the 
members of President Harrison's cabinet deliver 
four or five speeches during the campaign.” 

No official information has yet been prepared 
as to the places where these high officials will 
do their work, and it is said to be the scheme to 
follow out the idea of Chairman Hahn, ex- 
pressed in the interview that he gave out two 
weeks ago, when he suggested that “ the kind 
of talk that was most needed” could be fur- 
nishetl. 

‘*T suppose,” said one Republican yesterday, 
“that the several heads of departments may be 
sent to those sections of the country where 
the work of their partioular depart- 
ments will be of the greatest interest. 
Secretary Noble, who is supposed to be 
able to defend the Administration’s position 
with reference to the public lands, the bond- 
aided railroads, and the Census, the Pension, 
and the Indian Bureau’s work, will probably do 
his talking in the Western States, where disous- 
sion of those questions will appeal more strong- 
ly to the people than it would in the East. 

‘Secretary Tracy, who will stand for the 
navy, Will speak in the East, in the seacoast 
vities, where more attention is paid to 
naval matters than in the interior. Sec- 
retary Foster, of course, will be equally 
available in the East and West, be- 
cause he stands for the finanoial end of 
the Government. The same is true of Post- 
master General Wanamaker, who may discuss 
the work of the fourth-class Postmasters with 
equal effect in Maine, Minnesota, or California.’’ 

o ask the entire Cabinet to turn itself loose 
upon the country, stumping, is said to be an un- 
usual ae Certainly it is an extraordi- 
nary thing to announce publicly and ofticially 
that all the Cabinet officera are to be called out. 
Frequently Cabinet Ministers have done more 
or less effective work on the stump in behalf of 
the party, but never before has anything like 
Mr. Hahu’s bulletin been issued from National 
Headquarters. 








TO PHOTOGRAPH THE STARS. 


—__ 
TRIAL OF THE BIGGEST LENSES EVER 
MADE FOR THE PURPOSE. 


Boston, Mass., Sept. 9.—The North Star was 
photographed this evening through the largest 
lenses ever made for photographing stars. The 
work was done inthe garden surrounding the 
telescope works of Alvan J. Clark at the foot of 


Brookline Street, Cambridge, aud the results 
are awaited by astronomers with the greatest 
curiosity. The instrument used was the Brush 
photographic telescope, manufactured by Mr. 
Clark for Harvard Observatory, the gift of Miss 
Cc. W. Brush. 

T here are four photographing lenses, two feet 
in diameter, and in tront of these is the spec- 
trum for photographing stars. Its thickest edge 
is three inches and the thinnest seven-eighths 
ofanineh. The lenses are ali madeof the finest 
kina of optical glass, and their average is 100 
pounds each. 

The bed plate is 10 feet 4% inches and its 
breadth 6 feet. This swings on a great steel 
axle 10 feetlong and weighing 2,200 pounds. 
The wheel to which the clockwork is attached, 
regulating the movement of the instrument to 
the motion of the earth, is 5 feet in diameter, 
and the gearing is exceedingly delicate and 
nicely adjusted. 

This afternoon the temporary apparatus and 
gearing were tested and found to work per- 
fectly in bringing the great tube to bear on the 
position of the star to be photographed. 

The North Star was chosen for the experi- 
ments this evening because it is so near the 
pole that there is not much motion to be over- 
come by clockwork, and therefore it is a favor- 
able object to test on parallel light. There is 
every reason to expect excellent photographs.

VIEWS OF WISCONSIN POLITICS THAT 


DIFFER WIDELY. 


Horace A. Taylor, United States Commissioner 
of Railroads, who has just returned from a trip 
across the continent, was at headquarters yes- 
terday. He submitted a report on the 
political situation and of course, the 


bulletin for publication showed Repub- 
lican prospects as bright as the sunshine 
in every State from California eastward. 
Among the other entertaining things which Mr. 
Taylor says he found out was this, as stated in 
the bulletin: 

“He ascertained that Illinois, Iowa, Minne- 
sota,and Wisconsin are certain to give their. 
votes to Harrison and Reid.” 

It required all the faith which the calm, eal- 
culating soul of Chairman Thomas Henry Car- 
ter possessed to swallow this statement. He 
had such doubts as to Mr. Taylor's prophecy 
that he thought it worth while to held ax earn- 
est and somewhat lengthy conference with 
Henry C. Payne on the subject, in an effort to 
ascertain just what should be done to make Mr. 
Taylor’s prediction prove true. 

Mr. Payne is the member of the committee 
from Wisconsin, and has been keeping his eye 
upon these States which Mr. Taylor has “ ascer- 
tained’ will go for Harrison and Reid. He re- 
ported that the eampaign was going 
slowly and withont much enthusiasm in 
the West. He admitted, for pubilea- 
tion, that the MKRepublican majority in 
Wisconsin would be smaller than heretofore. 
The Lutherans were much exercised over the 
school question, he said. It was on this issue 
that Wisconsin was carried by the Democrats in 
the last State eleotion, and, in the midat of all 
theenthusiasm which Mr. Taylor’s utterance 
might have caused, Mr. Payne made this admis- 
sion: 

“The school question is a local issue in one 
way, but in a broad application it has more to 
do with the national situation in Wisconsin 
than anything except the tariff issue and the 
* wildcat’ money issue.”’ 

This rather put a damper on Mr. Taylor’s con- 
fident prediction and made it apparent to Chair 
man Carter that Wisconsin might still be so un- 
certain as to warrant a show of a battle. 

Mr. Taylor said he had found a great falling 
off in the Farmers’ Alliance strength every where 
from that of 1890. 

Thomas H. Dudley of Camden, N. J., was at 
headquarters yesterday.

MINISTER PORTER RESIGNS,

HE HAS SEEN EUROPE AND WANTS TO 
ENTER POLITICS. 


RomkE, Sept. 9.—The Italie announces the res- 
ignation of Mr. Albert G. Porter, the United 
States Minister to Italy. 

INDIANAPOLIs, Sept, 9.—Little significance is 
attached to Minister Porter’s resignation here. 
In fact, itis not altogether a surprise. Mr. Por- 
ter intimated, before his return to Rome, that 
he would be back in the United States in time 
to take partin the campaign, and many con- 
strued this to mean that he would retire from 
office. 

It has been generally understood that Mr. 
Porter's chief reason for desiring to go abroad 
was thatthe Government might pay his ex- 
penses during a more or less extended sojourn 
in Europe. He has had all the honors he cares 
for, and is thought to be anxious to return in 
order to get the credit of carrying Indiana if it 
should be carried for Harrison. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 9.—The announcement 
contained in the cable message from Rome that 
Mr. Porter, the American Minister to Italy, has 
resigned, will not surprise persons in official 
cireles here if the report should be verified: 
It has been expected for some time that Mr. 
Porter would resign as soon as the “ inoi- 


dent’ with Italy arising from the lynching 
of the Italians in New-Orleans had passed suf- 
ticiently into the history of happily ended inter- 
national difficulties to permit of his resignation 
without any suggestion that it was due to the 
entanglement arising while he was United 
States Minister to Italy. 

At the time Mr. Porter returned to Rome, 
after a prolonged absence occasioned by the 
recall of Baron Fava, it was stated that he 
would before long tender his resignation, to 
enter politics, and it is presumed that this an- 
nounced intention has been carried out, though 
the absence of President Harrison, Private Sec- 
retary Halford, Secretary Fosterof the State 
——— and others delays its verification 
in Washington. 





READING RAILROAD TROUBLES. 


THE EMPLOYES HAD A CONFERENCE 
WITB PRESIDENT M’LEOD. 


PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 9.—The committee of 
employes of the Reading Railroad, represent- 
ing the engineers, firemen, conductors, brake- 
men, and telegraph operators, called on Presi- 
dent MoLeod at the Fourth Street office of the 
company to-day. The committee numbered 
twenty-four men, headed by Engineer Clapp, 
who is anemploye of the Jersey Central Road. 
They were shown into the Directors’ room, 


where Mr. McLeod, General Manager Sweigard, 
and Director George De B. Keim met them. 
The conference lasted for over an hour and a 
half. An executive session of the committee 
followed, after which Mr. Clapp announced 
ractically that the conference with Mr. Mc- 
Yeod was not satisfactory and that there would 
be another and probably a final one on Monday. 

A member of the committee said it was a mis- 
take to believe thatthe present trouble with 
the Reading Road was over the discharge of 
any engineers. Itis over clauses in the blanks 
issued to applicants for employment in the 
company, which read thus: 

“Are you amember of a labor organization, and 
if what one? : 

“Ifa member, will yon withdraw and refuse to 
support or belong to any labor organization if you 
take service with the company ! 

* Are you willing to become a member of the Phila- 
delphia and Reading Relief Association?” 

The fight with the Reading is to save the 
Brotherhoods of Locomotive Engineers and 
Firemen.

Louis Warschawsky and Louis Karren, the 
two men who negotiated the sale of the farm at 
East Haddam,Conn., to Lazarus Eisenstadt,who 
was found murdered near New-Utrecht, L. L, 


returned yesterday from East Haddam, and 
professed to be astounded when they heard of 
his murder. 

They had gone, Warschawsky saild,to East 
Haddam, expecting to tind Eisenstadt and Solo- 
mon, who is suspected of having murdered him, 
there. They remained there until Thursday, 
when they returned to this city. 

Louis Karren, the partner, was found in his 
rooms at 230 Division Street. He was ina bad 
humor and refused to talk about the matter, and 
said that he had been taken to court—he did not 
know which—and, after being questioned, was 
discharged as perfectly innocent. He was par- 
ticularly angry because his name was known 
and had been published in the papers. 





Confronted by His Wife. 

NEW-BRUNSWICK, N. J., Sept. 9.—William A. 
Clarke, who represented himself to be a min- 
ister, appeared in this city about three years 
ago, and has taken in a good many persons by 
his plausible manners and activity in church 
and charitable work. Lust night he was com- 
mitted to jailon acommitment issued by Justice 
Simmons of South River, where he had been en- 
gaged in religious work, pretending to be a 
widower.

At 1:30 o’clook this morning Health 
Otficer Jenkins reported that there had 
been thirty-two deaths from cholera on the 
steamship Scandia of the Hamburg-American 
Packet Company, which reached lower Quaran- 
tine about 8 o’clock last night. 

» The Scandia carried in all 1,086 passengers. 
Twenty-nine deaths occurred in the steerage 
two in the cabin, and one among the crew. 

Seven passengers were sick with cholera 
when the Scandia anchored, and these were to 
be taken to Swinburne Island this morning. 

The names of the Scandla’s cholera victims 
could not be obtained last night. 

There were two deaths and three new cases 
on the Guion Line steamer Wyoming, which 
arrived at the upper Quarantine station last 
Wednesday with no sickness on board and has 
since been held there. Two little children, Vic- 
toria and Elias Pierson, aged three years and 
six months, respectively. died on the Wyo- 
ming yesterday morning. They had been in 
poor health and were sick only a very short 
time. Although the symptoms of their illness 
were of @ choleraic character, they were not 
pronounced enough to make the doctors diag- 
nosticate the cases as cholera. 

A wonian whose name was not given ort, and 
her two children on the same ship, were taken 
ill with diarrhea and were put on Swinburne 
Island, after the Wyoming had been sent back 
to the lower bay. The doctors are not ready to 
say that they have cholera. 

A happy day must it have been for the passen- 
gers who have so long been isolated on the Nor- 
mannia, Rugia, and Moravia, and on Hoffman 
and Swinburne Islands. It was the fourth suc- 
cessive day on which there has been no appear- 
ance of the plague among the Moravia’s passen- 
gers. Thereis strong ground for hope that, 
when the disease has been stamped out so far 
as that ship is voncerned, and that when she is 
ordered to land her people, probably in ten days 
or two weeks if no new oase occurs aboard of 
her, all now on the vessel will go ashore. 

It was the first day the passengers of the Nor- 
mannia and the Rugia had seen pass without a 
visit of the scourge to their ships. and the ef- 
fect on them was magical in its inspiration of 
renewed hope. The cabin passengers especially, 
knowing that to-day they were going to be 
transferred from the infected ships, were ina 
much happier frame of mind last even- 
ing than they had been at any time since 
they were sent down within the lines of 
the lower Quarantine. Although they know 
there is still before them a long period of isola- 
tion, they rejoice that the disease has not en- 
tered their ranks, and believe there is no danger 


that it will when once they get away from the 
ships where it has been playing havoc in the 
steerage. 

Happler, too, were the steerage passengers on 
the Rugia and the Normannia’s immigrants on 
Hottman Island. Twenty-four hours went by 
without the melancholy word being passed 
among them that another of thelr number had 
gone. It had begun to be an old story to them, 
yet every time they heard it, it caused an unrest- 
ful fear to possess them. So, too, on Swinburne 
island the doctors and nurses worked more 
hopefully among the sick in tbe hospitals, be- 
cause of all who had been there when Thurs- 
day’s sun had set none had been taken. 

The only thing to mar the dawn of promised 
relief was the sending of the Wyoming down te 
an anchorage among the infected ships. 

The Wyoming has been anchored just off the 
upper Quarantine station. Dr. Tallmadge went 
oif to her yesterday morning to make his regu- 
lar inspection. As soon as he had boarded her 
he was told by the ship’s doctor of the death of 
the two children and that there was further 
sickness aboard. The two children who had 
died were playing about the decks only the 
night before, and had died with symptoms 
which indicated cholera. Their mother was 

rostrated, but showed no signs of cholera. 

here was another woman on board, however, 
with sher two children who were sufferin 
severely from diarrhea which had attacke 
them during the night. 

Dr. Tallmadge went ashore and got Dr. 
Jenkins to go back to the Wyoming with him. 
Soon the yellow tlag was seen to go up at the 
steamship’s stern and she started down the bay 
to anchor among the infected ships. When she 
arrived there the bodies of the two dead chil- 
dren were taken to Swinburne Isiand for 
cremation. The sick woman and her two chil- 
dren were taken there, too, and placed ina 
separate ward in the hospital to be watched. 

Those of the Wyoming's steerage passengers 
who had been in olose attendance upon the dead 
and the sick were isolated on Hoffman Island. 
The rest of the passengers will have to undergo 
the same process of cleansing and disinfection 
that the steerage passengers of the other in- 
fected os have already been put through, 
and the ship, during the long stay she will have 
to make at Quarantine, will be fumigated daily. 

An autopsy was held on the body of one of the 
dead children last evening. Dr. Jenkins de- 
clared that this autopsy had not decided wnether 
the little one died of choleraor not. The report 
was current that the children had not died of 
cholera, but of asphyxiation from the fumas of 
sulphur disinfectants used aboard the ship. 
This report Dr. Jenkins strongly denied, declar- 
ing that no sulphur fumigation had been used 
on the Wyoming, but only steam, and that had 
not been used between the time when the cbil- 
dren went to bed, apparently well, on Thurs- 
day night, and the time when they died yester- 
da ey 

‘tnat the disease which has broken.out on the 
Wyoming is not cholera there is warrant to be- 
lieve for the reason that the woman and two 
children who were taken from here to Swin- 
burne Island yesterday morning with choleraic 
symptoms were better last evening. Dr. Jenkins 
and other physicians, while not willing to say 
that the disease is not cholera, venture the 
opinion that the two children died from some 
kindred disease peculiar to children. 

The Wyoming is from Liverpool. She carries 
273 cabin passengers and 363 steerage passen- 
gers. Her steerage passengers are said to be a 
very clean lot, most of them being from the 
British Islands. There are, however, a number 
of Russians among them. 

The arrival of the Hamburg-American steam - 
ship Wieland, from Hamburg, was one of the 
sensations of the day. She arrivedin the low- 
er bay soon after 7 o’clook. A yellow flag was 
tlying over her. Dr. Jenkins received word of 
this by telegraph over the new cable line from 
Swinburne Island. He sent Dr. Walser down 
the bay on a tugboat to order the Wieland to an 
anchorage near the other infected ships. 

The report that there was cholera among the 
Wieland’s passengers created a good deal of ex- 
citement, for she was known to carry none but 
cabin passengers. When Dr. Walser returned 
he stated that the ship had taken an anchorage 
in the lower bay and he had boarded her. He 
was surprised to have the ship’s doctor report 
that all on board were well. Inspection proved 
this to be true. 

The yellow flag bad been hoisted under the 
advice of the pilot. There is a harbor law which 
requires all vessels entering the port to hoist 
the quarantine flag until the doctor boards 
them. It is alaw which has become practically 
obsolete in this port, however. The Wicland’s 
Captain observed it, under the advice of his 
pilot, and hence the scare. The steamer will 

robably be held for ten days, as she hails from

The arrival of the big White Star Line steamer 
Britannic was heralded by the good news from 
Sandy Hook that,as she had passed there at 8:30 
o’clook, she bad bo the signal, ‘‘ Report me 
all wel).” The Britannic sailed from Liverpool 
last weck Wednesday with a full complement of 
cabin passengers and about 500 immigrants.

The Britannio’s stay at the upper Quarantine 
station is not likely to be long. She was ordered 
fumigated in the usual way. 

The steamers which were off the station when 
Dr. Tallmadge began his morning tour yester- 
day were the Stubbenhuk, Spree, Wyoming, 
Corean, Diamant, Obdam, Dubbeldam, Sara- 
toga, Prince Wilhelm IL, and City of Savan- 
nan, The Corean, Colorado, Diamant, Sara- 
toga, and City of Savannah were released 
during the day and sent to their docks. All was 
wellon board the rest, with the exception of 
the Wyoming, the story of which has already 
been told. They are being held for further fu- 
migation, however, and the Stubbenhuk, Spree 
Obdam, Dubbeldam, ayd Prince Wilhelm II. will 
probably have to stay at Quarantine a day or 
two, longer. 

The other important arrivals of the day, ox- 
cept the Britannic, Scandia, and Wieland, in- 
cluded the Breidabrek,, from Norway, with 
fruit.

The Aleatia, 
from Mediterranean ports, and the Saginaw, 
from San Domingo, arrived at 11:47 o’clook. 
They will probably be released to-night. 

_ The service rendered by the regular harbor 
police in patrolling the lower Quarantine sta- 
tion is deserving of the highest commendation. 
Inquisitive tugs in the service of sensational 
newspapers are not trying now to run 
alongside the infected steamers. Mayor Grant 
yesterday sent a letter tothe Police Qommis- 
sioners complimenting the work of the patrol, 
and reciting how be had failed in an effort to 
run the blockade on Wednesday night. 

At the suggestion of the Quarantine Commis- 
sioners, the Lighthouse Board yesterday or- 
dered the placing of buoys to mark the lines of 
the lower Quarantine station. 

An interview was had with Health Officer 
Jenkins last evening when he returned from 
down the bay. 

‘*T am very well satisfied with the way things 
are going,” Dr. Jenkins said, “but vigilance 
cannot be relaxed for a moment. That there 
have been no deaths or new cases to-day, ex- 
cept those on the Wyoming, is bighly satis- 
factory, but the Scandia is just outside there, 
and more are coming.” 

“How about taking off the cabin passengers 
of the Normanunia and Rugia?”’ 

“They will be taken off to-morrow, and prob- 
ably in the morning.

No, I will not tell you the price 
he asks.” 

** Would the State purchase the island?” 

“*I received a telegram from Gov. Flower to- 
day in which he told me to rent a steamer if 
possible for the transfer of the cabin passen- 
gers now in Quarantine, and if I could not rent 
one to purchase one. That indicates a de- 
sire on the part of the State to do everything 
necessary. I have advised the securing of the 
Fire island property, and hope and believe it 
wil) be secured.”

SANDY HOOK SECURED. 


DETAINED CABIN PASSENGERS WILL BE 
PROVIDED FOR THERE, 


Becretary of the Treasury Foster yesterday 
obtained permission from the War Department 
to use a strip of the Government land at Sandy 
Hook for a camp for cabin passengers on steam- 
ships arriving with cholera on board or from in- 
fected ports. 

When the application was made to the War 
Department the day before, it was objected to 
by Gen. Flagier, Chief of Ordnance, on the 
ground that the proposed camp would be too 
near the Government proving grounds, It 
would be extremely dangerous, he said, to put 
200 persons in range of the guns. To stop the 
use of the proving grounds, he declared, would 
putanendto the ordnance work all over the 
country and would cripple that branch of the 
Government operations. 

In this dilemma a telegram was sent to Presi- 
dent Harrison, at Loon Lake. Yesterday the 
President telegraphed to the War Department 
to turn over the proving grounds for quarantine 
purposor. 

Thereupon the department informed Secre- 
tary Foster that he could have the use of as 
much of the Government reservation at Sandy 
Hook as he desired. 

The Secretary and ex-Surgeon General Ham- 
ilton were greatly elated over the news and 
went to Sandy Hook and seleoted the location 
for the camp. 

Last night Secretary Foster, Dr. Hamilton, 
E. BR. Reynolds, private secretary to Austin 
Corbin; Charles M. Jacobi, Mr. Corbin’s con- 
sulting engineer, and Messrea. Orr and Bab- 
cock of the special committee of the Chamber 
of Commerce appointed yesterday held a con- 
ference at the Secretary’s rooms at the Fifth 
Avenue Hotel, and laid out a general pian for 
the camp. 

According to Secretary Foster and Dr. Ham- 
ilton, the Sandy Hook camp ie for the exclusive 
accommodation of the cabin passengers of de- 
= steamships. No immigrants will be taken 
there. 

The location is near the Horseshoe Pier on the 
sine of the old New-Jersey Southern Railroad. 
The camp will be organized by and will be 
ander the direction of ex-Surgeon General Haw- 
ilton. It will be established and equipped 
through the generosity of Austin Corbin. ‘he 
latter will put 250 men at work to-day and it is 
expected that the camp will be made ready for 
»coupancy in three days at the outside. 

Four hundred tents were shipped yesterday 
from Washington. They will arrive at Staten 
Island to-day, and will be transferred to Sandy 
Hook by boat. The plans for the cawp have 
already been drawn by Engineer Jacobs, and 
were last night submitted to Secretary Foster 
and Dr. Hamilton. 

The present buildings on the ground, of which 
there are several, will be utilized for camp pur- 
poses. There isa warehouse at the endof the 
dock 100 feet long, which will be turned 
into a dining room. Another of the sheds 
will be converted into a kitchen, which 
will be put in charge of & New- 
York cook and a force of assistants. A liberal 
supply of food of the best quality will be ob- 
tained daily from the city, Auother of the build- 
ings now on the ground will be used for astore- 
room for baggage, ali of which will be thor- 
oughly fumigated. 

There isa telegraph office at the place, and an 
operator willgo there this morning and will 
open the wire for “business” at 10 o'clock. 
Dr. Hawilton will go there early to-day, and 
will personally superintend the organization 
and estavlishmentof thecamp. He said last 
night that it was likely he would net remain 
after the 7 fot into smooth running shape. 

The camp will be guarded by a Lieutenant of 
marines and a detachment of twenty-five men. 
Theexecutive officer of the camp will be Sur- 
geon Hutton of the Marine Hospital Service, 
now at Baltimore. The sanitary oiticer will be 
Dr. John H. Rauch, ex-Seeretary of the Illinois 
State Board of Health. He will act entirely in 
an advisory capacity. 

Besides the 400 tents, accommodations will be 
provided in a shed to be erected, 1,200 feet song 
and 18 feet wide, one storys in height. Theshe 
will be divided into cabins, or bunks, 6 feet 
square, and two persons will be assigned to 
each bunk. y= wel es thus be room for 1,200 

reons ip the aione. 

PT here will be an army Quartermaster at the 
camp, and he will have charge of the fumiga- 
tion of the baggage, and aleo of the baggace 
after its fumigation. : 

A hospital will be put up capable of accom- 
modating twenty or twenty-five persons, who 
may be stricken with non-infectious and non- 
contagious ailments. Any person suffering 
from cholera, or any infectious or contagious 
disease, will be removed from the camp imme- 
diately, and every effort will be made to keep 
the place in s healthy condition. \ 

An engine of the Central Railroad of New- 
Jersey will be run to the camp, and should the 
occasion arise it will be used to supply heat to 
the camp or the hospital, steam heat being con- 
yeyed from the engine through pipes. 

ine camp is about 1,000 acres in extent, and 
will be lighted by electricity at night, there 
being already on the place an electric lighting 
plant of sufficient capacity. 

It is not expected that the cabin passengers 
will be detained long at Saudy Hook. None will

oe. will be bought to-morrow and shipped

“Wewill ask the Sandy Hook steamers to 
stop at the camp dock with freight, but if they 
refuse we will have to get boats for that pur- 
pose somewhere elee. We have all the ground 
we need.”’ 

“Will these arrangements of the Federal 
Government conflict in any way with the pro- 
posal of the New-York State authorities to 
establish a station for detained cabin passengers 
on Fire Island?’ was asked. 

“Notatall It won’t make any difference,’’ 
replied the Secretary. ‘ There is no landing, as 
Iam informed, at Fire Island, and the passen- 
cere will have to be oarried there by train around 
by way of Long Island. I have just given to 
the agents of Mr. Austin Corbin the plans for 
the main building at Sandy Hook. 

“The steamboat Stonington will be ready to 
receive the cabin passengers of the Normannia 
at 9 o'clock to-morrow morning, and the New- 
Hampshire will be ready to receive her consign- 
mentofcabin passengers early Sunday morn- 
ing. The New-Hampshire was a hulk, but is 
being fitted throughout with cabins. We are 
preparing for any exigency that may arise.” 

Ex-Surgeon General Hamilton said emphat- 
ically that the Sandy Hook camp was intended 
exclusively for cabin passengers. 

“ The quarantine laws of New-York State,” he 
said, ‘‘make no provision for cabin pacssoner. 
in an emergency of this kind, but provide only for 
steerage passengers. We are making provision 
for cabin passengers, We don’t expect to de- 
tain the cabin passengers long at the camp.”

AN APPEAL TO THE GOVERNOR. 


SERIOUS CHARGES MADE BY THE NOR- 
MANNIA’s CABIN PASSENGERS. 


The Normannia’s cabin passengers yesterday 
sentto Goy. Flower an appeal for relief from 
their distressing and dasgerous position, in 
which, over the signatures of a committee, of 
which United States Senator J. R. McPherson of 
New-Jersey is Chairman, and a separate com- 
mittee of six well-known physicians, pas- 
sengers on board,they arraign the Health Officer 


and his staff. The appeal hus stirred up a great 
deal of public feeling and was commented upon 
very freely yesterday. It reads as follows: 


To the lion. R. P. Flower, Governor of the State of 
New-York: 

The undersigned, @ committee representing the 
first and seoond cabin passengers of the steamer 
Normennia, now iv quarantine in the Port of New- 
Yorx, respectfully show: 

That as good citizens we cheerfully eubmit to such 
detention as may be deemed necessary by sanitary 
experts for the preservation of the public health, but 
we hold that while undergoing such necessary deten- 
tion we are entitled at the hands of the authorities 
toasmuch care and protection against infection as 
any other body of healthy citizens. As persons in- 
nocent of crime, and suffering discemfort in the 
yublic interest, it is our right to have that discom- 
ort reduced to & minimum, and to this end no ex- 
pense should be sparea or reasonable precautions 
neglected, : 

But such measures have not been taken, and 500 
persons, mostly citizens of the United States, have 
been exposed to infection to their own danger and 
the danger of the public. To show this tobe true 
we aubmit the following facts: 

We have been detained since 4 o'clock Saturday 
morning by order of the Health Officer, and yet dur- 
ing that time no official inspection of the ship or 
visit to the sick has been made by that officer or any 
one representing him, No scientific, expert, or 
other aic has been furnished to superintend the dis- 
infection of the ehip, but this work has been left 
entirely to the Captain and hiscrew, Disinfectants 
asked for and promised have not been furnished, so 
thatthe work of disinfection begun by the ship's 
otticers has been stopped. 

No means have been provided for communication 
with the Health Olticer, with the result that the 
sick and the dead have been retained ou the ship an 
undue time. Fresh water has not been provided to 
replace that placed on board from the Elbe, although 
application has been made therefor, and the water 
tanks of the ship have been emptied, cleansed, and 
otherwise made ready to receive it. 

We hereby solemnly declare that at this moment 
there is no illness among the cabin passengers, nor 
has there been for eight days, nor ie there any unune 
excitement, much less panic among them. Can it 
be possible that the National Government, the 
Governor, press. and people of New-York will 
permit 500 of their fellow-citizens, all now in food 
health, to be longer penned up on this ship without 
proper or even any knowledge on the part of any 
official, Federal or State, that the ship has been 
properly disinfected ! 

‘Therefore, wo prey that your Excellency will put 
at the dispogal of the Heaith Orficer such competent 
and expert assistance, with every eppiioncs neces- 
sary toenable him to at once take charge of this 
ship and put the same in a perfect sanitary condi- 
tion, and thus relieve us from our present jeopardy. 

Now that you know the truth, we venture to hope 
that you will act prompily. Longer delay in this 
matter seems to us to approach Criminality. We 
subjoin hereto the report of the Passenger Commit- 
lee oR Sanitation. Aijlof which is respectfully sub- 
mitted. .

It seems inconceivable that 500 heretofore healthy 
people should be ———— on boar! an infected 
ship, and that it is impossible to isolate them at a 
place thus far not infected. They emphasize this 
point so much more, as from all appearances the 
measures taken to disinfect the Normannia have 
been incomplete and void of that speedy, energetic, 
and systematic mode of proceeding which is neces- 
sary to efficiently counteract the damaging in- 
tluences to which ali are exposed. In reference to 
these points they submit the following facts: 

1. At no time have there been facilities to remove 
the sick immediately after the onset of the cholera 
symptoms. Even dead ies have been kept on 
board for twenty-four hours and more. 

2. At no time an official, thorough inspection of the 
ship has been made, nor have aby measures been 
taken with regard to disinfection except such as 
were possible with the insufiicient supply of disin- 
fecting material carried on board. 

3. Disinfecting material has not been farnished 
promptly, in spite of the request of the ship’s au- 
thorities. Their demand, made op Saturday, Sept. 3, 
to place on board the ship an official expert to super. 
vise and exeoute thorough disinfection has not been 
comnplio’ with. 

4. The water supply of the ship bas not been taken 
care of in a proper way. Although by Monday morn- 
ing the tanks were clean and ready to receive fresh 
water, such 13 not On bourd at the present hour. The 
supply of fresh water yy! after the arrival 
of the ship shouid have been madeamain point of 
sanitary importance. We are on the tourth day of 
quarantine. 

If, therefore, in spite of such a condition of things, 
the passengare should be obliged to remain in quar- 
antine on rd the Normaunia, the undersigned 
deem it their duty todemand the execution of such 
sanitary measures, under the supervision of official 
experts, as are apt to remove efliclently the danger 
to which, under the given ciroumstances, the oocu- 
pants of the oti are constantly exposed.

“ Everything may not have moved as smoothly 
as it might the first day of their stay in the 
lower station, but there has been no cause for 
complaint since. We have our tugs continually 
there, and if anybody aboard one of the ships is 
taken sick aptain has instructions to boist 
bis yellow flag. Then the tue g0es at once and 
takes off the patient to Swinburne Isiand. The 
same course is followed in case of a death on 
board one of the ships.” 

Dr. Walser of New-Brighton, who was stand- 
ing by, remarked: “I have been doing duty 
down there on the Rugia for three dave, and [| 
can say that the charge that there is un warrant- 
ed delay in removing the sick and the dead from 
the ships is absolutely unjust.” 

“The charge that at no time a thorough, 
official inspection of the ship has been made 
and that no measures have been taken in regard 
to disinfection exéept such as have been possi- 
ble with the insufficient sunety of disinfecting 
materials on board,” said Dr. Jenkins, ‘is as 
upfounded as the other. Official inspection has 
been made. I have been on board myself, and 
my deputy, Dr. Sanborn, who has been for thir- 
teen years in service at this Quarantine station, 
bas been on board the Normannia every day.

“We have sent down a proper supply of dis- 
infectants, and in answer to their allegation 
that no official expert has been placed on board 
to supervise the work of disinfection, I will say 
that the ship’s doctor and Captain were thor- 
oughly instructed asto the manner in which the 
didiufectants should be used. Dr. Sanborn has 
been there to see that they have been so used,

company that it could not get the water 
boats to go down to the ships with a supply. I 
sent downa supply of 3,000 gallons from my 
own reservoir here on the Quarantine tugs. 
There may have been a scarcity of water fora 
time on that first day, but since then a proper 
daily supply has been sent to all of the ships.” 

“Can pe give any reason to account for the 
fact that what yousayso flatly contradicts all 
that is said in this appeal, which is signed by 
men of high reputation and character?” 

“Only that,being confined down the bay there, 
they naturally are ina very disgruntled frame 
of mind. Their position is, of course, a very dis- 
agreeable one, andis accompanied by an ele- 
ment of danger. Asthey say in their appeal, 
though, that through which they are passing is 
necessary to public safety and health. It hardly 
seems to me, though, that they are, as they 
state, cheerfully submitting to this necessary 
detention. We are doing all that it is in our 
power to do for them, and to-morrow they are 
going to be transferred.” 

General Passenger Agent Boas said yesterday 
that the agents here had done everything in 
their power to make the passengers of the Nor 
mannia eomfortable. 

“As to the charge that we are not Saeniening 
supplies promptly anid in sufficient quantities, 
would like to explain this,” said Mr. Boas, “A 
number of physicians among the passengers 
have formed themselves into a committee, and 
the purser has been directed to comply with 
their orders concerning the food supply. The 
kind and quantity of food supply recommended 
by the physicians has been furnished to the ves- 
sel by us. If there is any blame it cannot rest 
with us, as we have faithfully filled all requisi- 
tions and furnished everything that was asked 
ae goats have also been liberally sup- 
plie 

‘* As to the water supply, there has been some 
difficulty about that, owing to the Croton Water 
Company absolutely refusing to let its boata 
go near the infected ships. As soon as we heard 
of the action of the company, upon which we 
were depending for our water supply, we ob- 
tained the services of the Crystal Water Com- 
pany of Staten Island. The facilities of this 
company are very limited, but the need was 
urgent, and it was the best we could do in the 
emergency. 

“The company sent one water boat, and then 
the Health Officer cut off the supply from this 
source by ordering the boat to be tied up, He 
subsequently released ber, and water is now 
being supplied from the Croton water works 
and our Hoboken docks.” 

A letter from 8. Jacoby, a cabin passenger on 
the Normannia and one of the oldest members 
of the Produce Exchange, was received yester- 
day by a down-town friend. Ittells the pitiful 
or of other letters from passengers. 

* Here we are coopet,”” Mr. Jacoby wrote, 
“and 500 well and hearty passengers are wan- 
tonly exposed to the dreaded disease So far 
not a single case hus appeared among them. On 
the contrary, they are as well and hearty as 
any such set of people possibly could be, and 
are seemingly held here for the purpose of 
catching the cholera. * * * 

“Any ship commonly called by the press 
‘pest ship’ should be placed in such condition 
as to be thoroughly disinfected, and to accom- 

lish this all the passengers should, in my opin- 

on, be immediately removed. * * * ut 
what are we going to do about it? We are 
helpless and without any means of personal 
communication with anybody in the outside 
world. We will, therefore, have to await pa- 
tiently the action of the authorities in power.” 


THE REFUGE STEAMERS. 


FITTING UP THE STONINGTON AND 
NEW-HAMPSHIRE IN QUICK TIME. 


The Sound steamboat Stonington, which has 
been chartered by J. Pierpont Morgan for the 
use of the cabin passengers of the quarantined 
Hamburg-American steamship Normannia, 
reached this elty from Stonington, Conn., in 
tow of tugs yesterday forenoon. The vessel 
was taken tothe pierof the Stonington Line 
and moored alongside the company’s long 
wharf. As soon as the boat had been made fast 
the work of getting her into shape for the re- 
ception of the detained passengers commenced. 

There seems to be a want of concerted action 
on the part of the Hamburg Line and those who 
are in charge of the chartered boat. It was an- 
nounced that the Stonington wonld be immedi- 
ately turned over to the agents of the quaran- 
tined ships, but at a Jate hour yesterday 
afternoon General Passenger Agent Boas said 
the vessel had not been placed in his charge. 
Mr. Boas said he had also been informed that 
considerable repairs would have to be made on 
the steam-heating and water-pipe connections 
before the vessel would be available for the re- 
open of the Normannia’s passengers. 

yhen asked what steps the management of 
the Hamburg Line was taking to facilitate the 
work of getting the vessel ready, Mr. Boas said 
all the necessary supplies and furniture had 
been purchased and was all ready to be placed 
on board as s00n as the vessel was turned over 
tohim. When asked where the supplies were 
stored the agent said they were in .the com- 
pany’s warehouses in Hoboken, where he ex- 
pected the vessel would be taken to receive 
them. 

While the Hamburg poeple were hesitating, 
undecided what to do, Mr. Miller, President of 
the Stonington Line, took matters into his own 
hands and puta gangof men on board the ves- 
eel, He personas superintended the work of 
getting the vessel ready, and said he would 
have the vessel away from her pier before noon 
to-day. 

When J. Pierpont Morgan chartered the Sound 
steamboat Stonington for the use of the cabin 
passengers on the Normannia, it was found that 
the steamboat would have to be stocked with a 
large number of beds and with an immense 
quantity of goods for the use of several hundred 
persons. 

At4o’clock Thursday afternoon word was 
telegraphed to R. H. Macy & Co., Fourteenth 
Street and Sixth Avenue, to fill the contract for 
everything needed. The order included bed- 
ding, mattresses, sheets, quilts, pillow cases, 
crockery, chinaware, glassware, cutlery, table 
linen, lamps, towels, soap, &c. A force of em- 
ployes was at once put to work getting the 
goods out of stock and assorting them. Other 
employes went to work packing the articles, 
while still others carried the goods to the 
wagons. 

So extensive was the stock of the house and 
ao perfect and expeditious its system of deliv- 
ery that the entire order was filled at 11 o’clock 
yesterday morning. This was housefurnishing 
extraordinary, but it in no way interfered with 
the regular business of R. H. Macy & Co. 

The departure of the New-Hampshire, the other 
relief ship, from the Hoboken docks of the Ham- 
burg Line is problematical, but it is said the vea- 
sel will be ready for the Rugia’s passengers this 
afternoon. The New-Hampshire is an old United 
States sailing ship which has been loaned by 
the National Government for the use of the 
cabin passengers of the infected ships. In tow 
of two tugs she left her moorings in the Brook- 
lyn Navy Yard early yesterday morning, and 
by 9 o’clock was moored to the pier of the Ham- 
burg Line in Hoboken. A gang of laborers was 
in readiness to go on board as soon as the lines 
had been made fast. All day they were en- 
gaged in putting the vessel into condition for 
the reception of passengers. 

The work of refitting the New-Hampshire is 
being conducted by the management of the 
Hamburg Line. The agents said yesterday that 
the men would be kept at work all night if 
necessary. 


“ THREE CASES OF SMALLPOX. 


MANY ARRESTS IN BROOKLYN FOR VIO- 
LATING SANITARY REGULATIONS, 


Health Commissioner Griffin of Brooklyn 
yesterday announced that the city was free 
from contagious diseases. His announcement 
was based upon the report of the Sanitary In- 
epectors. 

The statement probably does not include 
smallpox, for three cases of it have developed 
in one house. On Sunday night ao tive months’ 
old girl died in the house, 5 Lawrence Place. 
On Wednesday night the police were notified 
that there were two mor® cases in the bouse. 
‘The ambulance from the Contagious Disease 
Hospital at ¢latbush was lled to take away 
the wife and child of John Wakeley. 

Wakeley wanted to go in the wagon with 
them, and when held back by the police, started 
off and got drunk. He wandered around the 
streets and was locked up. He was put in the 
pen in the Adams Street Court, Brooklyn, with 
a lot of other persous, but when the clerk 
learned that he came from a smallpox-infecte . 
house he was hustled out of court. 
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Now the house on Lawrenee Place ig quaran- 
tined and everybody in it has been vaccinated, 

A Brooklyn paper contained an alarming arti- 
cle in its edition of yesterday concerning the 
source of supply of the Ridgewood reservoir. 
Several chemists, who have analyzed the water 
used in Brooklyn, say that thereis really no 
cause for alarm over it, as in comparison to the 
water used in many of the large aities, it is 
good. Very few complaints are heard about the: 
water, which generally is very clear and whole- 
some. The health authorities are satisfied with 
the official test made by Chemist Kent last 
week. 

The work of cleaning the streets continues, 
though somewhat slowly. The Street-Cleaning 
Department still claims that the Police Depart- 
ment does vot give it the aid it should in all 
sections of the city. Street Inspector peen | 
says he has seen streets littered with rubbis 
soon after the men have cleaned them. The 
police, however, seem to be holding their end 
up pretty well, as they arraigned over 200 pris- 
oners in the various police courts for violations 
of city ordinances. In many cases sentence 
was suspended, butin most, heavy fines were 
imposed, The majority of the prisoners were 
Italians and Polish Jews. 

Shipping Inspector Conway reports that the 
entire water front is perfectly clear of nuisances 
that would tend to invite the cholera. 

Mayor Boody is not pleased with the state- 
ment made at the meeting of the Citizens’ Asso- 
ciation on Thursday night that the City Gov- 
ernment has failed to do what it should have 
done toward obtaining relief from the Newtown 
Creek nuisances. Ue insists that he has done 
all he could and the law must take its course. 
If he possessed the right to acquire the factories 
which cause the nuisances, he says he would 
take summary action: but the only redress lies 
in asuit, which will at once be brought by the 
Law Department. The papers have been pre- 
pared by Corporation Counsel Jenks in suits 
against all the individuals who own the 
nuisance factories along the oreek. 

The case of the Peter Cooper glue crap J ou 
Newtown Oreek, which has been pending for a 
long time in the Adams Street Court, Brooklyn, 
was yesterday sent to the Grand Jury. he 
Health Commissioner charges its proprietors 
with maintaining a nuisance and endangering 
the lives and bealth of the people of the eastern 
section of the city.

GOV. FLOWER’S ACTION. 


PEREMPTORY MESSAGES TO DR. JEN- 
KINS TO AID THE PASSENGERS. 


ALBANY, |8ept. 9.—Gov. Flower returned to the 
city this afternoon unexpectedly. His motive 
was to do what lay in his power for the impris- 
oned well people on the infected steamers in 
quarantine. 

The appeal from the cabin passengers on the 
Normannia, he said, had not reached him. Late 
this afternoon he anticipated the appeal by 


sending the following dispatch to Health Officer 
William T, Jenkins at Quarantine:

Before leaving for the West to-night Gov. 
Flower sent a second telegram to Health Officer 
Jenkins in these words: 

EXECUTIVE MANSINO, ALBANY, Sept. 9. 
To ¥ T. Jenkins, Health Officer, Quarantine, New- 
ork: 

IT seeinthe evening papers complaints from the 
passengers on shipboard that you have not caused 
lo be inspected or disinfected the ships detained in 
Quarantine. 

The protest has not reached me by mail, but spare 
no expense in securing proper as#istants to aid you 
in doing ali that can be done for their relief and 
safety. ROSWELL P. FLOWER, 

The Governor said thatthe question as to 
whether the State authorities could take 
forcible possession of Fire Island had been re- 
ferred to Attorney General Rosendale, but that 
the exigencies of the case demanded the imme- 
diate removal of the passengers on the quaran- 
tinued ships to the land, hence his two mes- 
sages to Dr. Jenkins to act immediately. 

“The State should owna pisce away from 
the port for just such quarantine purposes as 
this,” he said. “It is ashame to keop well per- 
sons penned up on a vessel with sick persons, 
but no one ts to blame. The Jand on Fire {sl- 
and will no doubt be purchased by the Btate 
and be reserved for just such emergencies, 
None of the passengers on any of the vessels 
having cholera on board can pass Quarantine 
under twenty days. Therefore something must 
be done forthem. They must be taken care of, 
cost what it may.”

TAKES WARNING. 


A CITY NUISANCE—IMMIGRANTS’ BED- 


DING—PRISON PRECAUTIONS. 


Boston, Sept. 9.—The residentaof the district 
included between East Newton and East Ded- 
ham Streets, on the easterly side of Washington 
Street, have been for some time much exercised 
over the presence in the city yards, on Albany 
Street, of a building used for the reception of 
offal collected by the city carts. The building 
used for this purpose was erected in its present 
position several years ago, and itis filled every 
day. 

A committee of citizens called the attention 


of Acting Mayor Lee and Superintendent of 
Streets Carter to the alleged nuisance, both of 
whom gave assurances that they would co- 
operate in any measure relating to the welfare 
ofthe citizens, and a petition will at once be 
ciroulated through the district for signatures 
asking the co-operation of the City Council. The 
matter will be taken in hand at once. 

“We have notified the Cunard Steamship 
Company to destroy hereafter all the bed- 
ding used by immigrants before its steamers 
arrive at Quarantipe,” said Commissioner Bab 
bitt of the Board of Health toa reporter to-day. 
“The bedding can be transferred to rafts or 
scows and burned, or it can be dumped on Gal- 
lop’s Island and we will take careofr it. They 
have been in the habit of disposing of this bed- 
ding on the duinps at East Boston, some of it 
being burned. That is the occasion for this 
order. Many complaints have been made to us 
about It. 

“We are getting ready down at Qnarantine. 
Half @ dozen voting booths have been sent 
down to Gallop’s Island, and with these and 
our other buildings we can accommodate be- 
tween 300 and 400 people. Ordinarily we could 
not take care of more than 200. That is all the 
board has done so tar.” 

The steamer Melbourne, of the Furness Line, 
arrived at Quarantine, from London, at 9 o'clock 
this morning. She will be detained one week, 
The officers of the company have nothing to say 
about the boat, not knowing anything more 
about her at present than that she is in quaran- 
tine. They also refuse to say anything to indi- 
cate their opinion in the matter of rag burning. 

The following letter has been sent to prison 
Wardens throughout the State: 

“ DEAR SIk: Owing to the police agitation upon the 
subject of the cholera and the danger of its intro- 
duction into this State, the Commissioners of 
Prisons desire to call your attention to the urgent 
necessity for using all available means to preserve 
the utmost cleanliness in every department of your 
institution. To this end the Commissioners make 
the following suggestions: 

“ girst—That the principal officer of each prison 
shall instruct his subordinate officers to make a 
thorough inspection of every part of the institution 
and toreport promptly apy uncleanly or dangerous 
condition. 

*“Second—That all drains, cesspools, and vaults be 
disinfected. The cheapest and most convenient dis- 
eomens is a 4 per cent. solution of chloride of 

me. 

“Third—That all cell buckets be thoroughly 
cleansed each day and disinfected, This is neces- 
sary at all times, and must be particularly important 


now. 

*'Fourth—That upor the admission of each prisoner 
he shall be given a hot bath and his head and beard 
thoroughly cleansed. In some cases the beard 
should be shaved off and the hair cropped close, The 
clothing of every prisoner, whether? committed on 
conviction or to await trial, should be thoroughly 
disinfected. The disinfecting of the clothing can be 
done in various ways, but an authority upon th 
subject informa us that the best method is to subject 
ittoa temperature of 230° in a steam chest. 

*“*ijth—That the floors, walls, corridors, and all 
parts of the prison be frequently cleavsed; that offal 
and garbage be burned, and that no accumulation of 
refuse matter be allowed to remain exposed to the 
air. 

“These recommendations have the indorsement of 
persons familiar with the best safeguards against 
cholera. ‘They are not submitted at the present 
time in order to excite alarm, but because it is the 
duty of everybody in the community, especially 
those in authority, to take every possible sanitary 
precaution against this disease.’

INSPECTION OF THE COAST. 


THE INTERNATIONAL COMMISSION VISITS 
PORTLAND AND 8ST. JOHN. 


PORTLAND, Me., Sept. 9.—The International 
Commission of the State Boards of Health, in 
conjunction with the Congressional Inveatigat- 
ing Board, Jeft here on the 11 P. M. train for 
Halifax, where they will inspect the quaran- 
tine. 

Their official report, which was sent to the 
State Board of Health at Augusta, sets forth 
that, while nature has supplied every facility 
for making Portland Harbor perfect from a4 
quarantine standpoint for the protection of the 
city and places in communication with it, there 
oxiste at present practically no quarantine sta- 
tion. In view of the fact that itis especially a 
Winter port for transatlantic steamships which 
make the 8t. Lawrence their Summer route, it 
is urgently demanded, in-consequence of the ex- 


isting cholera epidemic in Europe, that the port 
be at once 6 quipped for Winter service or for 
any vessels Which may now make for this port 
if excluded elsewhere. 

To this end the commission makes sugges- 
tions in detail as to the establishment and

CANADA POORLY PROTECTED. 


THE GROSSE ISLE QUARANTINE DE- 
CLARED TO BE ALMOST WORTHLESS, 


MONTREAL, Quebeo, Sept. 9.—It begins to look 
as if the Grosse Isle quarantine system was a 
farce, if not worse. Passengers who have been 
quarantined and afterward released tell strange 
stories of the way things are conducted and the 
manner in which they were treated. 

But this is not the worst. Vessels from for- 
eign ports can sail or steam past the quarantine 
or stop, as they see fit. An example of this was 
seen to-day when the bark Ernest Delcosta, from 


Barbados, with molasses, arrived here this 
afternoon, not having been stopped between 
the mouth of the Gulf aud Montreal, a dis- 
tance of over 750 miles. When the Captain was 
asked for his bill of health on arrival here, he 
was astonished to learn it was needed. The 
crew were thoroughly examined by Dr. Laberge 
of the City Board and reported all right. 

Among the arrivals here to-day and yester- 
day were the intermediate and steerage 
passengers of the Dominion Line steam- 
ship Sarnia, which ‘ arrived opposite 
Goose Isle on Monday morning last, and, 
although the recent rules promulgated by 
the board required all passengers to be detained 
twenty days, they were released in less than 
four. Most of these immigrants were from 
Great Britain, and are a a lot. 

All of them, however, are harsh in their denun- 
ciation of the system prevailing at Grosse Isle. 
Whenthe steamer arrived it was boarded by 
Dr. Montizambert, chief medical officer at the 
station, and a staifof physicians. Ali the pas- 
sengers and crew were made to pass before the 
doctors for examination. 

Then the 250 steerage passengers were or- 
dered ashore, with their baggage, being con- 
veyed in scows towed by a tug. Two hours 
after this the 54 intermediate passengers were 
This order started quite a 
row aboard the boat. They refused to leave 
unless the oabin passengers went also. ‘The 
orders were imperative, however, and the crew 

laced them on the scows. How they fared on the 
sland is best told by Mr. Allen H. Tripp, one of 
the passengers. He said: 

‘We landed at 6 P. M., with bedding, stew- 
ard, and food from the Sarnia—54 second cabin 
and about 250 steerage. We, the second-cabin 
passengers, including men, women, and chil- 
dren, married and single, were ushered all to- 
together into a kind of cattle shed, and here 
we were forced to pass the night all in one 
room. The closets are a disgrace to civilization, 
and we had no tables and no seats, and were 
treated no better than cattle. We had no 
water on our arrival, either for drinking or 
washing, aud were forced to wash ourselves in 
the sea or the rain next morning. 

“All that we had to do was to open our 
trunks and baggage in the open air. No 
chemicals of any kind were used in 

and jat 4 FP.

all had to pass before the 

doctors again, and a tug took us to Quebee the 

same evening, Where we arrived about mid- 

night, and left that place at 2 A. M. for Mon- 
treal by train, which we reached ut 12 tu-day.” 

A number of the other passengers said that, 
only for the kindness of the captain, who sent 
food and two cooks ashore to cook it, they 
would have been in a state of semi-starvation 
whilein quarantine. 

All say the apparatus for disinfecting on ‘he 
island Is of no use except to destroy clothing. 
Before leaving there a petition was prepared, 
which will be presented to the Governor Gen- 
eral, calling attention to the state of affairs. 
The steerage passengers say the same of their 
treatment, and denounce the methods prevail- 
ing on the island. 

‘HE TIMEs’s correspondent at once inter- 
viewed Dr. Lachapelle, the President of the 
Central Board of Health, recently formed by 
the Provisional Government. The interview 
was a startling one in mony respects, especial- 
ly a8 he says the cholera will be in Canada this 
week. 

‘*Doctor,” said the correspondent, “there 
seems to be some misapprehension in the pub- 
lic mind as to the scope of the proclamation re- 
cently issued. Does not this prevent vessels 
like the Wandrahm, now arriving from a Ger- 
man port, from landing her passengers or bag- 
gage here!” 

“Not at all. The proclamation only applies 
to vessels sailing from infected ports after its 
promulgation.”’ 

“How about the Wandrahm? She comes 
from an infected port, Hamburg, and is now re- 
ported in the Gulf.” 

“In her case we shall use our own discretion. 
She only carries forty-six passengers, 80 that 
itis hardly likely that any Russian or rolish 
emigrants are on board her. If there are any 
it will have developed before ahe reaches here.” 

‘Suppose she has cholera on board, will you 
detainher at Quarantine until the disease is 
thoroughly stamped out?”’ 

“Ifsucha thing should happen, she will be 
detained at Quarantine until twenty days after 
the last case on board has ended. We will take 
no riska,”” 

‘“‘Are the steamship companies co-operating 
wae zF or are they quietly going on their own 

oo ” 

“They are helping us all they can. Itis to 
their own interest to dose If cholera once gets 
into this country and spreads through Ontario 
and the Northwest it will kill the immigration 
traffic and the enormous World’s Fair business 
that we expect to do next year.” 

* Do you expect the cholera here ?” 

“Tdo. Il expect it here this week.” 

“Is not that a sturtiing statement?” 

“It may be, but it is the truth, nevertheless. 
The quarantine appliances at Grosse Isle at the 
present moment are utterly inadequate to pre- 
vent ite entrance. All the experts who have 
visited the island are unanimous on that point.” 

‘* How do our medical men regard the situa- 
tion ¢”’ 

‘As one of extreme grayity. They fully in- 
dorse all we have done.” 

**When is the next meeting of the Central 
Board!” ; 

“To-morrow, in Quebec. I am leaving for 
Quebec to-night in order to preside at it You 
can depend upon it we are omitting no precau- 
tions.” 

Ottawa, Ontario, Sept. 9.—The Cabinet was 
in session for three hours to-day, and a number 
of questions were discussed. It is understood, 
in regard to the quarantine matter, that the 
Hon. Mr. Carling will go to Quebeo to confer 
with the provincial authorities with a view to 


securing united and harmonious action. At the 
present time, when concerted effort is required 
to keep cholera out of the Dominion, the Fed- 
eral authorities are glad to have the aid of the 
Provincial Government, and therefore at pres- 
ent the cunstitutional question involved in the 
action of the Quebec Government, in proclaim- 
ing that immigrants shall not land in the 
province, will not be raised. Consequently 
there will be no conflict of authori. It is 
hoped, as aresultof Mr. Carling’s visit to Que- 
bec, that a common plan of operations will be 
agreed upon. 

Very little information as to cholera or quar- 
antine regulations could be gleaned at the De- 
Eaconené of Agriculture to-day. The Deputy 

inister said that he had no information. The 
quarantine declared against Canada at Detroit, 
he said, would only affect European immigrants 
who sought to evade the United States quaran- 
tine by coming by way of Canada If this was 
all that the Detroit authorities aimed at they 
night have refrained from any such action, as 
the Canadian authorities have instructed Dr. 
Montigambert, the Superintendent at the 
Grosse Isle station, to enforce the new quaran- 
tine against a)l such immigrants. The Depart- 
ment of Agriculture has also notified the Wash- 
ington authorities of this instruction, so that 
on the score of continental immigrants seeking 
to evade the United States quarantine, there 
can be no cause of complaint.

DISINFECTION OF BKAGGAGE—STEAMERS 
WITH NO STEERAGE PASSENGERS— 
DECISION FOR THE ALADDIN’3 CREW 
— SPAIN DECLARES QUARANTINE 
AGAINST ENGLAND, 


LONDON, Sept. 9.—Official reports show that 
the cholera has been absolutely stamped out of 
the United Kingdom. The Local Government 
Board officers, the authorities at the chief ports, 
and the greatest populous centres concur in the 
statement that no cases of real cholera, but 
only a few choleraic cases, have occurred. Ex- 
perts say that, though the disease was brought 
to England at a dozen different points, it has 
been limited to persons arriving from infected 
places. 

The medical press assumes a triumphant 
tone at the success of the sanitary arrange- 
ments. The Lancet admits, however, that the 
defensive measures are in two respects defect- 
ive. The system of keeping people arriving 
from infected places under inspection for only 
a few days does not sufficiently provide for im- 
migration, aliens not knowing where they 
would lay their heads next. The fact that 
Hamburg ships replenished their water from 
the cholera-polluted Elbe was overlovked. 
Still the results prove, the Lance! says, that 
the English system of inspection is superior to 
the ordinary quarantine regulations. Itis not 
certainly infallible. Disease may tilter through 
the meshes of sanitary administration, but, 
given general cleanliness and attention to sani- 
tation, no quarantine is necessary to repel an 
inroad of cholera. 

The tone of the Lancet accurately frepresents 
the feeling of the country. The Local Goyern- 
ment Board keeps vigilant. It has sent to the 
provinces a staff of traveling Inspectors to ar- 
range everywhere for the treatmentof patients. 
In the event of death occurring, cremation is 
officially approved as the soundest method for 
the disposal of the bodies. 

Inoculation against cholera is being practiced 
at the hospitals upon voluntary patients, Itis 
reported to be effective, involving only slight 
feverish symptoms. After undergoing the pro- 
tective process fora few days, perfect immunity 
from the disease is attained. 

Mr. John ©. New, the American Consul Gen- 
eral here, says that there is no reason to sup- 
pose that the steamship companies are trying to 
evade the regulations laid down in President 
Harrison’s circular. He has consular reports 
on each vessel sailing, and he finds the cessation 
of eteerage traffic general. Where instances oc- 
eurred like the Marathon, the steamer dis- 
patched by the Cunard Company to carry emi- 
grants, he was duly apprised, and warned the 
agents of the companies to take the necessary 
precautions against infected passengers or bag- 
gage. He knows of no instance since the cirou- 
lar came into operation where a ship carried 
both saloon passengers and emigrants. The 
saloon passengers now sail on the definite as- 
surance that the vessels do not carry emigrants. 
Referring to the question discussed in London 
that if the assurance is broken and cabin pas- 
sengers are detained in quarantine or otherwise 
sufler they have aclaim for damages against the 
steamship eompauies, Mr. New said he was de- 
cidedly of the opinion that they could so claim. 

The Cunara Line steamer Pavonia, Capt. Mce- 
Kay, from Liverpool for Boston, sailed from 
Queenstown to-day with 172 saloon and 266 
second-class passengers. Her steerage is empty. 

The steamer Marathon, which has been placed 
in the transatlantic service by the Cunard Com- 
pany for the special purpose of carrying emi- 
grants to New-York, sailed to-day from Queens- 
town also. She has only 894 emigrants on 
board, This is not her full complement, and the 
shortage is due to the fact that a large number 
of expected passengers failed to take passage 
aboard of her. The bedding and the baggage 
aboard of the Marathon were not disinfected. 

The Inman and White Star Companies pro- 
pose to disinfect the baggage of the passengers 
on the steamers Indiana and Adriatio on Sun- 
day. Neither vessel will carry avy but steer- 
age passengers. 

Public attention was to-day again drawn to 
the important case of the owners and Captain 
of the ship Aladdin against the mate and 
eighteen of the crew, who refused to go with 
the ship even as far as Cuxhaven, she being 
ready to sail from Falmouth for Hamburg. The 
Falmouth magistrate before whom the rebell- 
ious seamen were arraigned yesterday ad- 
Jjourned the case to ascertain whether Cux- 
haven was infected with cholera. To-day he 
received a telegram stating that Cuxhaven had 
not been declared an infected port, although 
cholera cases had occurred there. He there- 
upon gave decision in favor of the Aladdin’s 
crew—a decision which was loudly cheered by 


most of those present in the crowded court- 
room. The ship’s owners have declared their 
intention to uppeal. : 

A dispatch from Madrid states that, notwith- 
atanding the fact that the English authorities 
declared yesterday that there was not a single 
case of cholera in Great Britain, a decree of the 
Spanish Government was gazetted to-day, order- 
ing that all arrivals from London shall be sub- 
jected to quarantine. } 

A special dispatch io the Times from Madrid 
says that the decree establishing a quarantine 
against all persons arriving in Spain from Lon- 
don was issued in consequence of the receipt of 
telegrams from the Spanish Cousul at London 
declaring that Asiatic cholera exists in North 
Loudon, The Zimes adds that the Spanish Con- 
sul here appears not to be aware that the state- 
ment regarding the presence of Asiatic cholera 
in London has been disproved. 

HAMBURG, Sept. 9.—The official cholera figures 
continue to show a very material decrease in 


the number of cases and deaths. Yesterday, 
according to the official returns, there were 343 
new cases and 215 deaths. Compared with the 
figures issued for Wednesday, yesterday's re- 
turns show a decrease of 262 new cases and 100 
deaths. 

ROTTERDAM, Sept. 9.—Two cases of Asiatic 
cholera are reported at Kralingen, three miles 


from this city. Both of the patients were em- 
loyed in unloading ships from Hamburg and 
Russia. One of them has already died. 
St. PETERSBURG, Sept. 9.—The official cholera 
returns for Tuesday from all the infected dis- 


tricts in Russia show a gratifying decrease in 
the number of new cases and a atill more grati- 
fying decrease inthe number of deaths. The 
figures for Tuesday, compared with those of 
Monday, show a decrease of 843 new cases and 
1,109 deaths. Itis hoped that the disease is 
losing its strength. 

There was also a decrease in both new oases 
and deaths reported yesterday in St. Peters- 
burg. The new cases were 103, 16 less than 
were reported Wednesday, while the deaths 
were 31, a decrease of 8 compared with those of 
the preceding day. Of the patisnts in tiie hos- 


ed, against 4,604 new cases and 2,540 deaths 
on Monday. 

The recent visit of the Czar and Ozarina te 
the cholera hospitals of this city has evoked am 
outburst of patriotic eulogy from all ol 
The Czar not only spoke to the patients, bu 
shook hands wita many of them. The Czarina 
kissed a Sister of Charity who had been stricken 
with cholera while nursing the sick. 

BERLIN, Sept. 9.—The press of this city calls 
upon the Government to intersere in the matters 
of the illegal action of some local authorities in 
excluding ‘rom their towns, under the influence 
of the cholera panic, all travelers who arrivd 
from supposed infected districts, thus disorgan- 
izing commerce. 

The conterence of German historians whic 
was arranged tobe held at Munich Sept. 2 
has been abandoned. 

The town of Mysiowitz, in Prussian Silesia, on 
the Austro-German frontier, has veen closed 
against foot passengers. ‘the importation of 
German milk into Austria has been prohibited. 

Ata meeting of the municipal authorities to- 
day, Prot. Virchow announced that Directos 
Merke of the Moabit Hospital had constructed 
& boiling apparatus, designed to be used to de- 
stroy cholera germs in patients’ excreta, and 
that the Director hoped to free the hospital 
wards from bacilli. 

Pakis, Sept. 9.—Sixty-three new cases of 
cholera and 49 deaths were reported in this 
city yesterday. On the same day 22 new cases 
and 13 deaths were reported iu the suburbs. 

Premier Loubet having learned that fresh 
parties of Jewish emigrants trom Russia, Tur- 
key, aud Roumania are expected at Marseilles, 
has instructed the Prefect of that department 
to prohivit the lamding of emigrants from chol- 
era-infected countries. All krench Consuls in 
the Laat will be advised of this action. 

HAVRE, Sept. 9.—The cholera returns for yea- 
terday show a decrefse of 8 new oases andl 
death compared with the returns for Wedues- 
day. ‘he figures for yesterday are ll pew 
cases and 10 deaths. For Wednesday there were 
1¥ new cases and 11 deaths. 

TEHERAN, Sept. 9.—This city has been the 
scene of a serious riot, during which a mob 
fiercely attacked the locai prison. so de 
termined was thelr assault that they gained 
possession of the building. They then liberated 
the prisoners. A number of jailers were killed 
by rioters. 

The mortality from cholera here now averages 
21 daily, against 200 a week ago. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 9.—The Secretary of State 
to-day received a telegram from the United 
States Consul at Southampton saying that the 
agents of the Hamburg-American Line are nos 
forwarding steerage passengers, but are for- 
warding second-class passengers by the Co- 
lumbia and other steamers trom Southampton.

ON GUARD IN MEXICO. 


PRECAUTIONS AGAINST A SUSPECTED 
STEAMER--ACTION IN TAMPICO, 

City OF Mexico, Sept. 9.—The Government 
has telegraphically ordered port Captains of the 
Gulf coast not to permit the entry of the 
steamer recently reported to have cholera 
aboard. The steamer is unknown in Mexico, 

Dr. Liceaja, President of the National Board 
of Health, says that the steamers Ascania, from 
Hamburg, and Governor, from Liverpool, both 
with clean bills of health, had arrived at Vera 
Cruz, and that the steamer Louisiana, also from 
Liverpool, had arrived at Tampico. she also 
had a clean bill of health. 

Tampico, Mexico, Sept. 9.—The Federal Gov- 
ernment has directed the health officers at 
Tampico to quarantine all veasels from cholera- 
infected ports for fifteen days. There are five 
Vessels how in port taking on and discharging 
cargoes at the Monterey and Mexican Gulf 
wharves, the Yumuri of New-York, Ackenham 
of Antwerp, Wellhaven of Mobile, Start of 
Carditf, and Régulator of Pensacola, all of which 
will clear within forty-eight hours with clean 
bills of health. The sanitary condition of Tampi- 
co is excelient.

PROCLAMATION IN MINNESOTA~— 
WATCHFUL AT PORT HURON. 


Sr, PAUL, Minn., Sept. 9.—In view of the dan- 
ger to the State from the spread of cholera, the 
Governor yesterday issued a proclamation call- 
ing on all cities, villages, aud towns in the 
State to place their respective localities in a 
state of sanitary defense against the threatened 
invasion of cholera, 

DETROIT, Mich., Sept. 9.—The Board of Health 
yesterday purchased the steamer Hilton D, 
Ward for use as a cholera hospital. She will be 
thoroughly renovated and fitted up for service 
and anchored ata point some tive miles down 
the river. 

Por?r Huron, Mich., Sept. 9.—The State Board 
of Health visited this city yesterday and in- 
spected the work of the Government pbysiciars 
at the quarantine station. ‘lhey expressed 
themselves as satistied with what was 
being done here. ‘They think there is no dan- 
gor of cholera entering by way of this port. 

Two carloads of Swedish and German immi- 
grants arrived atthe quarantine station yester- 
day afternoon, They came through” Montreal. 
Alter being disinfected, they will be detained 
about a week. No suspicious symptoms were 
found. Sixteen cabin passengers from the 
steamers Sarnia and Circassia were also 
stopped, and after their baggage has been fum1- 
gated they will probably be allowed te proceed. 
The immigrants from the steamer Cremorne 
who have been detained here since Sumday 
were released from quarantine yesterday aad 
proceeded west last evening.

NO CASE AT HOOSICK FALLS. 

ALBANY, Sept. 9.—Dr. Baloch, Secretary of the 
State Board of Health, has received a dispatch 
from Dr. Hudson, Health Officer of Hoosick 
Falls, saying that what was supposed to be a 
case of cholera there by some people turms out 
to be cholera morbus. 


FOR THE REMOVAL 
THE PASSENGERS, 

From the Engineering Record, Sept. 10. 

It does not appear to us that passengers ap- 
parently well should be compelled to remain on 
a ship that is supposed to be infected. The pe- 
riod of incubation of cholera is from one to five 
days, but a few cases have been observed in 
which it was apparently fifteen days. If pas- 
sengera are kept on a steamship on which one 
or two deaths from cholera have occurred, it 
would be necessary, to insure their freedom 
from the disease, to detain them fifteen days 
from the date of the last death. Suppose one of 
them takes sick and dies on the tenth day of the 
detention, it will hardly be possible to say 
whether his case was due to long period of in- 
cubation or to the fact that some part of the 
ship or its furniture is infected with the specific 
bacillus, and thus the rest of the passengers 
might be required to enter upon a fresh period 
of fifteen days’ detention. 

To thoroughly and effectually cleanse an in- 
fected ship it is almost essential that she should 
be emptied; mere detention of such a ship, with 
passengers and baggage on board, tends to in- 
crease the danger. The countries that are at 
present indanger of a cholera epidemic are 
those of Southern Europe, and not the United 
States, but continued special caution on the 
part of our quarantine duthorities will be nec- 
essary for atleastthree months to come, and 
every community should look carefully after its 
water supplies while yet there is time and op- 
portunity to do so,

CROWDS CHEER HIM ON HIS WAY NORTH 
—BOXING AT BIRMINGHAM. 


MONTGOMERY, Ala., Sept. 9.—The special train con- 
veying Corbett and his friends left New-Orleans at 
4o’clock this morning for Birmingham, Ala. The 
run to Mobile wasa good one. When the city was 
reached nearly all the people on board the train were 
stillin their beds. An immense throng gathered 
around the train and shouted for Corbett until the 


now champion of the world was obliged to get ap, 
dress, and show himself at thedoor.

The train consisted of a buffet Pullman car, Cor- 
bett's training car, and Engine No. 708, which is

There is a banner 
strung along each side of the car bearing the in- 
scription in large letters, ‘‘ Champion of the World.”

CANADIAN PACIFIC WILL NOT LOWER 
RATES—THE REASON OF IT. 


E. V. Skinner, General Eastern Agent of the 
Canadian Pacific, announced yesterday that his road 
had reconsidered its decision to apply as low rates 
on domestic goods as those charged on imported 
traffic. According to the notice given by the Cana- 
dian Pacitio these rates were to go into effect to-day, 
and a general disorganization of business was ex- 


ected. The reason why the officials of the road 
1ave reconsidered their decision was stated as fol- 
lows by Mr. Skinner: 

“ Much has been said of late concerning the atti- 
tade of the Canadian Pacific Railway Company 
toward other companies interested in the transporta- 
tion of transcontinental freight by which the former 
is made to occupy an arbitrary and threatening 
position. 

“ The Canadian Pacific Company does not consides 
itself a disturber, and does not desire to be consid. 
ered such by the public, believing, as it does, that 
the a public has httle to gain froma tem- 

orary fight between the railroads, while a very 
arge proportion of the trading public of the Pacitic 
coast would suffer greatly by the depreciation or the 
market value of their stocks on hand. It seems that 
the Southern Pacifico continues to act in open vio- 
lation of the inter-State commerce law by carrying 
imported goods from New-Orleans to Pacific coast 
points at rates very far below those charged on goods 
of domestic manufacture and production. 

“This places the Canadian Pacific at a disadvan. 
age, since it must meet the competition of the 
Southern Pacific Railroad in respect to a large iraltic 
done between British ports and British Columbia 
coast points, and thereby antagonize its line with 
Canadian ou as wellas violate the inter-State 
law as regards its American tratlic, or abandon the 
field entirely. 

“The object of the Canadian Pacific none | in 
giving notice to the transcontinental lines of its in- 
tention to apply as low rates on domestic goods as 
are oharged by its rivals on them from foreign coun- 
tries was to free itself from a positien antagonistic 
to the law, and at the same time to avoid discrimi. 
nating against American and Canadian shippers. 

“It is, however, difficult to see how, if 6 Cana- 
dian line should decide to give effect to its notice, it 
could expect to make its action felt very widely, be- 
cause shippers situated at the numerous important 
shipping points in the interior would be very much 
beyond the reachof the influence of any reduced 
rates tne Canadian line might establish on tratiic 
most within its reach at places like New-York, Buf. 
falo, and Boston. 

“ This seems evident, because it is tolerably cer- 
tain that the Mexican Central and some of the West- 
ern States lines would not be in sympathy with the 
move of the Canadian Pacific, and if such lines im 
posed their local rates on traffic which shippers 
might want to send over the Canadian road, its ob- 
ject in reducing its rates would be defeated. 

‘The Canadian Pacific therefore finally decided to 
reconsider ite notice to reduce rates Sept. 10, be. 
cause it has no desire to cause unnecessary loss of 
revenue to any American line, much less those lines 
that are in no way interested in the controversy. 

“The real remedy seems to be for the authorities 
at Washington to take steps to compel the Southern 
Pacific and all other roads to cease violating the law 
and to obey the orders of the Inter-State Commerce 
Commission. If this cannot be done, it will be diffi: 
cult to understand why the law was made.”

A RATE WAR EXPECTED. 

ST. LOUIS, Mo., Sept. 9.—It is practically certain 
that a railroad rate war will soon be inaugurated ove1 
the Grand Army Encampment, which is to be held in 
Washington beginning Sept. 20. The lowest rate so 
far given is $18 for the round trip—less than one, 
haif fare. This is considered a high rate by the 
Grand Army of the Republic men, foron a former 
occasion they went to Columbus, Ohio, over half 
way. for $5a round trip,and to Boston, which is 
much further than Washington, for $20 a round trip. 

They do not understand why the railroads ask so 
much this year. and have been hoping thata lower 
Tate will be secured. There are only three roads 
running from St. Louis to Washington which could 
take the Grand Army of the Republic travelers, and 
those are the Vandalia, the Baltimore and Ohio, and 
the Chesapeake and Ohio. The Vandalia has made 
no contracts, it has not met the eighteen-dollar rate, 
and Mr. Chesborough, the Genoral Passenger Agent, 
says it will notcarrya single Grand Army of the 
Republic post to Washington. 

‘The traveling solicitors of the other roads have 
been busy for some time soliciting business, and 
have about closed with all parties who are going at 
the eighteen-dollar rate. 

Mr. Chesborough said this morning: “I am mak 
ing no charges, but the Vandalia cannot carry pas- 
sengers to andjfrom Washington at the rater the 
other roads are giving. We are not losing any sleep 
over the loss of the business as we would lose money 
by accepting the trafiic at such figures.” 

From this it is inferred that the other roads ar 
making 4 rate lesa than $18, though they do not pub. 
lish it. A Grand Army of the Republic man said 
this morning that the high rate, if maintained, 
would keep many away from the encampment who 
would otherwise go.

Health Officer JENKINS has donethat. On 
the score of vigilance, of the thoroughness 
of his safeguards, and of the success of 
his efforts thus far, he is justly de- 
serving of the praise and gratitude 
of the community. Probably because 
he is overworked, possibly because his pro- 
fessional competence outruns his executive 
ability, the Quarantine establishment has 
seemed, in the present emergency, to lack 
ahead. It appears to be the impression at 
Quarantine that Sandy Hook is to be used 
as a land station for quarantined steerage 
passengers. At Washington and among 
Federal officers here it has been under- 
stood that cabin passengers were to be 
transferred to the Sandy Hook sta- 
tion. Obviously, when the Govern- 
ment has tendered the Sandy Hook 
grounds and Mr. PizRPONT MorRGAN has 
put the Sionington at the service of the 
Health Officer somebody about his office 
ought to have good judgment and decision 
of character enough to say what use 
was to be made of the facilities offered. 
While slow minds dawdle or contradict- 
ory opinions clash, the passengers of 
the Normannia and the Rugia continue to 
suffer physical and mental tortures and 
continue to be in great peril.

The use of Sandy Hook as a quarantine 
station, whether for cabin or for steerage 
passengers, involves special dangers to 
which, we must assume, the health authori- 
ties are fully alive. These dangers are by no 
means such as to forbid the landing of pas- 
sengers at the Hook; they are of a nature, 
however, that can be avoided only by in- 
telligent precautions. A military cordon 
sufficiently complete to prevent the escape 
of any passengers or the access to them 
of persons outside the _Dale is the 





first requisite. The separation 
population of the camp into groups 
is an equally obvious precaution. As one 
epidemic at a time is enough to satisfy the 
professional zeal of the most enthusiastic 
physician, it will be necessary to ward oft 
typhoid fever by abstaining from the 
use of any water drawn from the 
sandy soil, no matter at what 
depth. It will be no difficult matter 
to supply the station with pure water, 
Furthermore, for the peace of mind as well 
as for the bodily health of the passengers 
at the station, an adequate corps of physi- 
cians constantly in attendance ought to 
be provided.

In a letter to an inquiring friend Senator 
SHERMAN says: “I have believed that as 
to certain items in different tariffs we have 
gone beyond the line of protection which is 
necessary to foster American industries. 
A few rates have been adopted that I think 
will exclude competition between foreign 
and American productions and secure 
a monopoly to the American manufact- 
This I do not believe to be a wise 
policy.” But when such tariff rates as 
these come before the Senate for the 
action of that body, Senator SHERMAN 
always votes for them, and before he votes 
he attacks sharply those who urge that 
they are tvo high, We have in mind a 
debate in the Senate concerning a para- 
graph of the-McKinley bill which imposed 
a high rate clearly for the benefit of a do- 
mestic monopoly or combination. In this 
debate the Senator, who was the author 
of the Anti-Trust act, opposed any re- 
duction of tho rate for the declared 
reason that protection tas for ‘‘ specu- 
lators” (meaning the combination) as well 
as for other persons engaged in an indus- 
try.

A few days before the Vermont election 
the Republican newspaper organs were 
confident and very enthusiastic about the 
result.

THE PROBLEM IN THE BAY. 

Save only for the new cases brought by 
the Scandia, the reports from the lower bay 
published this morning are very encourag- 
ing. There were no deaths and no new cases 
of the dreaded disease yesterday among 
those immigrants who entered the harbor 
on board those infected ships to which pub- 
lic attention has been especially directed. 
Two deaths, about the cause of which there 
is no definite information, took place on the 
Wyoming, aud on the same ship there were 
found three persons suffering from illness 
which is not clearly proved to be cholera. 
To-day the detained first-cabin passengers 
of the Normannia will be transferred to the 
Stonington, and the second-cabin passengers 
of the same vessel, together with those in 
the first cabin of the Rugia, will be placed 
on board the New- Hampshire, 

The detention of the occupants of in- 
fected ships for a quarantine period, either 
on the ships or at isolated quarantine sta- 
tions, serves to prevent the germs of the 
disease from being carried to the mainland 
so long as the guard is carefully main- 
tained. But this is only part of what should 
be accomplished by the enforcement of 
quarantine. While those who come into 
the harbor on board of infected ships are 
prevented from landing, it is the duty of 
the sanitary authorities to suppress com- 
pletely the disease and exterminate the 
germs of it. This can be accom- 
plished during a quarantine period 
by careful observation, proper sanitary 
precautions and medical treatment, and 
the isolation of exposed persons under 
favorable conditions. The germs which 
exist in connection with cases of illness 
can be destroyed or made harmless in 
ways with which all intelligent per- 
sons ate familiar. Those which lie

concealed in baggage, clothing, or other 
portable effects can also be destroyed, 
if not by thorongh fumigation, then surely 
by the destruction of the baggage and 
clothing by fire. There remain the infect- 
ed ships. If these can be made harmless in 
no other way, the danger can be removed 
by burning them. Heroic treatment, to be 
sure, but the cost of half a dozen ocean 
steamers would be asmall price to pay for 
the preservation of possibly fifty thousand 
lives. 

It is clear, however, that these infected 
vessels can be made harmless without sub- 
jecting them to complete destruction. Thor- 
ough fumigation and disinfection by other 
methods willdo the work, but this work 
cannot be done in a trustworthy way 
while a considerable number of passengers 
or other persons remain on board, All oc- 
cupants of infected ships should be re- 
moved to isolated and properly-equipped 
stations of observation, not only for the 
preservation of their health under such 
more favorable conditions, but alsoin or- 
der that the ships may be made clean and 
wholesome. 

The passengers detained inthe lower bay 
should be taken from the infected vessels, 
then, for two reasons—in order that they 
may be freed from the danger of infection 
and be placed where the conditions will be 
more favorable for observation and 
proper sanitary and medical treatment, 
and in order that the ships may 
be made harmless. The cabin passengers 
have fortunately escaped infection thus 
far, but the experience of the crew of the 
Normannia indicates that they are in 
danger so long as they remain on board. 
They are persons of intelligence who can 
easily be induced, at an isolated station or 
on a clean ship, to take for themselves all 
those sanitary precautions which are re- 
quired to be taken for their safety. 

There should have been at the outset 
ample provision for the support of all oc- 
cupants of infected ships either on island 
stations or on clean ships. At this late day 
it will be disgraceful for an endangered 
nation of 65,000,000 people to with- 
hold from quarantine authorities pro- 
vision for the treatment of this har- 
bor epidemic in the manner ap- 
proved by modern. sanitary science. 
The Health Officer, whose fidelity and 1n- 
dustry we do not question, knows what is 
needed, and he may be sure that if he asks 
the people of this city and of the United 
States for the assistance which the condi- 
tions demand, it will be given to him. This 
is a phase of the subject thatin the pressure 
of his arduous labors has not engaged his 
mind. Let him appeal to the public for 
the aid and the material that any Health 
Officer in such a situation ought to have. 
The response will be satisfactory. 

It is possible to stamp out of existence 
the cholera and the-:germs of cholera in this 
liarbor. The record of the New-York Quar- 
autine station affords proof of this, if such 
proof were needed. But it will bea long 
and difficult task if hundreds of passengers

But all 
should have the treatment which theircon- 
dition, the interests of a threatened Nation, 
and the clearly established laws of modern 
sanitationdemand. The people of this city 
and of the Nation will gladly provide for 
such treatment if those in authority clearly 
show them.the need of it and ask for the 
help which they cannot obtain under laws 
which were not enacted for such emergen- 
cies. 








THE OPERA HOUSE. 

The meeting of the stockholders of the 
Metropolitan Opera House yesterday took 
no decisive action, but there is noreason to 
doubt that they will take decisive action, 
nor what that action will be, They have all 
found that they have assumed public re- 
sponsibilities by the mere fact of taking 
stock inan opera house. Theownersbhip of an 
opera box isan object of social ambition, 
since it implies both solvency and culture, 
and it has doubtless been pursued by per- 
sons who have no particular interest in the 
art of music. Those who have attained 
it find that their fellow-citizens who have 
failed in it, or who have not pursued it, 
hold them to a responsibility from which, 
to do them justice, they have not shrunk. 
It is of course not to be supposed 
that a single one of them is weak enough 
to regard his investments as commercial, 
that is to say, as a use of money which will 
return some tangible profits, and which, 
after paying interest, can be transferred at 
an advance, A man who is capable of mak- 
ing this calculation is quite incapable of 
acquiring for himself the fortune which the 
ownership of an opera box implies, or even 
of keeping that fortune if it has come to 
him by inheritance. 

The action of the stockholders will with- 
out doubt be in accordance with the rec- 
ommendation of the Directors. Mean- 
while one of the stockholders has made a 
somewhat startling proposition. He pro- 
poses to convert the building from a metro- 
politan to a national institution, and to 
solicit subscriptions from all over the coun- 
try. ‘I'he scheme is very interesting, but it 
does not seem to be very practicable. 
Doubtless millionaires from other patts of 
the country, who desire to spend part 
of the year in New-York, would will- 
ingly pay very large prices for 
boxes in which they may have the 
privilege of putting themselves on view 
when they are in the city. The millionaires 
of Chicago must be excepted, who have 
assumed for themselves a burden of their 
own that is quite as heavy as they care to 
carry, but from other varts of the West 
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and from the Pacific slope the possession 
of an opera box in New-York would at- 
tract the excessively rich. The first 
trouble is that no opera house can hold all 
the American millionaires who would like 
to resort toit. That is, it would not con- 
tain them in its boxes unless it were. all 
boxes, and then there would be no place 
for the public. The Metropolitan held as 
many boxes as any other opera house, giv- 
ing over to them nearly three tiers, and yet 
there were not enough boxes to hold the 
New-Yorkers who desired to be boxholders. 
These New-Yorkers were compelled to 
“double up” and make other arrange- 
ments inconsistent with social swelldom, 
if not with personal dignity. The case 
would be very much worse if the competi- 
tion were opened to the Nation, and all the 
persons included in the Tribune's * Fat- 
Fryers’ Guide” were invited to enter it. 
An opera house twice as big would not hold 
them, and the Metropolitan approached 
very nearly the limit of size for an operatic 
auditorium in which everybody should 
have a chance, and as nearly as may be an 
equal chance to hear and see. Even though 
the dress circle and the balcony, and the 
very family circle itself, were made box 
tiers, the American millionaire could not 
be accommodated, and many basketfuls 
might be taken up at the box office of the 
fragments that remained of him. 

There is a more serious consideration 
which works against the proposition of 
the ingenious stockholder. In order to 
make the institution national it should 
be directly an educational institution, a 
national ‘‘ Academy of Music.” This was 
the aim of the ill-fated American Opera 
Company, and it is an aim which the Direct- 
ors of the Metropolitan Opera House have 
never held in view. If there were at- 
tached to the Opera House a truly national 
including schools of vocal 
and instrumental which the 
instruction should be that 
for which American students have here-

CLEARING THE CHEROKEE OUTLET. 

The troops who have been jutrusted with 
the duty of driving the cattle from the 
Chervkee Strip have performed that task 
thoroughly and promptly. It is announced 
that about 50,000 cattle have been sent 
out, and that already the whole tract is 
clear. The right of the Government to in- 
terfere in this way at one time excited pro- 
tests both from the cattlemen and the In- 
dians, but it seems to rest on the basis of 
law. The question was raised in 1885, 
when more than 100,000 cattle were re- 
another part of the In- 
The statutes expressly 
authorize and direct the Commis- 
sioner of Indian Afiairs to remove 
from Indian reservations all persons 
who are there without lawful authority, 
and all whose presence is adjudged by him 
to be “detrimental to the peace and wel- 
fare of the Indians.” The statutes also au- 
thorize the President ‘‘ to direct the mili- 
tary force to be employedin such removal.” 
The removal of herdsmen implies the right 
and duty to remove their herds. 

But, while the case is very clear in respect 
to ordinary reservations, the Cherokees 
have all along held that the tract contain- 
ing 6,024,239 acres called the Outlet is 
theirs absolutely, under a legal title em- 
powering them to say who shall and who

though the statutes expressly declare that 
no lease of Jands by any nation or tribe of 
Indians shall be valid unless made in ac- 
cordance with some treaty or agreement 
entered into with them by the Government, 
the Cherokees have insisted that their 
treaties and agreements entitle them -to 
make lawful leases to cattlemen. It must 
be admitted that on Dec. 31, 1838, the 
President of the United States issued to 
the Cherokees a patent which declared 
that the United States thereby gave and 
granted certain tracts of land, “ containing 
in the whole 14,374,135 acres, to have and 
to hold the same, together with the rights, 
privileges, and appurtenances thereto be- 
longing, to the said Cherokee Nation for- 
ever.” The Outlet was one of the tracts 
named in this patent, and the language 
employed is such as would be used in con- 
veying land in full ownership. The treaty 
of 1835 had agreed that a patent ‘in fee 
simple” should be issued, and such a pat- 
ent was issued. Hence the Cherokees have 
always held that they could lawfully lease 
any of their lands for cattle grazing. 

But the patent in question was ‘‘ subject 
to all rights reserved to the United States” ; 
and the Government’s position is that these 
reserved rights included that of regulating 
trade with the Indians. In fact as long 
ago as 1785 the Cherokées made a treaty 
giving to Congress “ the sole and exclusive 
right of regulating the trade with the In- 
dians and managing all their affairs.” 
Then, as to the Outlet, about a year ago 
Judge GREEN of the United States court, 
at Guthrie, in Oklahoma, in an ejectment 
suit, decided that the lands in the Cherokee 
Strip were not given to the Indians for 
residence oreven for cultivation, but strict- 
ly and exclusively as an “ outlet” for them- 
selves, and that the title might even lapse 
if not so used. Under that decision the

lands could not very well be leased as graz- 
ing ground for the cattle of white men. 
Probably this decision had some influence 
in bringing about the agreement effected 
by Commissioners with the Cherokees last 
Winter for the sale of the Outlet to the 
Government. But long before that time 
leases to cattlemen had been pronounced 
unauthorized. Under President CLEVE- 
LAND’s Administration Secretary VILAS 
had notified Chief Mayes that any lease 
he might give would be ‘subject to can- 
céellation whenever such action should be 
regarded as proper by the President.” On 
the 17th of February, 1890, Mr. HARRISON 
issued a proclamation requiring owners to 
remove their cattle by Oct. 1 of that year. 
This was certainly a sufficient notice, and 
during the year 1890 the Cherokee Strip 
was cleared. Any cattle that have since 
been put there, either with or without the 
sanction of the Indians, have been pastured 
in violation of the law and have risked be- 
ing turned out without further notice. The 
clearance just completed will probably be 
the last required, as it seems likely that by 
next Spring the Cherokee Strip will be 
opened to settlement. 








THE PARLOR CAT. 

Sir EDWIN ARNOLD, passing through 
New-York on his journey from the an- 
tipodes to London, whither he hastens in 
order that the influence of his presence 
may help to check the evil eftects of the 
new ascendency of GLADSTONE, has paused 
long enough to relieve the monotony of 
early Autumn life in this metropolis by im- 
parting to the newspapers some of the 
*‘views ” of a British cosmopolitan whose 
philosophy, like his poetry, has a sort of 
Oriental warmth and color. 

Sir EDWIN is not personally hostile to 
Mr. GLADSTONE. Indeed, we are led to be- 
lieve that he entertains for that misguided 
statesman much the same friendly feeling 
that professional atheists always say they 
have for the Founder of Christianity. He, 
in short, likes him as a man, though he de- 
tests him as a statesman. ‘The world, out- 
side of Great Britain, has had.an inkling of 
this before, but Sir EDWIN is a personage 
so complex that the common mind inevita- 
bly confuses his various vocations of poet, 
platform 


journalist, Orientalist, reader, 


playwright, and politician. It is well, 
therefore, that we have this timely remind- 
er that he goes in for Tory politics with all 
the zest that he bestows upon his revela- 
tions of the ‘‘fidelity, submission, silence, 
and self-abnegation” of Japanese women. 

Sir EpWIN’s admiration for the ladies of 
Japan is always warmly expressed, and 
strikes strangers as the strongest note in 
his character, although it is probably no 
stronger than his picturesque Toryism. He 
mingles this subject in his interesting con- 
versations with newspaper reporters with 
others that are seasonable, and often re- 
turns to it, sometimes quite abruptly, with 
glowing eloquence. He ‘acts as chaperon 
for beautiful Japanese ladies, accompanied 
by maids, all the way around the world, 
and points to them, with the pride of a dis- 
coverer, as shining examples of all that is 
desirable in womanhood. This, of course, 
illustrates alike his benevolence and his 
susceptibility. -The only danger is that it 
may reach the ears of his Queen, who often 
objects to the manifestation of gallantry 
on the part of her subjects, and thus de- 
prive him, if he outlives TENNYSON, of an 
ornamental office which is his by right as 
the legitimate successor of WHITEHEAD 
and CIBBER, two ornaments and: repre- 
sentatives of British literature whose ex- 
ample has suffered unmerited neglect for 
years by mere force of circumstances, 

But Sir Epwin’s political opposition to 
Mr. GLADSTONE and his admiration for the 
ladies of Japan, happily described either 
by him or by some other distinguished 
Orientalist as ‘‘almofid-eyed,” give us 
only a mild tremor of excitement, When 
he talks in his genial way about cholera, 
and declares that as a pestilence it is not 
as dangerous as teething or the mumps, we 
are inclined to wish he would hold his 
tongue. The cholera is regarded rather 
seriously in New-York just now, and that 
isasitshould be. Sir EDWIN is welcome 
to treat it lightly, and to take no precau- 
tion against it except a few drops of some- 
thingin his tea, a habit he may have ac- 
quired in Japan, but one that nevertheless 
is distinctively British. His famous coun- 
trywomen, Mrs. Sarah Gamp and Mrs, 
Elizabeth Prig, used to insist thatjust a 
few drops of something taken in tea formed 
a surespecific against every known malady. 

Sir EpWIN’s bad opinion of our quaran- 
tine, however, is not to be taken seriously. 
We are all doing the best we can to avoid 
a great calamity, and the danger is not 
that the quarantine regulations will be too 
rigidly enforced, but that the present vigi- 
lance may be too quickly relaxed. The 
amiable and talkative London journalist 
hus been treated here with so much re- 
spect by the public press, and is conse- 
quently thought so well of by the people, 
that his opinions may seem to have rather 
more than their real value. 

Describing the social treatment he re- 
ceived in Japan, he very happily said: 
“They were as gentle with me as one is 
with the parlor cat.” This happy bit of 
simile does great credit to Sir EDWIN’s 
poetic faculty. It suggests much. The 
parlor cat is an envied creature, soft of 
coat, rotund, well-fed, and contented; but 
it is, after all, a mere cat, of the same sort 
of lineage as the back-fence cat, the alley 
eat, and the forlorn churchyard cat, 
scrawny, ill-fed, mocked by men, and pur- 
sued by boys. Ithas the same blood, the 
same failings, and, while circumstances 
give to it a pleasing if fictitious importance 
among cats,it is liable to have its fur 
stroked the wrong way when it forgets its 
proper place in the household.

ARRANGEMENTS MAKING FOR A BIG 
TIME IN WASHINGTON. 


WASHINGTON, Bept. 9.—One of the novel and 
attractive features of the approaching Grand 
Army encampment upon which little stress has 
beeu laid will be the exercises on Monday, the 
19th inst., in connection with the dedication of 
the vast ellipse known as the White Lot to the 
use of the Grand Army Corps. 

Already, under the able direction of Col. Me- 
Elroy, Chairman of the Committee on Reunions, 
this beautiful lawn just south of the Executive 
Mansion Is being rapidly transformed into a 
shelter of stupendous size in the aggregate, 
made up of temporary barracks and tents, and 
spaces are being prepared for the erection of 
four great canvas amphitheatres, in which will 
be held the reunions of the various army corps 
during encampment weekt. 

Many busy hands are now fashioning on the 
plain the counterpart presentment of the old 


frigate Kearsarge, which destroyed the famous 
croiser Alabama, and already the graceful masts 
and spars are being rigged by experienced blue- 
jackets, and sails are being bent in place. 

The President, members of the Vabinet and 
Supreme Court, and committees representing 
the Senate and House of Kepresentatives, the 
General of the Army.and the Admiral of the Navy 
are expected to participate in the ceremony of 
dedicating the reunion grounds to the use, 
probably for the last time, of the veterans who 
preserved the capital. The dedication will be 
preceded by an imposing parade, made up of 
the regular army forces in Washington and the 
vicinity, the District of Columbia National 
Guard, the Department of the Potomac, Grand 
Army of the Republic, and the Sons of Veterans 
from all parts of the United States. 

The last-named organization is expected to be 
very numerous, and to form one of the most at- 
tractive displays attending the encampment, 
inasmuch as it will afford opportunity for the 
Sons of Veterans to marchin company with the 
trained forces of the regular army and of the 
large body of veterans composing the Depart- 
ment of the Potomac. 

When the procession reaches the reunion 
grounds, the dedication will be made by the 
President, Commander in Chief Palmer of the 
Grand Army of the Republic, and the Chaplain 
in Chief of the organization, and the services 
are expected to be of great solemnity and his- 
torical interest. 

One of the many receptions to be given dur 
ing Grand Army week is thatto the Women’s 
Relief Corps of the Grand Army. It is to be 
held on Friday, the 23d inst., at the Congrega- 
tional Church. Many distinguished men and 
women have been invited to be present. Presi- 
dent Harrison has telezgrapbed to Mrs. John A. 
Logan, Chairman of the Ladies’ Citizens’ Recep- 
tion Committee, his acceptance of the invitation 
to attend the reception. 





ART NOTES. 

—Our new Minister to France has sent as a 
giftto the Museum of Fine Arts in Boston a re- 
cent painting by Lhermitte, showing Christ in 
the cottage of a peasant. The Boston Herald 
considers it more in the line of the ol masters 
of Italy than modern after the fashion of sensa- 
tionalists like Béraud. Christ is represented in 
the traditional way both in face and dress. ‘“* He 
has an exalted, a glorified expression, as of one 
who carries his mission into all walks of life, 
and in a way that brings that mission plainly to 
the comprehension of all. Before him, at 
the other end of the table, are seated 
two peasants, a bearded old man and 
a younger man. The old man is _ also 
of a Scriptural type and his costume is not con- 
spicuous, butin the young man the modern as- 
a is concentrated; he is amechanic of to-day: 
ie hus a mustache and wears the contemporary 
workingmen’s garb. Behind stands a peasant 
woman placing a dish upon the table, and a boy 
is bringing on a joint of roast meat. The 
Saviour has just broken a loaf of bread in two, 
aud seems to be speaking in parables._ His 
hearers are struck by something in His 
words and bearing that shows he is no ordinary 
man, and they apparently recognize His di- 
vinity.” 

—Capt. 8. Pascal Oliver writes to the A/he- 
neum suggesting that Stonehenge in England is 
the remains of a great building from which all 
the stones smallenough to be removed with 
ease have been abstracted, leaving the huge 
upright monoliths and transverse stone beams 
denuded; that is to say, Stonehenge, as found a 
few centuries ago, was werely the tramework 
ofagreat fortress of the Neolithic age. He 
has come to this conclusion after study of the 
Fda Baalbec and Carnac, but the chief

THE REPUBLICANS GET A BAD 
BLACK EYE. 


AN AVERAGE LOSS OF TWENTY PER 
CENT. THROUGHOUT THE STATE— 
FEEBLE EXPLANATIONS OFFERED— 
HARRISON MEN ARE GREATLY DIS- 
COURAGED. 


BRATTLEBORO, Vt., Sept. 9.—The Democrats 
in Vermont are jubilant over the results of the 
State election, while the Republicans are try- 
ing hard to break the forve of the blow they 
have received by persistentlying. They started 
Wednesday with a claim of 23,000 majority, 
hut the figures have kept falling until now they 
admit that it is not over 19,000. 

The honest truth is that it is little if any over 
17,000, oa loss of 9,500 from four years ago. 

The loss is not due to local causes, but is gen- 


eral throughout the State. Itis 20 percent. in 
Addison County, 38 per cent. in Caledonia, 41 
in Chittenden, 45 in Essex, 48 in Franklin, 23 
in Grand Isle, 25 in Lamoille, 30 in Orange, 44 
in Windham, and so on through every county in 
the State. 

The Kepublicans say their loss is due to the 
personal weakness of Fuller, the Republican 
candidate, but in the county where there was 
the bitterest opposition to him he was 221 
ahead of his ticket. The heaviest loss and the 
= uniform is in the farming towns, where 

he effects of the tariff are beginning to be felt. 

The Republicans also attribute their loss to 
the Australian ballot, but the Democratic vote 
keeps up under the new system, within a frao- 
tion of 1 percent., while the Republican fall- 
ing off all over the State averages 20 per cent. 

The Republicans made one of the best cam- 
paignos in their history, having every local 
speaker in the State on the stump, with dozens 
from abroad, not less than fifty plowing round 
in 249 towns. They had plenty of money, or- 
ganized scores of league clubs, and a few weeks 
ago were boasting that they would get 30,000 
majority. Such a result after ali their efforts 
has had a discouraging effect upon the Repub- 
licans, for they feel that if the tide 1s already 
running so strongly against the party there is 
no hope of Hurrison’s success in November. 

Two hundred and forty of the 248 town have 
been heard from, and give Fuller, the Repub- 
lican candidate, 37,759; Smaliey, the Demo- 
cratic candidate, 18,517, and Allen, the Pro- 
hivition, and scattering, 1,444. Fuller’s 
majority, therefore, is 17,798. Two of the 
towns yet to report are Democratic strongholds, 
but they are small tawns, and the foregoing 
figures will not be materially changed. Bur- 
lington, the home of Col. Smalley, gave a Demo- 
cratic gain of 456. Brattleborough, Col. Ful- 
ler’s home, shows a Republican loss of 91.

VICTOR VAN WILDER. 

Jér6me Albert Victor Van Wilder, musical 
critic of Le Gaulois and oneor the chief con- 
tributors to Le Ménestrel, whose death was an- 
nounced in these columns yesterday, was born 
at Welteren, between Alost and Ghent, Aug. 21, 
1835. He studied fora doctor’s degree in law 
and philosophy at the University of Ghent, fre- 
quented the Conservatoire, acquired a thorough 
knowledge of harmony, wrote for a time in the 
Journal de Gand, and decided to remove to 
Paris, when his talent as a writer on musio had 
been recognized in Belgium. 

He began his brilliant career in Paris by 
translating songs and ended it by extraordinary 
application in adapting to the French stage 
the works of Wagner. He published ‘40 
Mélodies,” by Abt; Schumann’s “ Myrthen” 
and an ‘‘ Album,” “Echos @’Allemagne,” Ru- 
binstein’s “‘Mélodies Persanes” and duets, 
Mendelssohn's “ Lieder” and duets, Chopin’s 
songs, Weber’s songs, “Les Gloires d’Italie,” 
French versions of Handel’s ** Messiah,” “ Judas 
Maccabeus,” and “ Alexander’s Feast’; 
Schumann’s “Paradise and the Peri,” 
“Manfred,” “ Mignon,’ ‘“ Pilgrimage of the 


Rose,” “Siingers Fluch,” and “ Adventlied”; 
Rubinstein’s “Tower of Babel,” and A. 
Goldschmidt’s * Seven Deadly Sins.” He adapt- 
ed for the French stage Abert’s “ Astorgu,” 
Mozart's * Oca di Cairo,’’ Schubert’s ** Hiusliche 
Kriez,” Paisiello’s ‘‘Barbiere di Siviglia,” F. 
Ricci’s ‘‘ Une Folie a Rome,” L. Ricci’s * Festa di 
Piedigrotta,” Weber’s * Sylvana,”’ Strauss’s ** La 
Reine Indigo” and ‘Tsigane,” Suppé’s * Fati- 
nitza,’’ and Wagner's *‘ Meistersinger,”’ ‘“‘ Tristan 
und Isolde,” and ** Walkiire.’’ 

His critiques and essays in various journals 
were authoritative, and are to be collected for 
publication in book form. He published in1880 
a book on “ Mozart: ?/Homme et ]’Artiste” ; in 
1883 a book on “ Beethoven: sa Vie et son 
CEuvre’’ and Mozart’s ballet ‘‘Les Petits Riens,” 
which had been produced in Paris June 1i, 
1778, with indifferent success according to an 
epigram of the time, and great success accord- 
ing to Mozart himself ina letter to his father, 
dated July 9, 1778.

Tammany nailed its battle flag to the mast 
last night, threw its opening broadside square 
into the Republican camp, and sent out @ mes- 
sage to the Democratic hosts in every State that 
its fighting campaign was open and that it 
would be found in the thick of battle until the 
standard of Cleveland and Stevenson floated in 
triumph on election night. 

It Was at a meeting of the general committee 
of the organization heldin in the big Wigwam 
on Fourteenth Street. The general commit- 
tee is a giant affair. 
than 2,500 men. They are the workera of 
the great local machine, the men who do 
the speaking und the vote getting. They knew 
when last night’s meeting was over that their 
organization proposed to make a fight that 
would gain it a big reputation among the Dem- 
ocrats of other States and that extraordinary ef- 
fiorts were expected of them this year. 

The tone and the temper of the meeting were 
straightforward and hearty. It was the first 
time since the reapportionment—the first time 
since the National Democratic Convention— 
that the General Committee had met. If there 
was any disappointment among the Tammany 
men over the result in Chicago, it must have 
been left in Llinois, for there were no sigus of 
it last night. 

Congressman W. Bourke Cookran and Con- 
gressman John R. Fellows made the two most 
important speeches for Senator Hill in Chicago, 
Last night both these gentlemen stood upon the 
platform of Tammany Halland gave cordial and 
earnest approval of the ticket made up of 
Cleveland and Stevenson. They did it in 
manner to arquse enthusiasm, to invoke special 
effort for success on the part of their hearers, to 
Jeave no doubt in the minds of those who heard 
them, that what Bourke Cockran said away 
back in January—that whoever was nominated 
in Chicago would find the Democracy of Tam- 
many Hail solidly behind them when the po- 
litical bullets were flying the thickest and the 
fighting was at its filercest—was true.

Richard Croker, quiet as usual, was in a 
seat in the front row, and near him sat Bourke 
Cockran, Col. Fellows, Thomas F. Giliaoy, Cor- 
poration Counsel Clark, and others prominent 
in the organization. All the district leaders 


were in their places with their district commit- 
teemen. 

Chairman Nelson Smith rapped for order soon 
after 8 o’clock. He welcomed tle comruitteo- 
men back to work and to the active duties of 
the campaign. 

“In a limited sense,’’ said he, “ the campaign 
has been in operation since the Chicago con- 
vention, but we begin the real work, the active 
campaign, this night.” 

That was the keynote of the evening. 

To work! to work! was the implied injunc- 
tion in every speech, as well as the direct com- 
mand. 

The feeling of the giant committee was early 
tested. Toward the conclusion of his apeeoh 
Chairman Nelson Smith said: ** Our standard is 
borne by the most popular man of the United 
States to-day—Grover Cleveland.” 

Mr. Smith had to stop bere. There came a 
thundering indorsement of his statement from 
the big audience. The applause was not the 
ordinary complimentary sort. It was quick, 
vigorous, earnest. it meant business. 

Proceeding, Mr. Smith said: “He was nom- 
inated by the popular voice, and every member 
ofthe National Democratic Convention, pow- 
erless to resist, yielded to the force of public 
opinion, as good Democrats alwaysdo. In this 
fight against the injustice of Republican pro- 
tection, the nomination of Mr. Cleveland is as 
natural and as logical as it was for our fore- 
fathers to ask Washington to be the tirst Presi- 
dent of the United States. 

* The selection of Gen. Stevenson for second 
place on the ticket was the result of the united 
wisdom of the convention, and is the strongest 
that could be made.” 

Bourke Cockran’s appearance to declare the 
battle open and to move the adoption of the 
resolutions aroused significant enthusiasm. 
When he mentioned Mr. Cleveland at the 
outset the committee responded as they 
had done before, only the applause 
Was more prolonged, more deafening. 
when he said that all Democrats had dropped 
apprehension and fear, and were all working in 
harmony and with full confidence in the success 
of the ticket and the triumphs of Demoeracy, 
it had a marked effect on the committee.

Mr. Cockran leaned on the post of the railing 
during the first portion of his speech, and he 
emphasized the points he was making with his 
vigorous right arm. He impressed it upon bis 
audience that now all was harmony in the 
Democratic ranks, that the battle was open, the 
fight on, and the victory certain. He paid his 
respects to Mr. Blaine, be talked at length on 
the tariff, and then he took the Force bill issue 
up, and punctured the Republican scheme that 
is behind it. 

When in the course of his speech he took occa- 
to explain that the proposition to admit the In- 
man Liners to American register was first pro- 
posed in Congress by himself, the Joint 
Committee rattled outa roar of applause that 
was a big tribute to Cockran’s —-., with 
his fellows in Tammany. Mr. Cookran’s speech 
was as follows: 

“Mr. Chairman and gentlemen of the General 
Committee of Tammany Hall: I was very forci- 
bly impressed by the opening address of the 
Chairman this evening. e told us that the 
great mission of the Democratic Party was to 
educate the people. I am not quite sure that I 
agree with him. I think the great mission be- 
fore the American Electorate to-day is for the 
people to educate the politicians and teach 
those of the Kepublican stripe that when the 
Government is committed to the care of a 
party it must regard the fundamental princi- 
ples on which the Government was founded. 

“We have already received gratifying news 
in the past few days that indicates an awaken- 
ing to the merits of the two — The news 
from Vermont constitutes a glorious sign in the 
political horizon which indicates that before 
the sun goes down on the battle now begun the 
heathen will be dispersed and routed. 

‘«In this presence and before this assemblage, 
as we are around our own political fireside, I 
may speak to you with frankness about certain 
subjects which, perhaps, at oue time filled our 
minds with apprehension. I speak more freely 
because this is the time of dispelled doubts and 
faith in Democratic victory. I confess at the 
beginning of this battle I was fearful there 
might be some lack of Democratic fervor. But 
ail my apprehensions kave been removed. 
They have been ——- by the letters of 
Grover Cleveland. (Cheers.] 

“Now, I have heard these letters criticised by 
our political opponents. I bave heard men say 
they came too frequently; that they embraced 
too many subjects; that Mr. Cleveland wielded 
too facile a pen. But I believe I speak the truth 
when I say that his letters, penned in a Presiden- 
tial canvass, bring out most clearly this: That 
Grover Cleveland stands as the exponent of a 
Democratic Party, as a Democratic candidate 
representing Democratio principles. In every 
letter he has written you will search in vain for 
any word that seeks support on any personal 
grounds. Heappeals for the success of the 
Democratic ghe> ¢ 

‘It is then with abiding faite that at the very 
outset of this campaign I am brought to say 
that Lrecognize inthe banner outfuried before 
us the banner of Jefferson. I recognize the gos- 
pel that was preached when the Government 
was founded. 

“With a harmonious Democracy, therefore, 
marshaled for the fray, it is with confidence 
that we turn to the issue before the American 
people. It seems we have two sources to which 
we must look for the sources of Republican 
faith. One is the successful candidate, whose 
message fell flat; the other the rejected candi- 
date, whose letter has been so differently 
received. Mr. Blaine advises that the fight 
should be confined to three issues. We decline 
to follow his suggestions, but on the three ques- 
tions he has submitted no Democrat need fear 
to meet him. When we have disposed of those 
issues then there lies behind them the black 
record of the administration of his party while 
in power. All these questions, we promise Mr. 
Blaine, will be discussed. 

“Let us consider for a moment the questions 
he has og og for discussion. He professes 
great fear lest we may return toa * wildcat’ 
currency. Some of you may have forgotten 
that at one time there was no national bank 
note in circulation. The banks issued theirown 
currency. Mr. Blaine claims that the repeal of 
the 10 per cent. tax would revive this wildcat 
system of banking. This 10 per cent. tax was 
a war meusure. It never was intended to se- 
cure any stable currency. The war having 
passed away, the Democratic Party is willing to 
recognize that the laws growing out of it ought 
to be wiped from the statute books. 

**A wildcat currency ! bey / gentlemen, we 
have gotit. And we have gotitas a result of 
Republican legislation. We have got it in the 
Sherman silver law. The repeal of the 10 per 
cent, tax does not mean any revival of the 
State banking currency atali, It simply means 
the abolition of war taxes. 

“As toreciprocity. Perhaps some of .you do 
not understand what is involvedinthis. Mr. 
Blaine himself has explained it. His explana- 
tion is the best possible refutation of his argu- 
ment. You remember for some years hides 
have been on the free list. They were put there 
to revive the languishing industries of Massa- 
chusetts. Prosperity followed. The direct 
cause of it was the piacing of hides on the free 
list. Now Mr. Bisine tells us that it was 
decided to place hides and sugar on the 
free list, but it occurred to him to ask 
what would be given for the privilege of this 
free admission. I cannot understand what he 
means by that. If he was about to admit them 
free it was because that admission would be for 
the advantage of this country. But then he 
turned and asked the exporters what they would 
give for the privilege of being allowed to do this 
which we were compelled to ask to have done. 

“But there is a larger question involved. 
Perhaps you do not know that the President to- 
day can by his own sweet will place a tax on 
every hide that comes into the United States 
for the protection of the leather trade; that he 
oan do the same as to sugar. I say this is un- 
constitutional according to the traditions of 
every constitutional Government. This privi- 
lege has been recently practiced, or, rather, the 
remission of taxes has been ordered. It was in 
the woide: ‘I, Benjamin Harrison, do suspend 
the operation of this law.’ We to-day in the 
United States see the dispensing power exer- 
cised by Benjamin Harrison. The march of 
progress has been put back for 200 years. 

“Now, lam in favor of reciprocity. But it 
must be tixed by the/fpeople, and over it no 
executive ollicer can exercise control, the kind 
of reciprocity the Democratic Senators oifered 
as #& substitute to the scheme of the Repub- 
licans. 

“Tam told that when Mr. Blaine first sub- 
mitted his reciprocity scheme to the Republican 
Committee of Ways and Means it wae received 
with contempt, and thatin a fit of indignation 
he jumped on hie hat. Well, if he jumped on his 
hat then, he talked through his hat when he 
last wrote of reciprocity. 

‘*But Mr. Blaine’s great point is the alleged 
free-trade plank of the Democratic platform. 
Now, gentlemen, [have often wondered whether 
repeated experiences wouldn’t convince the Re- 
publican Party that the people of the United 
States are @ very intelligent electorate. I have 
often wondered that a person could persuade 
bimeelf that a campaign could be gained on the 
assumption that the people of the United 
States were largely idiots) How oan tnere 
pe tree trade when both parties have declared 
that the expenses of the Government must be 
met by taxes on importe? But the difference 
is this: The Democrats say the taxes should be 
limited to the needs of the Government. The 
Republicans do not care for that. The Demo- 
orate say protection is a fraud. 

“I believe that the people of the United 
States understand these questions quite as 
well as the Republican leaders do. They under- 
stand the Jiffereuce between a moderate tariff 
and a profligate tariff intended to build up 
SS nenuies at the expense of the consumers of 
this broad land. 

“Tam willing to admit that there is a strong 
argument in favor of protection to infant in- 
dustries, but there isa wide difference of opin- 
ion as to whether it stimulates a yee | 
growth. The old protectionists who were suc 
in the hope that they could finally foster a 
trade which could defy the whole world be- 
lieved that the conditions in this country were 
better than in any other country; that the de- 
mand for labor would be greater than in any 
other country. They believed that the only 
way in which this advantage could be 
secured to the country was by preventing these 
advantages from becoming the property of the 
whole world. The needs of the Governmen 
demand the imposition of taxes more than am- 
ple to give the protection demanded by Garfield 
and others twenty years ago. Any person who 
claims that the Democratic Party ie committed 
to free trade states that which is nottrue. If 
be has any intelligence, he knows it is not true. 

**But let me cali your attention toa question 
which outshines all the questions raised by Mr. 
Blaine. 1 refer to the attempt of the Republican 
Party to gain control of the elections in several 
States. r. Harrison now says heisready to 
accept a non-partisan board of control While 
Mr. Harrison might be satistied with a 
non-partisan board of control, we have 
no such faith in Reed, Hoar, and 
Lodge. It wouldn’t matter who got 
the votes. The Federal mi fee would desig- 
nate the person who should be sworn in as Rep- 
resentative. If itshould be adopted it is need- 
less to say that the Republican Party would 
have a permanent lease of the House of Repre- 
sentatives. It might be said that the Repub- 
Means may be honest in the use of this power. 

Well, I do not believe that the power to oppress 
citizens has ever been given when it has not 
been exercised. There is nothing to show that 
the pepenenn | Part, would exercise that power 

or in moderation.’

TAMMANY’S LOYAL WORK. 


MR. PURROY TELLS OF ITS INDUSTRY 


AND EFFICIENCY. 


It is a long time since Henry D. Purroy, Presi- 
dent of the Fire Department, has been heard in 
® speech from the platform of Tammany, and 
he got a big enough welcome when he succeeded 
Mr. Cockran on the stage to encourage him to 
future oratorical efforts. His allusions to the 
happenings at the Chicago Convention, to 
which, by the way. he was a Hill delegate, were 
listened to with great interest. Mr. Purroy said 
in part: 

“This is the first meeting of the Genora] Com- 


mittee since last June. We to-night practically 
inaugurate the campaign of hari and unceasing 
work which from this night out must be per- 
formed in every election district in this great 
city. This is also the first meeting of the new 
General Committee as organized under the re- 
apportionment law, and we should exercise our 
claim that this is the only committee in the 
thirty new districts prepared to join issue in the 
battle as to who shall govern these United 
States for the next four yeara. 

“Tomy mind there is no more conclusive 
roof of the able management and uuparal- 
eled discipline of this organization than is pre- 

sented in the fact thatin the space of one short 
month the Democratic General Committee has 
been formally and efficiently reconstituted, 
while our opponents and wouldbe rivals have 
been unsuccessfully attempting to imitate our 
movements, 

“A little more than two months since the 
representatives of Tammany Hall went to the 
Democratic National Convention to name the 
man who bad stood at the head of affairs in this 
State for seven years, who had been three times 
victorious before the people, and who had been 
commissioned to the Senate of the United 
States. I see before me now the faces of many 
of those who in the sultry days of last June en- 

ares the hospitality of the Windy City of the 
est. 

‘It would be a waste of time to tell you how 
loyal were the delegates of Tammany Hall to 
their instructions. Slowly but surely the con- 
viction was forced upon them that their course 
was hopeless. But they never wavered. Like 
the Old Guard at Waterloo, they fought on and 
fearlessly did their duty. But organized forces, 
however well disciplined and kept in hand, 
could not withstand the irresistible on- 
set of popular fervor, and on the 21st 
of June, on the first ballot, Grover Cleveland 
{tremendous applause and cheering, lasting for 
several minutes) was fairly nominated. And 
to-night it would be hard to find a politician 
who would deny that his nomination was made 
in compliance with the unanimous demand of 
the rank and file of the Democratic Party. 

“Men admire strong and rugged natures. 
They were attracted by Grover Cleveland's 
honesty, and by his display of personal and 
moral courage in pushing on the great princl- 
ples which he sincerely believed to be for the 
interest and welfare of the American people. 
The people made it plain at Chicago that Cleve- 
land was not to be set aside for any other citi- 
zen, however distinguished. For my part, 
speaking from knowledge and information, | 
don’t see how it could have been any other man, 

“The Tammany delegates, when they found 
that the inevitable was sure to happen, con- 
formed themselves to the counsels of that brill- 
jiant son of New-York, William C. Whitney, ac- 
knowledging that he had fairly won the fight. 
Having done their whole duty, they were the 
first to indorse the ticket, pledging themselves 
that this City and County of New-York should 
roll up for Cleveland and Stevenson a majority 
unprecedented. 

“Hardly had the cheers which greeted the 
nominations ceased to re-echo through the hall 
in which the National Convention was held 
when, in obedience to telegraphic orders from 
the heads of Tammany, the names of the Demo- 
cratic candidates were emblazoned on the front 
ofthe hallof this society. Through the heats 
of Summer, and while others were idling at 
watering places, the members of Tammany 
Hail have been active. They have kept the 
machinery oiled, and everything is so thorough- 
ly prepared that we would be ready to hold the 
election to-morrow. 

“I see it is asserted in the opposition papers 
that there is disaffection in the Democratic 
rauks, and that the man who made proverbial 
the phrase,‘I am a Democrat,’ has forgotten 
the tirst doctrines of his party and is sulking in 
histent. To this I reply, with all the force of 
knowledge and authority, that there is no truth 
in the assertion. 

“Then the Republicans have sought to 
frighten us. Platt, with his great record of de- 
feat, they tell us, has been ‘placated’ by the 
President. If this is good news to the Repub- 
licans, it certainly ought not to make us afraid. 
Platt bas become a political necessity to the 
Democratic Party in this State. 

“But while Tammany Hall holds the princi- 
ples and supportof the National ticket para- 
mount, We are also interested in local and 
municipal affairs in our city and our homes. 
The question is, has the Democratic Party per- 
formed its duty to the city, and are the people 
prepared to give it their confidence again?” 

Improved administration of every department 
of the City Government, better paved and 
cleaner streets were enumerated by Mr. Purroy 
as obligations under which the people of the 
city rested to Tammany Hall. 

**But, more than all,” he continued, “with 
the cholera, that curse of God, knocking at our 
gates, we find the health authorities calm, pre- 
pared, and confident in their ability to crush it 
out. In view of what has been done, and the 
improvements which have been made, can we 
not ask the people for a vote of renewal of con- 
tidence? I honestly believe that we can.” 


COL. FELLOWS’S SPEECH. 


HE PREDICTS A GRAND VICTORY FOR 
THE DEMOCRATIC TICKET. 


After Mr. Purroy’s speech there were loud 
calls for Col. John R. Fellows. The ex-District 
Attorney was seated in the front of the 
hall by the side of Bourke Cookran. 
Col. Fellows left his seat and ascended the 
platform, where he was enthusiastically 
received. Mr. Fellows made a lengthy speech, 


in which he discussed the tariff and the Force 
bill as the two leading issues of the campaign. 

As to Tammany’s attitude toward the Demo- 
cratic ticket, Mr. Fellows pledged that if suc- 
cess depended upon that organization the bat- 
tle wus already won. Said Col. Fellows: 

“This gathering to-night 18 a aplendid refuta- 
tion of the calumny and misrepresentation to 
which this organization has been subjected in the 
past two months.

He got up for a7 o'clock 
breakfast, and started a few minutes after 8 
o’clook with W. H. Phillips for a drive to Sar- 
anac, Which was reached by 11 o’olock after a 
most delightful drive in the bracing air of a 
beautiful morning. 

The President was driven to the Ampersand 
Hotel, where he was met by a committee of the 


Villagers of Saranac, and inthe brake of F. L. 
Fisher was driven about the environsof the 
town until 12 o’clook, when the people assem- 
bled in the village square. 

The President was introduced by Dr. Trudeau, 
the President of the village, and made the fol- 
lowing brief address: 


My FELLOW CITIZENS: I like to think that we have 
herein America everything thatany other couutry 
in the world haa, and some things in excess. Where 
in other lands shall be found a healthier, and where 
shall be found a baimier air than here in the Adiron- 
dacks; where skies and scenery more calculated to 
lift the drooping spirits of the invalid, to make one’s 
a tingle with health, aud to lift one’s heart to 
G 


“I thank you most sincerely for this friendly 
demonstration. I will not attempt to discuss public 
questions or to say more than that we cannot escape 
responsibility as American citizens, and it is well 
worth the while of each of us to think what contribu- 
tion we can make to the peace and happiness of our 
neighborhood and to the glory of the great Nation of 
which We are citizens. (Applause. } 

“ itis not possibie for all of us to make a sacrifice 
that shall be conspicuous—to play some great part 
upon some great stage, while the rest of men look 
on—but it is possible for everyone to make a sub- 
stantial contribution to the happiness, the peace, 
and the orderliness of the community in which he 
lives, (applause,) and out of this contribution, out 
of these neighborly neighborhoods our Nation is 
made.

At the conclusion of his remarks the President 
shook hands with all the citizens and then 
drove back to the Ampersand for dinner, whicn 
was served to the party in a private dining 
room. The start back was made atafew min- 
utes before 4 o'clock, Loon Lake being reached 
at 6:30, the President himself driving the four- 
in-hand the latter half of the trip. 

The people of Saranac did all honor to the 
President, the village being handsomely deco- 
rated, and every inhabitant that could uniting 
in the demonstration in the square, Ali along 
the route the farmhouses were trimmed with 
flags, and at the little village of Bloomingdale, 
where horses were changed, a band welcomed 
the President, who descended from the brake 
and shook hands with the people.

MR. CRAIG’S INSPECTION OF THE SMITH 
INFIRMARY ON STATEN ISLAND. 


Oscar Craig, President of the State Board of 
Charities, who Was appointed by Justice Cullen 
to make an investigation of the affairs of the 8. 
R. Smith Infirmary at New-Brighton, 8. L, began 
his work yesterday. 

Mr. Craig was appointed upon the petition of 
Dr. J. J. Van Rensselaer, representing the phy- 
sicians who resigned from the medical staff of 
the intirmary on May 11 last. It is charged in 
the petition that its buildings are ina bad san- 


itary condition; that its affaira are not properly 
managed by the Superintendent, Miss k. H. 
Lampe, and that there are some discrepancies 
in its accounts. 

Commissioner Craig, with his stenographer, 
and accompanied by Counselor Short, for the 

vetitioner; Trustee Stafford, counsel for the 
Frantecs: Sanitary Engineer C. T. Barrett, the 
Superintendent, Miss Lampe, and a number of 
physicians, Trustees, and lady managers first 
made a thorough inspection of the structure and 
its surgical appliances. 

The plumbing was nearly all pronounced bad 
by the Sanitary Engineer; the ventilation was 
worse; dust and cobwebs were found in one of 
the operating rooms, and foreign matter was 
found upontwelve of the surgical instruments. 

In one of the female wards the convalescents 
were found eating dinner at a table with pa- 
tients in bed beside them. 

When the Commissioner announced that he 
was prepared to take testimony, counsel for the 
Trustees objected to that proceeding, holding 
that he had not that authority. 

Mr. Craig overruled the objection and said 
that he had found a bad state of affairsexisting, 
and thatit was hisright and duty to proceed 
with the investigation to fix the responsibility 
for the condition found. 

The Superintendent was examined at great 
length and rehearsed the story of the troubles 
at the institution which has already been told 
in THE Times, The hearing will be continued 
Sept. 22.

Capt. Soydragee of the Dutch steamship Prins 
Willem L,which arrived yesterday from South- 
ern ports, said that he was prevented from call- 
ing at Puerto Cabello by 4 report that the town 
was in possession of the Venezuelan insurgents. 
Curacao was crowded with fugitives from 
Venezuela, many of whom arrived during the

The crew of the boat which came out to warn 
the steamship from entering begged for food 
and medicine, saying that there was a scarcity 
of bothin the town and that a number of the 
inhabitants were sick. 


Killed Herself with Poison, 

Mrs. Catherine Hummel, forty-eight years old, 
residing at 236 De Bevoise Avenue, Long Island 
City, committed suicide yesterday by taking a 
dose of carbolic acid. She had been laboring 
under the delusion that she was afflicted with 
an incurable disease for some time, and made

CHIEF POINTS IN THE BUILDINGS. 


The Summer vacation of the public school 
pupils ends to-day, and on Monday the children, 
big and little, will go back to their studies for 
another year. The ragamuflins in the tenement- 
house districts and the nice little ohilaren in 
the swell brownstone neighborhoods areequally 
sorry, no doubt, that the dog days are gone, 
and would like to keep on fishing and playing 
marbles until Christmas, but the solemn galaxy 
of wise men in the tumble-down structure in 
Grand Street go on the old-fashioned principle 
that all play and no study makes Jack a poor 
tick. 

When the New-York public schools closed, 
@arly in the Summer, there were about 270,000 
pupils in attendance. They were not all in 
active attendance, but there were that many 
boys and girls who were registered on the 
teachers’ roll books. On Monday there will be 
not less than 275,000 pupils applying for in- 
struction in the various grades. For several 
years past the public school children have been 
increasing at the rate of about 5,000 between 
the beginming and the end of vacation. A 
g00d many of the pupils stop their attend- 
@noce altogether after the first few weeks, or go 
only at random, and the average attendance is 
usually only alittle more than one-half of the 
whole number of registered pupils. Thus, for 
instance, in 1891, the whole number of pupils 


in attendance was 266,335, while the average 
attendance was only 140,539. 

The vacation season is one of idleness for the 
children, but for the Board of Education it is a 
period of high-pressure activity. Not only must 
new schools be planned and built to ascommodate 
therapidly increasing army of knowledge gather- 
ers, but all the old schools must be gone over 
and put in as nearly apple-pie shape as possible. 
The yards are to be cleaned, the school build- 
ings cleaned, whitewashed, painted, renovated, 
and scrubbed; the plumbing and ventilation 
looked after, the furniture toned up, the win- 
dows and doors and floors fixed, the coal bins 
filled, and the svenues of escape In case of fire 
examined and made fire-proof, if such was not 
already their condition. 

Three large public schools have been com- 
pleted during the Summer, and are now ready 
for occupancy. A fourth school, which will be 
known as new Primary School No. 35, will be 
ready by the ist of November. The new schools 
and their locations and accommodations are as 
follows: 

Thirteenth Ward.—Grammar School No. 92, 
Broome and Ridge Streets. Accommodations in the 
gTammar department, 672; in the primary depart- 
ment, 672; total accommodations, 1,354. Cost of 
building, furniture, and heating, $160,621; cost of 
building alone, $137,500.

In addition, there are wings and additions 
eompieted, or nearly completed, to Grammar 
School No. 75, in the Tenth Ward, in Norfolk 
Street, and to Grammar School No. 158, in the 
Nineteenth Ward, at Lexington Avenue and 
Fifty-tirst Street. The grammar department of 
No. 75 will have extra accommodations for 112 
pupils each in the grammar and primary de- 
partments. The new quarters are now ready 
for occupancy. The additions to No.18 will 
provide for 224 more pupils in the grammar 
department and for 168 more pupils in the 
primary department. The additions will be 
ready for occupancy about the lst of November. 

Over 7,000 pupiis can be accommodated in 
the now schools and in the additions to existing 
schools now ready or nearly ready. 

Four other large public schools are now in 
course of erection. Two of them will be com- 
pieted before the close of the present year, and 
the other two will be ready in the first half of 
next year. 

The two which will be ready this year are:

The air in the attics 
is heated artificially, and inits escape through 
the roof sucks up the foul air from the schoo)- 
rooms. Warm air is supplied to the schoo)- 
rooms through indirect flues from the cellar. 
While not fire-proof structures, all the stairways 
are of iron, with bluestone steps, and the stair- 
ways are inclosed in brick walls. School No. 
62 has a gymnasium in a separate building, and 
@ cemented playground 7,000 square feet in 
area. Schools Nos. 94,92, and 35 have each 
pemented playgrounds 1,800 square feet in 


area. 

The fournew schools which are yet uncom- 
pleted, but will be tinished this year and next, 
ure likewise not fire-proof structures, but have 
all their stairways of stone and iron. They will 
be heated and ventilated on the vacuum system. 

A)) the other new public schools mentioned 
above, in the list beginning with the Grammar 
School at Washington, Albany, and Carlisle 
Streets, will have an absolutely fire-proof first 
stery, umder the provisions of the Fire-proof 
act, passed April 20 this year, and the rest of 
the structures will be practically fire-proof, the 
_ stairways being of iron and stone and the floors 
and ceilings of ironand cement. These schools 
will each have a gymnasium on the upper floor, 
and here the children can exercise ut recess 
tima Heat will be supplied by indirect radia- 
tion, with a steam chamber in the cellar and an 
exhaust in the attic. The light shafte will be 
utilized for cold air ebafts for the ventilating 
and heating system, and the windows in the 
shafts will be fixed. ‘ 

Of the four schools now ready, Nos. 35 and 
92are of Columbus pressed brick and sand- 
stone, No. 62 is of red sandetone and red brick, 
and Ne. 94is of Columbus brick and Irish lime- 
stone. 

Nearly every school in the city has been 
touched up in one way or another, andover 300 
contracts :or repairs ef one kind or another 
have been carried out The cost of these re- 
pairs is ever $200,000.

“The condition of the New-York public schools 
is now good,” said Building Superintendent 
Snyder yesterday. ‘We have done all the 
work possible in the fifty-six working days at 
our disposal, and all the schools have been 
cleaned and putin good shape.” 





RETALIATION AND ANNEXATION.

WHAT PETER MITCHELL OF CANADA 
SAYS ON THE SI'BJECTS. 


Boston, Sept. 9.—Peter Mitchell, ex-Minister 
of Fisheries of the Dominion of Canada, is n 
Boston on a brief visit. In conversation Mr. 
Mitchell expressed himself forcibly on thejcanal 
tolle question, and maintained that the breach 
of contract rather lay with the United States 
Government than with that of the Dominion, 
as he claimed that the Canadian canais had ever 
remained free to the United States, while that 
Government had demanded that lumber, &c., 
be transferred at St. Albans, Buffalo, and other 
points to American bottoms. Mr. Mitchell said: 

“As to President MHarrison’s retaliation, 
which has been moderate, it has practically af- 
fected the trade of Montreal very little, and the 
transportation men chiefly affected by it sup- 
ported the Canadian Government in the policy 
pursued. The disposition of the people of Cana- 
da is to have the utmost freedom of trade with 
the United States and the utmost freedom from 
any restriction, either by tariffs or on her pub- 
lic works. We realize the greatness of this 
American country, with her immense trade 
markete within herself. But we, notwithstand- 
ing this, believe that while the McKinley bill 
fences round that market for the farmers and 
manufacturers of the United States, it does it at 
the risk of the future. And while we in Canada 
may be made for a time to feel the effects of it, 
it may possibly react by making us more de- 
pendent upon our own resources and creating 
within eur own country those very manufact- 
ures which would otherwise be supplied from 
the United States. : 

“In a word, the policy of Canada, whether of 
one party or another, is for the greatest amount 
of reciprocal trade relations with the United 
States, and I may here say that nothing but the 
most friendly disposition exists throughout our 
country toward our great neighbor.” 

In answer to a question reearding the feeling 
in Canada toward annexation, Mr. Mitchell said: 
*“T may state that no man of public note from 
one end of Canada to another, unless he ex- 
pected political extinction, dare get on a public 
platform and advooate annexation. That there 
ie an occasional feeling of dissatisfaction in 
Canada from a depression of trade and from 
the temporary effect of the MoKinley bill is 

uite true, but there never was a movement in 

anada which would warrant the belief that 
there was a desire on the part of tne people of 
Canada that they wanted annexation, and I do 
not believe thatitis the desire of any English 
statesman to-day that Canada should cease to 
be a part of the empire.” 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 9.—Acting Secretary 
Spaulding has informed the War Department 
that the action of Col. O. M. Poe, engineer of- 
ficer at Detroit, in requiring certificates trom 
the custome officers showing compliance with 
the regulations relative to the tolls on vessels 
passing through St. Mary’s Falls Canal, meets 
with the full approval of the Treasury Depart- 
ment. He has accordingly instructed the Col- 
leotor of Customs at Marquette, Mich., to direct 
his officers to grant certificates to masters of 
vessels passing through the canal mentioned, 
showing that they have complied with the ex- 
isting regulations relating to tolls under the 
President's proclamation of Aug. 18, 1892. 
These certificates are to be presented by the 
masters to the United States engineer officer in 
oharge of the canal before the “ locking” of the 
vessels through it. 


FOR THE CONGRESS OF WOMEN.

SOME WORK THAT MRS. SEWALL HAS 
BEEN DOING ACROSS THE OCEAN. 


PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 9.—Mrs. May Wright 
Sewall of Indianapolis, President of the Nation- 
al Council of Women of the United States, ar- 
rived in this city to-day. Mrs. Sewall has been 
spending the Summer working in Germany, 
France, and Belgium to arouse interest among 
women in the Congress of Women to be held 
next May in Chicago under the management of 
the National Council of Women and the Wo- 
man’s Branch of the World's Congress auxillary 
of the Columbian Exposition. 

At the request of a number of leading German 
women, Mrs. Sewall asked for an audience with 
the Empress Frederiok, to whom she presented 


personally the importance of an adequate rep- 
resentation in this congress of the work which 
women are doing throughout the German Em- 
pire. The Empress expressed her cordial ap- 
proval of the plan and promised her co-opera- 
tion. 

To-day Susan B. Anthony, President of the 
National American Woman Suffrage Associa- 
tion, and Mra. Rachel Foster Avery of Phila- 
delphia, Corresponding Secretary of the Nation- 
al Council of Women, held a conference with 
Mrs. Sewallin regard to the best methods of 
work in preparing for the meeting of the 
World’s Congress of Women. 








Law and Constitution in Conflict, 

DANVILLE, Ind., Sept. 9.—Judge Hadley has 
decided that the registration features of the 
election law are unconstitutional. His decision 
is that the registration clause is clase legisla- 
tion imposing a burden upon one class of citi- 
zens. The law isin conflict with the Constitu- 
tion in that it does not allow a voter to change 
bis residence within fifty-nine days, while the 
Constitution allows him to move from precinct 
to precinct in the city liraits. 

An appeal will be taken to the Supreme Court 
by the defendants. The suit was brought 
against the County Auditor and the Journal 
Job Printing Company toenjoin the Auditor 
from issuing an order to py for stationery 
needed by the clerk tocomply with the regis- 
tration law.

OYAL VISITORS IN GENOA 


KING HUMBERT AND HIS QUEEN 
AT THE EXHIBITION. 


THEIR INTEREST IN THE AMERICAN SEC- 
TION—WORK OF THE CATHOLIC MIS- 
SIONARIES—T?RESENTATION OF PRES- 
IDENT CARNOT’S REPRESENTATIVE— 
WELCOME TO ADMIRAL RIEUNIER,. 


GENOA, Sept. 9.—King Humbert and Queen 
Margherita, accompanied by the royal party 
that came with them to this city, among whom 
are the Ministers of State, visited the Columbus 
Exhibition to-day. A large crowd was present 
in and about the exhibition building, and the 
King and Queen received anu ovation. 

Their Majesties inspected the American sec- 
tion of the exhibition, and afterward visited 
the sections ocoupied by speoilal workmen, who 
were plying their various trades. Subsequently 
they visited the section occupied by Catholic 
missionaries, where they and their party were 
cordially received by the Archbishop of Reggio 
di Calabria. 

The event of the day was the formal reception 
of the French Admiral Rieunier, who brought a 
letter from President Carnot. Admiral Rieu- 
nioer, his chief of staf and the commanders of 
the French war ships were conveyed in Court 
carriages to the palace, where they were re- 
ceived with full military honors. 

King Humbert, with the Prince of Naples, the 
Duke of Genoa, the Count of Turin, and the 
Ministry, received Admi‘al Rieunier standing 
and shook hands with him. 

Admiral Rieunier said: *‘‘ President Carnot 
has honored me by appointing me to pay re- 
spects in his name to your Majesty and to con- 
vey his wishes for your Majesty's well-being.” 

The.Admiral then handed to the King Presi- 
dent Carnot’s letter, which expressed the Presi- 
dent’s wishes for the happiness of the Italian 
royal family and the prosperity of Italy. 

King Humbert replied: ‘‘The greetings and 
good wishes which President Carnot charged 
you to convey to me are highly appreciated by 


meand my people. The action of your Goy- 
ernment in intrusting you with this mission 
upon so solemn an occasion affords us testi- 
mony of a friendship which is dear to us and 
which corresponds with our sentiments uf deep 
sympathy for France.”’ 

The King then presented the Admiral to the 
Italian Princes and Ministers. Afterward he 
cordially conversed with the French officers, 
and the reception then became more general in 
eharacter, the French and Italian officera con- 
vereing with one another. 

The French officers, both going to and return- 
ing from the palace, were loudly cheered by 
crowdsin thestreets. Cries of *‘ Vive la France!” 
were.frequently heard.

4 NEW POSTAL ARRANGEMENT. 


—_——~———— 
HOUSE COLLECTION AND DELIVERY 
BOXES TO BE INTRODUCED. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 9.—Postmaster General 
Wanamaker to-day issued his expected order 
deputizing the Postmasters of free-delivery 
cities, towns, and rural communities to put up 
letter boxes, on the request of citizens, for the 
collection and delivery of mail at house doors. 
The order, it is said, affects nearly 3,000,000 
residences to which the free-delivery service 
is already extended, and it is regarded by 
postal experts as the most important departure 
in the free delivery of mails since the beginning 
of the system under Postmaster General Blair. 

The canvass of models of boxes to be recom- 
mended has lasted over two years, and the rec- 
ommended boxes have stood the teat of actual 
experience. In the test upon the Washington 
earriers’ routes, Where boxes were putup on 
houses situated mostly on the building line, an 
actual saving of time on the trip of the carrier 
was half an houror more, and in the test upon 
the St. Louis routes, Where the boxes were all 
put upon houses 75 feet from the sidewalk, 
there was an actual gain of several minutes. 

This gain comes from the fact that much time 
formerly consumed by the carrier in waiting 
for people to come to doors to receive their 
mails is not alltaken up in calling at houses 
where the automatic signal, seen from the side- 
walk, indicates that mail is to be collected. In 
8t. Louis more than four times as much mail 
was deposited in the house Jetter boxes as had 
formerly been dropped in the street letter boxes 
within the same area and in the same length of 
time. 

The boxes vary in price from $1 to $2, anda 
given route is to be equipped when the Post- 
master finds that two-thirds of the house- 
holders desire the new double service. The 
Post Office officials say that as no loss of time 
is involved to the carrier force, no extra car- 
riers (except as the service naturally grows) are 
required, and if the saving of time on given 
routes is considerable enough, extra deliveries, 
always & necessity, may be put on with the 
same force of carriers. 

The change means that as fast as patrons of 
the mails desire them the new facilities will be 
within reach, without any expense to the 
householder except the first cost of the box, and 
without any departmental outlay atall, as the 
expenses of tests have been borne by the in- 
veutors themselves. [t has already been de- 
claed to experiment, without cost to the depart- 
ment, with the house letter boxes in rural com- 
munities, in conjunction with the country free 
delivery and the star routes, and it is believed 
that if this house-to-house collection system 
comes generally into vogue, the robbery of let- 
ter boxes will perforce be done away with. 

In response to the invitation of the Post- 
master General for models, designs, and specifi- 
cations of house letter boxes, about 1,200 de- 
vices were submitted. These.were referred toa 
commission of postal experts, of which Post- 
master Van Cott of New-York was Chairman, 
for examination. This commission recom- 
mended for favorable consideration six of the 
devices, which in its opinion best met the re- 
quirements of the case. The Postmaster Gen- 
eral accepted the proposition of such of the 
inventors as desired to put up boxes at their 
own expense, to give a practical demonstration 
of their value. . 

Accordingly tests were made of four different 
boxes by the Postmasters of St. Louis and 
Wushington.

RIVAL CONFERENCES MEET.

THE DUBS AND ESTER FACTIONS IN 
SESSION AT FINDLAY. 


FINDLAY, Ohio, Sept. 9.—The two rival bodies 
claiming to be the legal Ohio Conference of the 
Evangelical Association, are in session here. 
The majority, or Esher adherents, having se- 
oured possession of the church in this city, are 
holding their sessions therein. Bishop 8. C. 
Breyfogel of Reading, Penn., is presiding at the 
latter conference. 

In his opening address he referred but spar- 
ingly to the schism in the Church, and treated 
the defection of afew brethren asa matter of 
no serious moment. He also referred to the 
recent decisions of the courts, upholding the 
majority position, as indicating that they had 
no reason to fear the final outcome of the dis- 
pute. Itis reported that at the secret session 
of the majority conference to examine the char- 
acter of its members there were developments 
which promise aninteresting outcome touching 
the conduct of the missionary treasury. 

W. W. Sherrick of Baltimore, W. 8. Harpster, 
and 8. E. Rife of Lancaster, who had joined the 
minority conference and are members thereof 
in full standing, were expelled by the Esher 
Conference. The minority conference convened 
in the First Methodist Episcopal Church, and a 
lengthy naddress was made by Bishop Dubs, in 
which he treated of the reasons “why we are 
taking this action.” The Bishop laid down a 
basis of action for his adherents. 

The reasons enumerated by him were three in 
number: First, the Philadelphia Conference, 
being called in conformance to the discipline of 
the Church, was the legal conference; second, 
arbitration of the Church troubles had been 
refused; third, the Indianapolis Conference had 
adopted laws which are subversive of the true 
spirit of the Church. 

About twenty ministers are taking part in the 
Dubs Conference, which is presided over by 
Bishop Stanford of Harrisburg.

I did so when 
I attempted to kill him, and was prepared to 
suffer the consequences had he died. More than 
ten years in prison would be worse than hang- 
ing, and if I had my choice I would prefer to 
hang rather than spend a lifetime in prison.”

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CHARLES F. PECK’S RECORD 
WHAT rHE COMMISSIONER’S OLD 
NEIGHBORS THINK OF HIM. 


HIS DESIRE FOR REVENGE AND HIS 
CHARACTERISTIC CUSSEDNESS AS- 
SIGNED AS THE REASON FOR HIS 
REPORT—A SIGNIFICANT PUBLICA- 
TION IN THE BUFFALO “ TIMES.” 


BUFFALO, Sept. 9.—The Evening Times of this 
city published on Wednesday an article from its 
special correspondent at Hornelisville, in which 
a good deal of light is shed upon the career of 
Charles F. Peck, State Commissioner of Labor 
Statistics, whose recent report has been s0 
widely discredited. Hornellsville is Peck’s old 
home, and the tale whieh his former neighbors 
have to tell is by no means creditable to him. 
The publication in the Evening Times of this 
story is of considerable significance. The paper, 
of which Norman E. Mack is the owner, has 
always been a pronounced friend of Senator 
Hill, and the natural inference to be drawn, 
therefore, from this laying bare of Peok’s rac- 
ord is that Hill and his friends are anxious to 
repudiate both the Commissioner and his ab- 
surd report. Thisis the letter from Hornells- 
ville to the Evening Times: 

** Peck’s report is the subject of conversation 
on all sides and his action is universally con- 
demned, but the majority of Democrats here 
say that the character of its author is so well 
known in this vicinity that it will have but little 
effect upon the party in Steuben County. 

“*Tf you in Buffalo and elsewhere knew his 
record as we do here,’ was the general reply, 
‘you would know how much reliability to 
place in his report and would understand why 
he should do such a dastardly thing.’ 

“This remark became so prevalent that I set 
to work and finally found a citizen who gave 
the following record of Peck’s career: 

“«*O. F. Peck was born in Livingston County. 
His first act which brought him into notoriety 
was his attempt to run a newspaper in Avon or 
Dansville, I forget which. He aroused such a 


bitter feeling by his vituperative abuse of peo- 
ple that it culminated in thejr seizing his office 
and dumping the type and presses into the 
street, and he suddenly disappeared from view. 

“*His next public appearanve was in 1878, 
when be came to Hornelisville and associated 
himself with Mr. Greenhow on the /ribune, the 
acknowledged Democratic organ of this part of 
the State. It would take me hours to show you 
how low a mancould goin the conduct ofa 
newspaper and yet be unmolested. There was 
searcely a citizen of any prominence, male or 
female, and especially female, who escaped his 
abuse. This culminated in his being floured by 
one outraged woman, and being cant ety yi 
by another. A libel suit was brought by Mrs. 
sreslin, a widow residing in Warsaw, whom he 
had attackedinhis paper. She secured a verdict 
of $1,400 against Peck, and $300 against his 

artner, Greenhow, as it was shown the latter 

ad little to do with the obnoxious article. 

“*To show you the esteem (!) in which he was 
held by the people of Hornellisville, in 1880a 
large bonfire was built in the public street, and 
Peck was burned in effigy, the best citizens here 
participating in the incineration, and the mass 
meeting in which his acts and hostility to the 
leading citizeus who were engaged in the polit- 
ical campaign were denounced. Peck had been 
especially vituperative and bitter against those 
who supported I. W. Near for President of the 
village. 

“*Ag he ran a newspaper it was thought best 
that a reconciliation should be effected, and in 
1882 he was taken once more into the Demo- 
eratic fold. He was present at a gathering 
of Democrats on Sunday forenoon, prior to 
the State Convention, and Gubernatorial 
candidates were being discussed. Flower 
seemed to be the favorite, but the delegation 
wanted to make a combine of some kind. May- 
or Cleveland was being talked of in Buffalo, and 
one of the party remarked, ‘* What’s the matter 
with Hill? He’s Mayor of Elmira.” Thereupon 
Peck jumped at the chance, wrote a laudatory 
editorial nominating Hill and sent it to the El- 
mira Gazette, which published it. Thereafter he 

osed as the discoverer of Hill. This, of course, 
8 the chief reason why Hill has espoused Peck’s 
cause, securing his appointment by Cleveland as 
Labor Commissioner, aud using every effort on 
later occasions to secure his retertion in office 
when his dismissal was not only urged but de- 
manded by the Democrats throughout this sec- 
tion. 

“+The fact that Peck was at one time con- 
nected with the Hornelisville Jribune and that 
be was now a State official gave him great 

rominence in politics in this district. As an 

netance of his ability as a manager I will show 

you the situation prior to his assuming the 
leadership and afterward. At that time this As- 
sembly district was divided into sixteen towns, 
and the Democrats were reasonably sure of at 
least one-half of them, the average Republican 
majority being about 600. What was the re- 
sultin 1888? Harrison carried every town and 
city in this district by a majority of about 2,000. 
And so the dissatisfaction has continued, until 
to-day there is not a safe Democratic town in 
the district. : 

***No one here denies Peck’s ability, bud it’s 
the devilish use he makes of it that has demor- 
alized the rank and file of the party and driven 
many of the stanchest workers out of it 
through their disgust of his action. This last 
piece of work of his, while it can only be de- 
nounced as that of a traitor, has, however, done 
more to unite the Democrats here than any- 
thing he has accomplished in the past. Those 
Hiil men who were lukewarm are now ardently 
working for Cleveland. Peck has not a political 
friend in this city, and of political honesty he 
knows nothing. ; 

«He poses as the friend and advocate of labor 
interests, but his total lack of sympathy with 
them, his lack of desire to do them justice, ex- 
cept when he poses as a demagogue, has only 
increased their mistrust of him. Why, he has 
asked for the indorsementof their labor unions 
here for his retention in office, and they have 
one and all refused to give it. 

*** Hére’s a little Incident: In 1885 it was the 
aim of the friends of Mr. Hill to solidify the la- 
bor vote. The Workingmen’s Trades Assembly 
held a convention in Rome, N. Y. Peck ap- 
peared there and claimed to be the representa- 
tive of the Car Drivers’ Association of Syra- 
cuse. His deception was soon discovered and 
he was ousted from the convention. There’s 
one instance of his demagogism, and that’s 
about us close as he ever came to being in touch 
with the laboring man when he tried to palm 
himegelf off as a street-car driver, but I think 
he has proved himself even better fitted for 
that occupation than to pose as a statistician. 

“*He has never done anything in polities ex- 
cept to yet himself into his present office, and 
his recent treachery is to be regretted, except 
that it has shown him in his true colors and has 
brought unity to the party here. I understand 
from good authority that his resignation is in 
the hands of Gov. Flower and is to take effect 
immediately after election. Frank Campbell, 
Senator Walker, and the delegates from the vi- 
cinity called upon the Governor during the 
February cenvention and demanded his dis- 
missal in the interests of the Democratic Party. 

“+ Knowing that his time was short, I believe 
that Peck made this report public out of pure 
cussedness and revenge, believing that it would 
bring him netoriety, which he seems to crave. 
He ia just the kind of man who would try to 
give the impression that Hill was trying to sell 
out Cleveland. The Democrats of this city who 
have stuck by him are among the best workers 
in the party. They are thunderstruck at his 
treachery, and when they now look over the 
field and find that they have received nothing 
in return from him but broken promises, and 
that their fidelity has been repaid by thie last 
humiliation, their denunciation of this traitor 
is very bitter.’ ”

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THE POET WHIITIERS FUNERAL. 
—_—— ——— 

ALL THE ARRANGEMENTS HAVE BEEN 

COMPLETED—OUTLINES OF HIS WILL. 


AMESBURY, Mass., Sept. 9.—The arrangements 
forthe funeral of the late John G. Whittier 
have been completed. The body was conveyed 
to this town from Hampton Falls this morning 
and taken tothe poet’s former home, on Friend 
Street. Tne body will lie in state between the 
hours of 12 and 2 to-morrow afternoon, that 
the public may have an opportunity to view all 
that remains of the honored dead. Telegrams 
of condolence are being constantly received 
from all parts of the country. 

After the Quaker service the’ body, which 
rests in a black broadcloth casket, will be taken 
to the cemetery, where the Whittier lot will be 


covered with evergreens. After the remains 
are lowered to their last resting place the grave 
will be closed up by an arched brick roof. 

To-morrow afternoon all stores and places of 
business will be closed from 2 to 4 o’clock. 
Many buildings are already draped in mourn- 
ing and flags everywhere in town are flying at 
half mast. The Selectmen have issued the fol- 
lowing: 

**Our town has been saddened by the death of the 
great poet and one of the noblest and most beloved 
citizens. We feel that our country at large and the 
civilized world mourns with us the death of the poet 
and liberty-loving philanthropist John G. Whittier, 
sharing the sadness which must come to the wise 
and good everywhere. We, the people of Amesbury, 
mourn the loss of a friend and neighbor endeared to 
us by his lovable qualities and the practice of his 
daily life in our midst. We revered him for his 
quaintness and loved him for himself. Always 
identified with every good work in Amesbury, sus- 
taining the right and defending the oppressed, his 
life to us for more than half a centu ) os been a 
daily sermon. Ifit be true that the heart speaketh 
most when the life moves not, wecan only add that 
such @ life, with its fullness of years and its crown 
of blessing, is a rich legacy toany community.”

EITHER BRIBERY OR CONSPIRACY.

EX-ASSEMBLYMAN M’DERMITT MAKES A 
COUNTER-CHARGE—THE TWO STORIES. 


NEWARK,N.J.,Sept.9.—The arrest of ex- Assem- 
biyman Frank M. McDermitt at the primaries 
here last night on a charge of having attempted 
to bribe election officers tostuff their ballot 
boxes in his interest promises to develop into 
@ first-class sensation. 

To-day Mr. McDermitt drew a counter-com- 
plaint charging that James Smith, Jr., Charles 
B. Lyons and Edward L. Price “ entered into a 
conspiracy to unjustly deprive him of his credit 


and good name, and also to cause his arrest on 
a charge of bribery.” 

The allegation in his affidavit is that Mr. 
Smith hired Price and Lyons to trump up charges 
against him for the purpose of taking him 
away fromaprimary wherehe was actively 
working against the Smith ticket. 

MoDermitt has been an outspoken opponent 
of James Smith for years. In spite of Mr. 
Smith he made his way to a seat in the Assem- 
bly three or four years ago, and at the primaries 
for the selection of Gubernatorial delegates, 
held last night, he wasa candidate for a dele- 


gate. 

While he was busy at the primary he was ar- 
rested on a charge of having given Lyons $275 
to stuff the ballot box of which he had charge, 
in his interest, and on the charge of E. L. Price, 
Jr., that he had tried to bribe him with $100 not 
to oppose him. 

E. L. Price is a son of Mr. Smith’s County 
Committee’s Chairman, and holds an office by 
Mr. Smith’s permission. 

Lyons says that the conference as to the 
stuffing of the ballot box was at his own house. 
McDermitt, he declares, agreedjto pay him £275, 
and gave him checks for that amount. Lyons 
says that bis two eons were eavesdropping ina 
back room to hear what McDermitt h to say, 
and thatas soon as he received the checks he 
rushed off to Justice Conlon and had the war- 
rant issued for McDermitt’s arrest. Though the 
warrant was issued on the 7th—last Wednesday 
—no attempt was made to disturb McoDermitt 
with it till he went to help his ticket through at 
the primaries last night.

DEDICATION OF THE NEW JEWISH 
TEMPLE IN FIFTIETH STREET. 


An interesting and impressive ceremony took 
Place yesterday afternoon from 4 to 6 o’clook 
at the new synagogue, Shaarai Berocho, in Fit- 
tieth Street, between Third and Lexington 
Avenues. The occasion was the dedication of 
the new temple by the congregation, which was 
organized thirty-four years ago by the French- 
speaking natives of Alsace of the Hebrew faith. 

For many years the congregation worshipped 
in Forty-fifth Street, between Second and Third 


Avenues, but the neighborhood becoming incon- 
venient and unsuitable, the property was dis- 
posed of and the erection of a new place of 
worship, to cost $55,000, was started. 

Among the members of the congregation are 
David Metzger, Charles Meyer, David Werden- 
schlag, Adolph Pawel, Moses 8.

and others. The late Solomon N. Cohen, who 
was a well-known reporter, was Secretary of 
this congregation for thirty-two years, and a 
marble tablet memorializing him is displayed 
on the wall opposite the main entrance. Of the 
original members of the congregation only one, 
Samuel Ulmar, is living, and he was selected to 
light the§ *‘Ner Tomid,” which will remain 
lighted in front of the ark as long as the temple 
remains a place of worship. 

The ceremonies included an overture by the 
organist, a chanting of the service by the can- 
tor and choir, memorial prayer by the Rev. 
G. Hirach, minisier of the congregation; the 
lighting of the *‘Menorah” lights, presentation 
of the key by Miss Julia Weill, Torah procession, 
and addresses by Judge McAdam, Jacob A. 
Cantor, Judge Goldfogle, and Ferdinand Levy. 

The Torah procession was exceedingly im- 
pressive, the scrolis being carried by the oldest 
mnembers of the congregation, wno passed three 
times around the temple, preceded by the rabbi 
in the vestments of his order, chanting the serv- 
ice, to which the choir sang the responses.

HISTORY OF HENRY PALMER,

NEWARK, N. J., Sept. 9.—Henry Palmer, the 
young man who fell dead in Justice Blauvelt’s 
courtroom yesterday afternoon, was an English- 
man, and is said to have been the fourth son 
of Sir Edward Palmer, Bart.

or some unstated reason, his family abroad 
lent him no aid, and since he lost his situation, 
a few months ago, he and his wife and their 
seven children have been on the verge of star- 
vation.

KEEPING 


THE CHAMBER OF COMMERCE WILL CO- 
OPERATE WITH THE AUTHORITIES— 
IT ADVISES PROMPT REMOVAL FROM 
INFECTED SHIPS—SECRETARY FOS- 
TER’S SPEECH. 


A special meeting of the Chamber of Com- 
merce was held yesterday to tender to the au- 
thorities co-operation in all matters relating to 
quarantine, and especially to emphasize thei m 
portance of the prompt removal of all passen- 
gers from the cholera-stricken ships. The at- 
tendance was representative of the business 
interests of the city and overflowed the main 


Meeting room. 

Among those present were Alexander E. Orr, 
Seth Low, Solon Humphreys, Henry Hentz, J. 
Edward Simmons, John Crosby Brown, Gordon 
Wendell, Hugh N. Camp, E. H. Roberts, Isaac 
Ickelheimer, G. Waldo Smith, Augustine Smith, 
William E. Dodge, Constant E. Andrews, Wood- 
bury Langdon, Samuel H. Seaman, William C. 
Noyes, Warner Van Norden, Justus L. Buckley,

Secretary Foster occupied a chair on the plat- 
form beside Alexander E. Orr, who presided. 

As soon as the meeting had been called to or- 
der, President Low offered the following: 

Whereas, The etforts of the authorities to keep the 
cholera from obtaining a foothold in the city have 
been thus far crowned with success; and 

Whereas, AS at unhappy incident of these precau- 
tions so suddenly made necessary, passengers and 
crews upon ships arriving with cholera have been 
confined on board the stricken vessels for almost a 
week, while the cholera has continued its deadly 
work in their midst; and, 

Whereas, Several thousand more persons are on 
their way tothis port from Hamburg and other in- 
fected cities; therefore, be it 

Resolved, That the Chamber place upon record its 
hearty appreciation of the energetic action of the 
Federal Government and of the State authorities at 
Quarantine, and of the Health Department of the 
City of New-York. 

Resolved, That in the judgment of the Chamber 
humanity demands the immediate removal trom 
stricken vessels of all persons whose duty does nos 
we My them to remain on board, and that the Sp‘t of 
Sandy Hook is in every respect the most guitable 
place for a quarantine camp in this emergency. 

Resolved, That the Chamber hae learned with sat- 
isfaction that the use of Sandy Hook has been grant- 
ed by the United States authorities and accepted by 
the Quarantine olticials. 

Resolved, Vhat a committee of five, of which the 
President of the Chamber shall be Chairman, be ap- 

ointed to co-operate with the authorities, both State 
and national, in every possible way. 

In support of these resolutions, Mr. Low said 
the objectof the meeting was to hold up the 
bands of the authorities, both State and nation- 
al, in their efforts to prevent the cholera from 
securing a foothold in this country; to senda 
word of assurance to the unfortunate people 
upon the stricken ships in the lower bay that 
their fate was not a matter of unconcern to 
their brethren on the land, and to tender to the 
authorities in the supreme emergency with 
which they are called upon to deal whatever 
assistance it might be in the power of the Cham- 
ber to give. 

Samuel D. Babcock, in seconding the resolu- 
tions and urging their adoption, read a letter 
from Dr. Allan McLane Hamilton asking him to 
use all his influence to provide a place on land 
for the passengers on the infected ships and 
tendering his professional advice in the matter. 

Ex-Secretary of the Treasury Charles 8. Fair- 
ehild said it was the duty of all good citizens 
to join with the Governmentindoingeverything 
possible to relieve the present grave situation. 
The money of every man interested inthe safety 
of the city and of every good citizen should be 
at once forthcoming in generous amounts to 
sustain the hands of the authorities. 

No pains, Mr. Fairchild said, should be spared 
to provide for the comfort of all who were de- 
tained on the ships at Quarantine. He thought 
it specially important that provision be made 
for the cabin passengers, who were subjected to 
special suffering, distress, and privation by the 
detention of the ships. The effort should be in 
this respect to give them comforts as near as 
possible of the character to which they had 
been accustomed. “If, at any moment,” he 
said, “a death should occur at Quarantine 
which could have been prevented by the action 
of the Chamber of Commerce in supplying 
means for proper sanitary regulations, the 
members of ‘the Chamber might justly be held 
responsible for such a death. They would be 
guilty of little less than murder.’’ 

J. Edward Simmons urged that Fire Island 
be taken us a quarantine station for persons on 
the infected ships who still remained in good 
health. That wasamuch better place, in his 
opinion, than Sandy Hook as a station, and it 
would give more satisfaction, both to passen- 
gers and to friends, than could possibly be ex- 
pected of barracks at Sandy Hook. 

When Mr. Simmons had finished, Chairman 
Orr introduced Secretary Foster. ‘‘ The Gov- 
ernment stands ready,” said Mr. Foster, “ to do 
anything to prevent the spread of this horrible 
disease and to relieve the people on the stricken 
ships. Perhaps | have come in closer personal 
contact with these passengers than have any of 
fou. My heart has been wrung by the scenes I 
have witnessed. You may feel absolutely as- 
sured that, as the representative of the United 
States Government, I shall take every measure 
in my power, in co-operatien with the State au 
thorities, to stop this disease where it is. I be- 
lieve that the State authorities are doing every- 
thing that they can inthe same direction. We 
shall work in entire harmony. 

“ With the view of trying to relieve the sit- 
uation, [ have hed the advantage of consulta- 
tion with Dr. Hamilton, who for fourteen years 
was in charge of the Marine Hospital Service of 
the Government, and whois eminently qualified 
to express an opinion in regard to this matter; 
of Dr. Steinburger of the army, whom yon all 
know by reputation, and who, beyond doubt, 
stands at the bead of his profession in this line 
of work; of Dr. Guion of the navy, who is also 
eminently qualified to speak from the standa- 
point of an expert, and of Dr. Walsh of the IIli- 
nois Board of Health. I wish to assure you that 
the Illinois Board of Health is most earnestly 
interested and actively engaged in the work 
which brings us here. All of these advisers 
agree that Sandy Hook is the best place at 
which tolodge the passengers of the infected 
slips. 

““Wefeel grateful for the magnificent bene- 
faction of Mr. Morgan, which has relieved the 
situation temporarily. Some provision must 
be made, however, for permanent and adequate 
relief. There are deserted sheds and docks of 
the Uentral Railroad of New-Jersey at Sandy 
Hook. Probably some of the members of this 
body have seen them. I[t is proposed to take 

osasession of these sheds and convert them into 

arracks. We understand that it can be done 
in about two days. Special care will be taken 
with sanitary arrangements. Passengers who 
may be detained there cannot, of course, ex- 
ct to get the comforts of hotels or of homes, 
ut Iam assured that they can be made much 
more comfortable than at present, and that the 
relief to their minds will be greatly appreci- 


ated 

“ The Central Railroad has agreed to rebuild 
and furnish easy communication toSandy Hook, 
and telegraph lines will be constructed there. 
There is a depth of twelve feet of water at the 
dock, and there is every reason to believe that 
this resort will be entirely healthful. It will be 
ng to have communication easily with 

ew-York, and for friends to send to the pas- 
sengers in detention anything to contribute to 
their comfort or desires. Mr. Austin Corbin 
will undertake to prepare the barracks within 
the time that I have stated 

“ With the advice that I have received, beliey- 
ing the best medical authority to be with me, I 
have decided in favor of Sandy Hook. At Fire 
Island there isa hotel, but it must be bought 
before it can be used. I am informed that it 
would be impossible to reach Fire Island on 
stormy days, and that serious inconvenience and 
distress might follow if they were to send the 
passengers there. At Sandy Hook the Govern- 
ment owns astrip seven miles long of about 
1,000 acres. Back from the shore is a bluff or 
high ground on which a hospital may be erected 
for the care of any who may be taken sick. 

“ While the last Congress was an economical 
ove, I don’t propose to stop at any question of 
money. I may come to you, gentlemen, and ask 
for aloan, but I shall not allow the matter of 
dollars and cents to interfere with what may be 
done to make the passengers as comfortable as 
wecan. That is the position occupied by the 
Federal Government, and in it we believe we 
shall have the cheerful co-operation of the 
State anthorities and of all good citizens.” 

Becretary Foster was loudly applauded as he 
resumed his seat. He was followed by Waldo 
Smith, who was a paesenger on the City of New- 
York and escaped ane Mr. Smith said 
he hoped the committee, in making provision 
for the relief of the passengers, would not omit 
to see that newspapers were supplied to them. 
All the city newspapers couid be sent every 
morning to the stewards of the ships in quaran- 
tine. Up to this time it had been impossible to 
get papers at any price, anc the passengers sad- 
ly felt the need of them. I[fthey could be sent

The 
physicians on duty had been sorely tried by the 
demands upon them since cholera threatened 
the city. The majority of these physicians 
were inexperienced also, and this work was all 
the harder for them because of their lack of ex- 
perience. He thought an arrangement might. 
be made for a volunteer force of Physicians ie 
surgeons of the city who wou!d co-operate with 
the authorities and relieve to some extent the 
force now on duty. There was something, he 
said, in American life, due perhaps to the nerv- 
,ous activity of our people, which made Ameri- 
cans more prone to break down under certain 
ageravations than were other people, 

Mr. Dedge had been apoetal y touched by a 
letter he had read, in which one of the passen- 
gers said that he and those on the ship with him 
had been waiting four davs for fresh water. 
When ships arrived in quarantine and were sta- 
tioned where the Health Ofticer pute them, it 
was impossible to attend to the needs of each 
ship as should be done, and as would be done if 
a force of physicians sufficiently large could be 
provided.

COMPLAINTS OF A SLAUGHTER HOUSE— 
MORE STREETS FLUSHED. 


Atthe Essex Market Police Court yesterday 
Capt. Delaney of the Madison Street Station 
stated to Justice Duffy that the citizens of the 
neighborhood were continually complaining of 
the stench which emanates from the slaughter 
house at 8 and 10 Gouverneur 6lip. 

House Surgeon William F. Donovan and Dr. 
Charles 8. Williamson of the Gouverneur Hos- 


pital testified that the place was a nuisance to 
persons in the vicinity and absolutely injurious 
to patients in the hospital. Capt. Fisher of En- 
gine Company No. 25 and adozen other wit- 
nesses also testified that the slaughter house 
was a public nuisance. 

Jacob Fleischhauer, peageeee of the place, 
was told by Justice Dufty that the nuisance must 
be immediately abated or a complaint would be 
entertained. He promised to remedy the evil 
at once and the complaint was dismissed.

CARPET WOOLS GETTING SCARCE. 

Dealers in carpet wools find themselves 
wholly unable to plan for the future, because 
of the cholera scare. Wool still comes from 
England, Scotland, and China, but some of the 
English steamship lines threaten to carry no 
more, and as the stock now coming was sold to 
arrive, its receipt does not help the market 
materially. 

One of the steamship companies wired Wasb- 
ington the other we that it had a cargo of 
Russian wool which had been disinfected. In 
reply, —— was given to bring it to this 
port, if accompanied by a consular health cer- 
tificate. When the case was placed before Dr. 
Jenkins he said: “We have had enough 
Russian wool and don’t want any more of it.” 

The shipment will be made in the hope that it 
will pass. Upon this chance much will depend, 
tor the principal receipts of carpet wool in this 
country come from Russia.

SUGAR AND THE CHOLERA SCARE 

Willett & Gray’s weekly letter on the sugar 
trade says the Sugar Trust has been forced 
into the home and Cuban markets for cane 
sugar, In consequence of the cholera scare, 
which threatens to cut off the supply of beet 
sugars. Purchases of centrifugals in the home 
marketsup to 3 9-16 cent reduced the remaining 
stock to 2,000 tons, which are held out of 
market. Ouban stock available amounts to 
75,000 tons. 

The great demand for sugar, attending the 
scare, has now become somewhat satistied, and 
the regular demand can be met without ad- 
vance — the present price of 6 cents, unless 
extraordinary and unexpected conditions arise. 
It must be recognizei, however, that the small 
available supplies of cane sugars everywhere 
render the situation still critical in the event 
of cholera increase in Europe or its introduc- 
tion here.

A STREAM OF MEN AND WOMEN AT THE 
HAMBURG LINE'S OFFICE. 


The office of the Hamburg-American Packet 
Company, 37 Broadway, was one of the busiest 
places on that street yesterday. All day longa 
stream of men and women who came to make 
inquiries for their detained friends or relatives 
filed in the doors and then filed out again about 
as wise as when they came. To a great number 


of the vallers it was not by any means clear 
why the ships were detained or who was 
responsible for the detention of their friends. 

Early in the afternoon the doors were opened 
with a bang and a man with a grievance and a 
bell-crowned hat strode into the building. His 
accent was worse than his hat. The man in- 
quired with some asperity how much longer the 
company proposed to keep up the detention. It 
took one of the clerks a half hour to explain that 
the agents were only too willing tor the ships to 
be released, but that they had nothing to say 
about it. 

L. Goldstioker of the firm of L. & M. Gold- 
sticker, 182 Fulton Street, was another of the 
callers. He came in in a very excited mannér 
and wanted to know when his relatives were 
going to be landed. When the agents explained 
that Health Officer Jenkins was the person who 
had quarantined the ships and who was the only 
one who could satisfactorily answer that ques- 
tion, Mr. Goldsticker observed that Dr. Jenkins 
ought to be shot. Then he went out. 

* Oh, that is nothing!” said a clerk to a re- 
porter. ‘* Yesterday a lady wanted to know 
when the passengers were going to be released, 
and when we explained the condition of affairs, 
she went out vowing that she would raisea 
band of fifty people and go down the bay and 
rescue them from the ships.”

GHERARDI LEAVES FOR THE WEST, 


ADMIRAL WALKER LEFT IN CHARGE 
OF THE CONSOLIDATED SQUADRONS. 


Rear Admiral Gherardi’s flag was hauled 
down from the main truck of the Philadel- 
phia at noon yesterday and the Admiral left 
the ship with his persona: staif and several of 
his servants, who have been with him during 
his command of the North Atlantic squadron 
the past three y ars 

They are all to acc mpany the Admiral across 
the continent, wLere he goes in afew days to 
gaiher into one +q.adron all the modern ships 


ip commission and briug them around to this 
coast in time to participate in the grand naval 
review in the Spring. 

Admiral Gherardi has been in command afloat 
considerably more than three years, aterm in 
itself longer than that granted the average flag 
otticer. He has been promised the important 
position of Commander in Chief during the 
naval review, and in order that he may holda 
rank equal tothatof the senior foreign Ad- 
mirals, who will come here, he will probably 
be made an acting Vice Admiral, atitle that has 
not been bestowed upon any of our naval offi- 
cers for a number of years. 

About 3:30 o’clock in the afternoon the Chi- 
cago was made out coming through the East 
River, the boom of her guns as she returned a 
salute fired from the Dolphin in honor of Rear 
Admiral Walker having already announced her 
coming. 

The vessel was suddenly ordered to leave 
Newport, and after most hasty preparations 
and to the great mystery of her officers she left 
the anchorage at 2 o'clock yesterday morning, 
coming through the Sound with all possible 
haste. 

Upon arriving here Admiral Walker found 
that his hopes and expectations were fully real- 
ized, and that as Admiral Gherardi’s flag came 
down he was left in command of the consolidat- 
ed squadrone—the North Atlantic and the 
squadron of evolution—a combination of which 
he was virtually promised the command some 
little time ago. 

The make-up of the squadron is as follows: 
Chicago, flag ship; Philadelphia, Miantonomob, 
Atlanta, Concord, Kearsarge, Vesuvius, Cush- 
ing, and the Bennington, upon her return from 
Europe, where she is at present cruising in com- 
pany with the Newark. 

The title of the squadron will probably be the 
North Atlantio Squadron, but the plans and 
drills scheduled for the squadron of evolution 
will be putin force and the vessels will, as far 
as practicable, be a squadron of evolution and 
drill particularly another season in connection 
with the War College exercises. 

The Philadelphia is now coaled, provisioned, 
and fully manned and may be sent to-morrow to 
La Guayra. Should she go it is barely possible 
that the Commander in Chief will await the 
readiness of the Chicago, which will receive 
coal and three months’ stores to-day and make 
other preparations for a West India cruise.

MR. GILROY DISPLEASED, 


_—— 
PROVOKED BECAUSE THE ALDERMEN 
DELAY STREET PAVING. 


Commissioner Gilroy of the Department of 
Public Works is displeased with the Board of 
Aldermen on account of its failure to pass the 
necessary orders for repaving certain streets. 
The fault, however, seems to lic with the Tam- 
many members of the board, who do not attend 
in sufficient numbers to outvote their Repub- 
lican and County Democracy opponents. 

Mr. Gilroy is trying to repave several streets 
on the west side and down town that are in a 
bad condition. Some of the streets were con- 
structed on made ground that was formerly 
under water, but under the Grant law the cost 
of repaving those streets is to be defrayed by 
the adjacent property owners. Tho other streets 
are to be paved by thecity, but the Board of 
Aldermen must give the necessary orders for 
the work. The streets to be repaved are Be- 
thune Street from Greenwich Street to West 
Street, Perry Street from Washington Street to 
West Street, Thirteenth Street from Washington 
Street to Tenth Avenue, Twenty-seventh and 
Twenty-eighth Streets from Tenth Avenue to 
Eleventh Avenue, and Forty-eighth Street from 
Eleventh Avenue to Twelfth Avenue. 

Contracts have already been completed for re- 
paving the streets on made land, but the work 
in these and other streets is to be done atthe 
same time. At the last meeting of the board, at 
which twenty Aldermen were present, a resolu- 
tion was offered to repave streets not embraced 
in the provisions of the Grant law. As the reso- 
lution called for an expenditure of money 20 
votes were necessary to carry it, and as Alder- 
man James A. Cowle of the Thirteenth Assembly 
District voted against it, it was lost. 

Inasmuch as most of the streets to be repaved 
are in Cowile’s district, Commissioner Gilroy 
could not account for his action except by 
crediting him with a general desire to retard 
and prevent public improvements by Democrats. 

Mr. Gilroy has a contract with the Barber 
Asphalt Company to repave the street through 
Washington Square from Fifth Avenue to South 
Fifth Avenue. Near the Washington Arch the 
curb line has been moved back, and it became 
necessary toextend the asphalt pavement to 
the new curb line. Mr. Gilroy has no jurisdic- 
tion outside the old curb line, and the paving 
there has to be done by the Park Department. 
The asphalt company was willing to do the 
work upon the same terms, but when the matter 
came up before the board, Aldermen Cowie 
Martin. and Van Cott voted against the resolu- 
tion to pave. President Arnold of the board is 
away in Europe and other Tammany Aldermen 
neglect to attend the meetings, 80 that legisla- 
tion requiring expenditure of money is blocked.

SOUR HAMS CONFISCATED AND 
WARNING GIVEN HIM. 


T. Quirk, the sour-ham dealer of Washington 
Market, had short shrift made of his case yes- 
terday before Deputy Controller Storrs. Quirk 
had engaged Lawyer House to defend him and 
justify the sale of sour hams, on the ground that 
they were recognized at the Produce Exchange 
as a merchantable commodity. Anticipating 
such a defense, John A. Sullivan, Superin- 


tendent of Markets, had summoned a Produce 
Exchange expert in the person of Thomas 
Goulard, Inspector of Provisions. 

Mr. Goulard promptly blocked the defense by 
declaring flatly against it. Such hams were 
never recognized, the Produce Exchange deal- 
ing only in sweet meat. Then he ran his tester 
into some of Quirk’s odorous exhibits, and pro- 
nounced them all unmerchantable, unsound, 
and unfit for human food. Mr. Sullivan proved 
the exhibits, which he had not gathered in per- 
son, through Joseph Bogan, Morris Dorney, and 
James Gibson, who had made purchases at 
Quirk’s stand, which were found not only 
putrid, but under weight. 

This settled Quirk and his lawyer. They had 
no defense and, being wise enough to see it, 
asked only to be let off without losing the per- 
mit for Quirk’s stand. They were willing to 
promise anything to escape this penalty. L. J. 
Callanan, who led the fight against Quirk some 
years ago and js still an anti-sour-ham cham- 
pion, said he had no objection to Quirk’s re- 
maining in the market if he would offer and sell 
only sweet meat. 

Mr. Storrs decided to give Quirk the chance he 
wanted. He directed Clerk Walsh to remove at 
once all sourhams from Quirk’s place—virtually 
confiscating his stock—and forbade Quirk sell- 
ing anything pending removal. Then he dis- 
missed the case, with a warning to (Quirk that 
for another offense of this kind he would lose

FUIURE OF THE OPERA HOUSE, 


WHAT IT WILL BE, LIKELY TO BE 


DECIDED N&#XT WEER. 


The future of the Metropolitan Opera House 
is still undeeided. No definite action was taken 
yesterday at the meeting of the stockholders, 
held in the office of President Roosevelt, 33 
Wall Street. Aftera discussion lasting about 
an hour it was decided that the information at 
hand regarding the cost and expediency of re- 
building the burned portion of the house, and 
the method of raising the necessary funds for 
the purpose, was not conclusive enough to war- 
rant decisive action. The Directors were, there- 
fore, requested to make a complete report on 


the proposition and send it, in printed form, to 
the stockholders, so that they could act intelli- 
gently. An adjournment was then taken until 
next Friday at 12 o’clock, at the same place. 

From the tenor of the remarks it is pretty cer- 
tain that at this adjourned meeting «# final de- 
cision will be arrived atin regard to the opera 
house. [t will be decided whether the structure 
is to be reconstructed for amusement purposes 
or whether it will be remodeled for commer- 
cial uses. The general sentiment is undoubtedly 
in favor of rebuilding, but the great stumbling 
block in the Way is the outlay of cash involved. 
The Directors hope to devise some plan by 
which this expense will not be thrown on the 
shoulders of the stockholders, who have already 
borne such great outlays in the cause of music. 

About one-half of the stockholders were 
represented in person or by proxy, the gentlemen 
present including J. Pierpont Morgan, William 
C. Whitney, Cornelius Vanderbilt, Willlam K. 
Vanderbilt, Luther Kountze, Huber R. Bishop, 
Cc. CG Baldwin, Hamilton K. Twombly, Adrian 
Iselin, George H. Warren, D. O. Mills, U. U. 
Shearman, George Peabody Wetmore, Henry G, 
Marquand, and James Harriman. Samuel D. 
Babcock presided. 

After the meeting, Mr. James Harriman sug: 
gested thatthe difficulty of raising the money 
for repairs might, perhaps, be overcome by the 
formation of anew company, organized on a 
national basis. He thought there were any 
number of wealthy persons outside of New- 
York who would be glad to take stock in such 
an enterprise, thereby obtaining the useof a 
box at the opera whenever they were in town, 
with the privilege of renting out the box when 
they were away. The house, as it stands to-day, 
he said, was easily worth $2,000,000, and it 
might be turne’ over to the proposed new com- 
pany at that figure. 

Mr. Harriman’s plan will be considered with 
the rest by the Directors, who hope to have 
their reportin shape by the end of next week. 
All the Directors favor rebuilding, and will do 
everything in their power to raise the $300,000 
or so required to restore the structure.

TRAIN ROBBERS FOILED. 
<_< 
CARS HELD UP, BUT THE THIEVES DID 
NOT SUCCEED IN THEIR ATTEMPT. 


GUTHRIE, Oklahoma, Sept. 9.—The 1:10 
south-bound passenger train on the Santa F6 
was latein arriving, owing to tho fact that it 
was held up by train robbers at Wharton, in the 
Cherokee Strip, a station twenty miles north of 
this city. The robbers had their horses hitched 
near the station, and after attempting to rob 
the train remained for some time. 

Wharton is alittle unprotected station in the 
Cherokee Strip where a telegraph operator was 


killed two years ago. This is the third time 
trains have been held up there. When the train 
arrived in thiscity,bullet holes were found on 
the west side of the express car. 

The conductor, Ed Kitching, states that 
when his train stopped to take water he walked 
down the track and was met by his engineer 
and firemen with three other men. Revolvers 
were leveled athim and therobbers went on 
until they reached the express car. When they 
demanded admittance they were refused by 
Messenger George Wagner. The robbers then 
opened tire and a fusillade followed. Wagner 
and his assistants stood their ground until after 
the engineer and firemen and conductor had 
freed themselves from the robbers and the 
train pulled out. 

The engineer gives this account of the hold-up: 
The train arrived at Wharton on timé. Three 
men mounted the engine and ordered Fireman 
Ross and Engineer Spoonaugher to step down. 
Then they compelled Ross to agecompany them 
to the express door and told him to batter it 
down. When the first blow was struck on the 
door the express messenger fired through it. 
The tireman stepped back, but the men with 
cocked Winchesters again commanded him to 
continue work. “ For God's sake, boys, don’t 
shoot, they are making me do it,’’ yelled the 
fireman to the messenger, and again his blows 
fell on the door. 

It was soon felled and the robbers entered at 
once and broke open the safe, but it was empty. 
The expressmen had opened it while the door 
was being burst in and hid most of the con- 
tents. Failing to find booty there, the robbers 
paid their respects to the larger safe, but found 
it impossible to open it. Not being prepared to 
force it, they backed out and left, taking with 
them two baskets of grapes as trophies of the 
raid. No effort was made to rob the passengers. 

One of the robbers was stationed at the rear 
of the car and shot whenever a head appeared 
at the window. Many shots were fired, both by 
those around the express car and by the guard 
atthe rear of the train. There is no clue to the 
gang.

Troops in the Columbus Parade. 

The Committee on Military Affairs for the Co- 
lumbian celebration met yesterday to consider 
ways and means for the accommodation of the 
militia regiments that will participate in the 
parade. The States of New-Jersey, Rhode Isl- 
and, Connecticut, and probably North Carolina 
will send troops. 

The Connecticut and Rhode Island troops, it 
was said, would probably arrive by boats, on 
board of which they would be quartered during 
their stay here. Other troops will be quartered 


in the armories in this city and Brooklyn as far 
as possible. Tents will be put up in the Battery 
and City Hall Parks, Washington and Tompkins 
Squares, and other convenient places, if neces- 
sary. 

If all the militia of New-York comes out the 
cost for entertaining them will be about $100,- 
000, and a larger appropriation by the Legis- 
lature will be needed. Gen. MoMahon and Gen. 
Josiah Porter will go to Albany on Monday and 
consult with Gov. Flower in regard to the mat- 
ter. Atleast two brigades from this State will 
participate in the parade.

There wag a good 
export demand here and at St. Louis, receipts were 
under the estimates, and country advices to the effect 
that farmers were not 80 willing to aell their wheat 
at present prices made some of the speculators hesi- 
tate about getting on the short side of the market.

UNLUCKY DAYS FOR ANGLERS. 


MEDIOCRE SPORT IS NOW THEIR LOT 
—THE SHOOTING SEASON OPENS. 


Tbe run of Septeimper fish that anglers always 
hope for and often meet with has not taken 
place as yet, and fishing, for the most part, has 
been poor recently. There are some schools of 
bluefish sailing off Sandy Hook and down the 
Jersey coast, but not many of the fish have 
been caught. Not many parties have been out 
for them. Indeed, during two or threo days 
the wind was so strong that fishing was out of 
the question. 

The bluefish are very large, however, and 
schools of the biggest fish are found in Septem- 
ber. Just now the best bluefishing is off the 
eastern end of Loug Island and in the Martha’s 
Vineyard section. The fish have been both 
large and plenty in that partof the sea, and 
thousands nave Deen caaght by trolling with a 
squid. 

In Great South Bay a few bluefish are still 
taken, but the catches are not large nor certain. 
Taking the season altogether, the fishing near 


Fire Island and on the tavorite grounds of the 
chummers has been far below the average. The 
promise for next season is much better. provid- 
ed the numbers of young fish of this year 
amount to anything. The snappers, or young 
blaefish, are very abundant. They are seen al- 
most everywhere in the bays and salt-water 
rivers near the city. In geen, Ba ferry to 
Jersey City schools of them have been frequent- 
ly seen, aud in Newark Bay they have swarmed 
like bees. In the smaller bays of Long Island 
Sound big schools have been noticed, while up 
the Hudson they are more abundant than usual. 

Of course, the best fun with the snappers is to 
be had with light rod and tackle. Killies are 
the best bait. Two or three hooks can be suc- 
cessfully managed, and when three snappers, 
each weighing over a half a pound, are hooked 
ut the same time, no better funcan be asked 
for than landing them. ’ 

Striped bass are running a little just now. A 
few swall ones were recently caught in the Hud- 
gon, and at Hell Gate there are reports of a few 
being taken, Itis gotting time for the Iall run 
of bass in the Gate, and anglers are beginning 
to go cutin search of the first comers. he 
bass are also appearing in Long Island Sound 
and in the smail bays above Hell Gate. But the 
best tishiug is down in the Wood’s Holl waters 
and Martha's Vineyard resorts, as well as off 
the Rhode Island recks. Some fifteen and 
twenty pound fish have been taken at these re- 
eorts. 

The time for the larger size fish, the thirty- 
pounders, is fastapproaching and the fishing 
club stations from Narragansett to the Cape 
are being inbabited by auglers. There is no 
salt-water fishing in the North that compares 
with this. he angler casts small-iish bait 
froma pier or platform on the rocks, into the 
surf, bas an easy chair to sit in and the chance 
of hooking a big base that will give him half an 
hour's good fight. Weakfish are also quite 
svundant near Newport. 

In fresh water the season is being rounded up 
by the black-bass fishermen and those who are 
fond of trolling for pickerel. in Greenwood 
Lake a few basa have been caught withiu two 
weeks on live bait. Several of the ponds and 
email lakes upin Dutchess and Ulster Counties 
have been furnishing fair sport. In the Dela- 
Ware bass are still caught, though in August 
the fishing was considered better. Some large 
bass have been taken recently in the Susque- 
hanna. 

One of the silliest scares that has been started 
in connection with the cholera ships is that fish 
would carry the colera germs and that by eat 
ing them persons wouid acquire the disease. It 
was argued that fish in the vicinity of the ships 
or the Quarantine islands would pick up food 
or refuse thrown overboard from the vessels. 
This scare Las not affected the sale of fish in 
Fulton Market to auy extent, butit has led to 
many questions being asked of the fish dealers. 
There is no fear of cholera being communicated 
through fish. 

In the first place, none of the market fish 
come from anywhere near the place where the 
cholera ships are anchored. They are now Be- 
cured from the Jersey and Kastern Long Island 
waters. Near the hospital islands are one or 
two spots where blackfish and seabass are 
caught by anglers, but they are never taken to 
market. Just now there is no fishing at these 
points, because angiere do not care to go out ip 
ihe vicluity of the ships, and if they did the 
Staten Island patrol wouid not allow them to 
landon thatisiand. it is also believed that 
the salt water would destroy the disease-breed- 
the cholera germ, and, indeed, if 
germs was well

Among the mountains of Sullivan and 
Delaware Counties where there are yet long 
stretches of woods good shooting is bad every 
Fall by those who are possessed of good dogs 
and who know the best places to look for the 
birds.

In this vicinity there is no shooting in season 
now but - snipe and bay birds. Along the 
Long Island shores there have been some good 
bazs from the late flights. It is getting late for 
the snipe now, and the big flocks are down on 
the Virginia sbore. 

The /:shing Gazette, a® paper recently pub- 
sished on Long Island, has been removed to this 
city, andis now in new hands. Special atten- 
tion will be given to the markets and market re- 
ports of prices of fish, but the anglers will not 
be forgotten. 

Some big pergies have been canght this Sum- 
mer on the tishing banks. 

Casting irogs for pickerel and bass has been 
p auceessful method in Greenwood Lake. 

Some of the mackerel in the markets lately 
have been unusually fat and prime. Quite 
jarge catches have been made on the Jersey 
coast.

A FRIEND OF THE INDIANS. 


JOHN B. RILEY 80 CHARACTERIZES. 
EX-PRESIDENT CLEVELAND. 


John B. Riley of Plattsburg, the Chief in- 
apector of the State Civil Service Commission, 
was in the city yesterday. To a TiMtrs reporter 
he said: 

“I feel confident that Mr. Cleveland will carry 
New-York by a majority of a good, large figure, 
and that he will be elected. I know of many— 
business men, farmers, and laborers—who were 
alarmed over the tariff question in 1888 and so 
favored the Republican candidate, but who will 
now support Mr, Cleveland. They have watched 
the effect of the McKinley law and have a more 
intelligent appreciation of the matter of a tarilf 


than they had then. They have seen that, al- 
though the country has been blessed with 
enormous crops, the business of the country at 
large has net prospered, as was promised by 
the spell-binders. Out in the West the large 
crops were locally beneficial, butin this State, 
at least, farmers have become more deeply in 
debt, and laboring men, instead of receiving 
higher pay than they did in 1888 are actually 
working tor smaller sums. The prophecies of 
the high-tariff aposties have been granted buta 
left-handed sort of fulfillment after alL 

“I am especiaily anxious to see Mr. Cleveland 
elected again, on account of the Indians. Dur- 
ing his Administration these wards of the Na- 
tion were honestiy and fairly dealt with. While 
I was Superintendent of Indian schools, Mr. 
Cleveland told me that he would rather have it 
said of his Administration that justice had been 
done the Indians, and that something had been 
acoomplished toward teaching them to sup- 
port themselves, than any other one thing. 

* Under Gen. Grant’s Administration the va- 
rious churches and missionary societies were 
invited to assist the Government in the work of 
civilizing the Indians. They accepted the invi- 
tation, and they have since done noble work. 
But now, after twenty years of hard labor, and 
the expenditure of immense sums of money in 
the furtherance of the work and in building 
schools for the Indian children—work that 
dwellers in the Kast can hardly conceive of— 
this Administration has in every way sought to 
embarrass these missionaries, and todrive them 
from the field. The work undertaken by these 
missionaries is so far-reaching in ite results for 
good that it has enlisted the support of some of 
the best people and the most advanced thinkers 
of the country. 

“Knowing from the past what Mr. Cleveland's 
attitude on this question is, I repeat that it will 
gratify me highly tosee him re-elected. And 
that I shall be go gratified [ have no manner of 
doubt.”

ABANDONED DERVISHES. 


THE MAN WHO HIRED THEM HAS LEFT 
THEM MONEYLESS AND HUNGRY. 


About twenty ef the howling and whirling 
Dervishes who were brought over to give per- 
formances in this city went yesterday morning 
to the Mayor's office. Private Secretary Holly 
listened to their complaints, that were i: terpret- 
ed to him from the Arabic. Among these Der- 
vishes, all belonging to the Kadri and Mevelavis 
sects, were Sheikhs Abu el Fattah, Omar el 
Hussein, and Badoni Ali Hassan. 

They said that they had been engaged in their 
country by Manager Maliuk to give perform- 
ances in the United States for two years, and 
that by the terme of their contract he was to 
pay them at the rate of $15 a month and board 
and house them. Malluk, however, never gave 
them any money, and some time ago abandoned 
them aitogether, and they did not know where 
he was. For the past three days they had had 
nothing to eat except bread and water. 

Mr. Holly informed the Dervishes that the 
Mayor could not enforce any private contracts, 
and referred them to United States Coimmie- 
sioner Shields. Mr. Shields, in turn, reterred 
the Dervishes to Marshal Jacobus, who referred 
them to District Attorney Mitchell, and Mr. 
Mitchell sent them to Gen. Weber, 5uperinten- 
dent of Immigration. 

The Dervishes did not quite reach Ellis Island, 
but returned after some time to the Federal 
Building, where the United States Deputy Mar- 
shals had some fun at their expense. One 
Deputy Marsal told them to follow him to the 
street and bade them stop awhile in front of a 
building while he went in. He slipped out of 
the building by a rear door, and the Dervishes, 
after waiting tor some time, returned to the Fed- 
eral Building, where another Deputy Marshal 
took them out and played the same trick upon 
them. They returned to the Federal Building 
again, and a third Deputy Marshal took them 
out again and deceived them in the same man- 
ner. 

FIGHTING POLICEMAN. 


THIS ONE THREW CLUB AWAY 
USED FISTS. 


Policeman Henry Gray of the Fulton Street 
Station, Brooklyn, has been suspended from 
duty and charges against him have been laid 
before Commissioner Hayden by his command- 
ing officer, Capt. Eason. Joseph Federici of 
137 Jay Street made the charges upon which 
Gray was suspended. He says that on Wedneés- 
day night he was watching a wedding party 
emerging from the house corner of Sands and 
Gold 8treets, Brooklyn.
